Committees were appointed to convey the greetings of the encampment 
to the convention of the Woman’s Relief Corps, and to the Ladies of the 
G. A. R. in session at K. P. hall. 

At this point Comrade J. C. Cooper presented the following resolution 
which was unanimously adopted and the following committee appointed 
with instructions to proceed to Hillsboro and take up the matter with the 
encampment of the United Spanish War Veterans, in session in that city: 
Comrades J. C. Cooper, S. W. Taylor, and A. E. Borthwick. 


FOREST GROVE, ORE., June 26, 1917. 
To THE DEPARTMENT ENCAMPMENT OF OREGON, 
GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC. 

Comrades: By unanimous vote of Custer Post No. 9, I was instructed 
to present to this patriotic body a proposition or suggestion for a sol- 
diers’ home, or hotel, at Portland, for the accommodation of soldiers ~ 
on furlough or detached service who may pass through that city, where 
meals and beds may be had without cost, and that the incoming depart- 
ment commander, together with a committee of two others, take the 
necessary steps to lay this matter before the Portland chamber of com- 
merce for their consideration. 

Some of us distinctly remember the soldier hotels that were always 
open to us during the last years of the civil war, and we ask that our 
boys in khaki be treated as well. Yours in F., C. and L.,

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER 


The department commander then read his report, which was received 
with marked approval by the comrades and referred to Past Commanders 
S. F. Blythe, M. L. Pratt and Jas. P. Shaw for examination and report. 


COMRADES OF OREGON AND VISITORS: 

As civil war veterans journey along their individual pathways into 
what is fitfully denominated “life’s evening,” where the parting of the 
ways frequently separates us from the companionship of one comrade 
after another, we welcome as a ray of sunshine on a cloudy day the 
opportunity to greet surviving comrades who annually assemble at a 
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department encampment, to banish for a time, at least, the effect of 
any shadows that may have clouded our lives, and give expression to 
the pleasure afforded in the handgrasps offered, in the comparison of 
past experiences, the satisfaction we feel in being alive, and in the recital 
of efforts to score victories against the lurking foes aiming to deprive 
us of the comfort of a painless physical existence. If in our enthusiasm 
at such a time a comrade now and then gives vent to his exuberance of 
feeling in an attempt to dance, jump or run, he in that way shows his 
appreciation of physical integrity and wishes to advertise it—trying, as 
a poet tells us, to “keep on the sunny side.” 

At our department encampment, too, we hear renewed testimony in 
favor of our heroism and charitably listen to the personal exploits of 
our comrades whose services to their country seem more brilliantly por- 
trayed as time passes and memory intensifies them. We remember, also, 
that we did something for our country that should be told which our 
modesty or our memory heretofore suppressed, but is brought to the sur- 
face by the recitals of our comrades. Then our orators tell us how 
distinguished we have been until we swell with emotion, and as the 
encampment closes and we go home we feel like saying: “Perhaps you 
don’t know who I am!” 

Well, the department commander believes each comrade entitled to 
all the satisfaction an attendance on these annual gatherings can bring 
to him, and is pleased to note that the ties of comradeship grow stronger 
as the years pass and numbers diminish. He greets comrades, sisters 
of our allied organizations, and our loyal friends, privileged to be in 
attendance at this thirty-sixth annual encampment, and assures you that 
if our hosts in this charming city of Forest Grove fail in any way in 
contributing to your comfort while with them, he will consider it his duty 
to lead an expedition against the city to assess and collect damages 
arising from its failure to perform treaty obligations given under the 
hand and seal of the authorities themselves. 

While the department commander has not visited every post in the 
department, he has aimed to look specially after those which, in his 
judgment, would be likely to receive most benefit from such a visit, and 
takes this opportunity to thank the comrades and friends who have made 
his visits so enjoyable. He is more than ever impressed that fraternity 
is not a dead letter, and that citizens generally when given an opportunity 
are ready to show respect to “the boys of 61,” and loyalty to the flag 
whose stars they preserved. 


NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT 


At the national encampment held in Kansas City last year it was 
gratifying to find a full delegation of elected representatives in atten- 
dance, and the department of Oregon, while not large in numbers, 
became known to the convention largely through our attempt to secure the 
encampment for this year. We were fortunate in having so forceful and 
impressive a speaker to represent us as Judge Burton proved himself to 
be, and the vote received for Portland was gratifying under the circum- 
stances. Our delegation of nineteen persons from Oregon to Kansas 
City, having a special car, enjoyed the trip immensely. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME 


A visit to our soldiers’ home impressed me that all was going well, 
and my impressions were confirmed by representations from members of 
the home and from comrades who were in a position to know. Com-

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mandant Markee has been able to see different ways where without 
much expense the comfort of the inmates could be enhanced and their 
appreciation of his efforts was freely and voluntarily given. His excel- 
lent companion as matron is more than giving satisfaction if one can 
judge from the expressions of admiration and appreciation heard from 
members of the home. An appropriation from the legislature for 
increased hospital facilities was needed, and further provision should be 
made to replace the assembly hall that was recently burned. There 
should be some place provided where comrades can be brought together 
for suitable entertainments, lectures and sermons, and such a room 
could be used as a reading room when not otherwise occupied. In con- 
nection with visits to the soldiers’ home, it may be stated that a com- 
mittee on soldiers’ home is annually appointed by the new department 
commander, supposedly to visit the home with him. The present com- 
mander appointed comrades generally in the vicinity of Roseburg, 
expecting their company when he visited the home. Not a member of 
the committee went with him, and failure to do so, in most cases, was 
caused by lack of provision for traveling expenses. It seems desirable 
either to dispense with the committee or provide means for paying 
expense incurred in performance of duty. 


WoOMAN’S RELIEF CORPS 


This excellent auxiliary organization continues to demonstrate its 
usefulness in so many ways that one viewing its work from the mascu- 
line standpoint would be unable to portray the many acts.of kindness 
and helpfulness that make the organization useful to the comrades as 
age renders them more dependent upon the tact and offices of kindness 
that come so naturally from those of the gentler sex. The department 
commander feels convinced that the life of some of our weaker posts 
may be prolonged by continued efforts to bring comrades together for 
a repast at stated times, and encouragement to have a meeting held 
while comrades are together. 


LADIES OF THE GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 


Being also of the gentler sex can be equally as effective in prolonging 
vitality in posts showing symptoms of dissolution where they have an 
organization. The members of each organization of women have suffi- 
cient knowledge of domestic science to appeal favorably to a comrade’s 
taste, and sufficient suavity to impress a veteran with a belief that he 
is “every inch a hero,” and when he is so impressed, to convince him 
that he should by all means attend post meetings. It goes without saying 
that each organization teaching fraternity should illustrate it in their 
association and work when they happen to come in contact. 


OUR JUNIOR COMRADES IN ARMS 


Who have an honorable record of service in the Spanish-American 
war, continue fraternal and respectful, working with us in the obser- 
vance of Memorial Day and in many ways showing their interest and 
desire for friendly cooperation, demonstrating friendship and loyalty.

That many of those now enlisting for military service were induced 
to do so by our example is an acknowledged fact. We regret the neces-

Veterans enjoy companionship at such times 
more than many forms of display, and will thank their hosts for recog- 
nition of this fact, while we appreciate their kind efforts to make our 
stay enjoyable; third, our evening programs, enjoyable as they are, 
might be changed a little. We recognize that the first evening, being 
a sort of reception, belongs to our hosts to arrange, but for the second 
evening there are some things that appeal to comrades more than piano 
solos or bits of Italian opera, however skillfully rendered, and a joint 
arrangement between the department officials and local. committee in 
providing that program would seem desirable. No criticism is intended 
on the program for this encampment, for it has been submitted in advance 
for our approval. 


FINALLY 


The present commander goes out of office thankful to the comrades 
who put him into it, for the uniform courtesy received while in office, 
both in his home city and throughout the state, for the able assistance

As our ranks are so rapidly thinning, let us get closer together, 
making the “tie that binds” stronger as the days are passing by.

REPORT OF PATRIOTIC INSTRUCTOR 


The patriotic instructor next submitted his report of the work of the 
year, which was placed in the hands of a committee consisting of Comrades 
Thomas A. Jordan, T. M. Kellogg and John Walrod.

My report for the year just closing is hereby respectfully submitted. 

Reports from only fourteen posts have been received, but these show 
a decided interest in the patriotic work of the order. The display of 
flags in the public schools and salutes thereto by the school children is 
very generally observed. 

Visits and addresses to the schools by the various post members is 
almost universal, and is to be highly commended. The observance of the 
special patriotic days is, I think, on the increase, and in this observance 
the reports show that the Woman’s Relief Corps, the Ladies of the G. A. 
R., Sons and Daughters of Veterans, the United Spanish War Veterans 
and the Sons and Daughters of the American Revolution, wherever these 
organizations exist, have generously and cheerfully assisted. 

This year I think the observance of Memorial Sabbath and Memorial 
Day, May 30, has been more generally regarded and participated in by 
the general public than for a number of -years past, which is certainly 
encouraging. 

The reports received by me show that a great many flags have been 
given to schools, clubs, boy scouts and granges during the past year by 
the posts, the Woman’s Relief Corps and the Ladies of the G. A. R. 

It was my privilege and pleasure to deliver the addresses for four of 
these presentations, made by Gordon Granger Woman’s Relief Corps 
No. 48. 

Gen. Compson Post No. 22 reports 460 flags presented to schools, 
Burnside Post No. 23 reports 12, Bandon Post No. 56 reports 5, and 
Custer Post No. 9 and Chester A. Arthur Post No. 47, 1 each. 

Comrade C. B. Zeek, patriotic instructor of Bandon Post No. 56, 
says the people are very much more interested and inclined to furnish 
the children with flags and all other patriotic accessories this year than 
heretofore. As patriotic instructor he took up the matter of a municipal 
flagpole and flag for Bandon, and closed the year’s work by raising a 
white cedar pole, 100 feet in height, on the highest point in Bandon and 
placing thereon on Flag Day, a fine 12x20 foot flag, and presented the 
same to the city with appropriate program and dedicatory ceremonies, 
all of which is certainly for the “good of the order” and should be highly 
commended and emulated. 

H. S. Clyde, patriotic instructor of Meade Post No. 2, reports that 
they spend seven or eight days visiting schools, a half day at each school, 
going in a body as a post, acocmpanied by the Woman’s Relief Corps

and drum corps. Nearly every school serves refreshments, and all 
render good patriotic programs. 

We recommend this plan to all G. A. R. posts, as it tends to cultivate 
an increased patriotism among the most hopeful class, the school children, 
the coming citizens of our country. 

I have visited a number of posts and relief corps and spoken upon 
patriotic subjects as opportunity presented, and have also spoken to 
several schools. 

With thanks to the commander and to the assistant adjutant general 
for their uniform kindness and assistance in the discharge of the duties

Throughout it all our comrades have acquitted themselves with becom- 
ing dignity worthy of our honored position in the community, though 
not, however, without offering their services to Uncle Sam, and it is 
altogether likely that the war in Europe will proceed with ever-increasing 
severity until such time as the old boys are given the privilege of pro- 
ceeding to Germany and take the kaiser captive and place him on file 
for future references at St. Helena or in the national museum at 
Washington.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE COUNTRY 


COMMANDER AND COMRADES, ? )

Your committee, to whom was referred the consideration of the coun- 
try, with reference especially to the present war in which we have 
entered, offers the following report: 

Recognizing that the rules and bylaws of our organization preclude 
matters of partisanship, it does not hesitate, however, when it comes to 
the question of our country. When it comes to the perpetuity and 
integrity of the nation, it is then no longer partisanship, but patriotism. 
The stability of this union, as we see the situation, has been challenged 
as truly as it was in 1861, inasmuch as German militarism, while we were 
still at peace with Germany, with confident diplomatic relations prevailing 
between us, plotted and planned the invasion and dismemberment of our 
territory, aiming clearly thereby to destroy this government as much 
or more than victory for the southern confederacy would have done in 
the early sixties. Nor is this all. We see that mankind has, in a sense 
never before so apparent, become a concrete unit, the present worldwide 
war revealing the fact that the present internationalism is out of har- 
mony with the fundamental facts of life, and that imperial militarism 
and democracy can not be made to live together; for which reason, if for 
no other, any policy of aloofness on our part from European affairs is 
no longer possible. We have therefore been forced to assume our share 
of the burden of upholding the public rights of the world. And not 
only so, but it is now well known that before our entrance into the war 
Germany had a bill of damages against the United States for everything 
in the way of foodstuffs or otherwise furnished the allies that would 
make the Alabama claims at the close of our civil war appear insignifi- 
cant. Had we stayed out of the war Germany stood ready to shake in 
our face her mailed fist with a demand that we pay the last cent. For 
this purpose she had over the land a force of spies keeping tab on every 
item, nor are these sleuths all weeded out yet. So, by our political tra- 
ditions, material interests and common civilization, we are forced into 
the alliance we have entered for securing the ultimate peace of the 
world. 

Our political institutions and our ideals as a nation are essentially 
the same as those with whom we have united our strength to withstand 
the common foe of civilization. With the plain German people, intelligent, 
industrious and distinguished for a high standard of domestic life, we 
have no quarrel, none whatever. But the imperial Hohenzollern, the 
war maniac who has assassinated modern civilization, is another fellow 
altogether. From him we hope to save not only ourselves, Belgium, 
England and France, but the German people themselves. 


We have therefore accepted the gage of battle with this unnatural 
foe of liberty, and stand ready, if necessary, to spend the whole force of 
our nation to put a hook of steel in the jaw of him who has brought 
upon the world this burden of woe. | 

The Grand Army of the Republic therefore stands as the champion 
of human rights in all that is going on, without rancor, seeking only the 
overthrow of wrong now running amuck on the high seas, slaughtering 
little school children in their schools and mothers in their homes. We 
therefore stand staunchly by the president in his leadership, and demand 
for colossal appropriation of men and money upon the largest scale, fully 
trusting in his capacity for the unparalleled demands laid upon him as 
the chief executive of the nation; and we furthermore express our deep 
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gratification at the response of our young men of best blood, and of our 
people in Oregon vastly overpurchasing the national liberty bonds, and 
piling high their gifts to the Red Cross.

Resolved, That the legislature of Oregon at the next session thereof 
be petitioned to make a suitable appropriation for the entertainment of 
such encampment, and that each and every comrade of this department 
exert his influence to secure the support of the senator and representative 
from his respective district of such an appropriation.

In Memoriam 


CAPTAIN JOHN T. APPERSON 
Department Commander, G. A. R., 1908 


Comrade Apperson was born near Hopkinsville, Ky., Decem- 
ber 23, 1834, and died at his home at Parkplace, Oregon, April 
3, 1917, aged more than eighty-two years. 

His father moved to Missouri in 1835 and lived near Spring- 
field. In 1847 the family started across the plains for Oregon, 
but at Hams Fork, Wyo., the father was stricken with fever 
and died. The widow, with nine children, came on to Oregon. 
John T. spent two years in the California mines, after which 
he engaged in steamboating in Oregon. 

Comrade Apperson enlisted as a private in the war of the 
rebellion and was promoted to first lieutenant of Company E, 
First Oregon Cavalry, April 2, 1862, and was honorably dis- 
charged and mustered out April 2, 1865. 


He was employed most of the time during the service with 
his company in scouting for Indians and protecting travelers 
in eastern Oregon, around Malheur and Harney lakes, Jordan 
valley and in southern Idaho. His company was commanded by 
Captain Leo B. Curry. Most of the country is rough and was 
and is a hard country to campaign in. Part of the route through 
the Bruneau country is described as “with an immense fissure 
on my right, sagebrush and traprock beneath our feet, the hazy, 
death-like sky of Snake river over our heads, and a cloud of 
alkali dust hurled by the sagebrush into eyes, ears and nostrils, 
I picked the way as best I could for myself and men.” 

A winter was spent in camp at Walla Walla, Wash. Ter., and 
the following year a campaign in Alvord valley, Stein’s moun- 
tain country, returning to Fort Dalles, Oregon, in September. 

After his discharge he returned to steamboating. He was 
elected to the legislature in 1870, was sheriff of Clackamas 
county in 1874, and was elected to the state senate in 1878-1882, 
and again to the house in 1888. 

In 1889 he was appointed register of the United States land 
office at Oregon City and served as such for four years. | 

In 1885 Comrade Apperson was appointed by the governor 
as a member of the board of regents of the Oregon Agricultural 
College at Corvallis, and he served continuously during his life. 
He recently made a valuable endowment to the college educational 
fund “to aid worthy young men and women who would otherwise 
be unable to bear the expense of a collegiate course.” 

He served on the state board of agriculture and for many 
years was its president. He was a member of Abernethy Grange, 
Patrons of Husbandry, at the time of his death. 

He was one of the oldest Masons in the state, having joined 
Multnomah lodge in 1858, of which he was past master. His 
record in Odd Fellowship was nearly as long, as he was grand 
master of Oregon in 1872. 

At the G. A. R. encampment at Newport, June 25, 1908, as 
member of Meade Post No. 2, Grand Army of the Republic, he 
was elected department commander over four other contestants, 
and served out his full term as such acceptably and well. 

In all of the duties in which he was called to serve, he ful- 
filled the trust imposed upon him. 

Verily, we may say of our comrade, that he hath served his 
city and state during a long and active life, with much honor 
and benefit to them and with credit to himself. 

We, his comrades, knew him as a kindly, genial man, prompt 
and able in service, and inspired to do right and to serve his 
fellow man. A good man hath gone to his reward; his work is 
done. Rest in peace. 

Resolved, That this testimonial be made part of our encamp- 
ment record and a copy thereof be transmitted to the widow of 
our deceased comrade.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 


The committee on resolutions reported favorably on the following 
resolutions and on motion the report was adopted: 


COMMANDER AND COMRADES, 
Thirty-sixth Annual Encampment, Department of Oregon, Grand 
Army of the Republic. 


I. Resolution introduced by J. E. Hall: 

Desiring that our school children be correctly informed concerning 
the past and present history of our country, we ask the committee select- 
ing schoolbooks in our state to carefully examine Muzzey’s School His- 
tory of the United States, now in use in the high schools of Portland. 

Many of its statements are reported to represent the views of the 
author rather than to be statements of fact, and our youth are entitled 
to the most authoritative history obtainable. 


II. Presented by Comrade Geo. A. Harding: 

Whereas, Realizing that our own dear country is on the verge of a 
life and death struggle for liberty and humanity, and that our young boys 
are longing to do their share, and believing that they should, in a measure, 
at least, be prepared for the great responsibilities awaiting them; be it 

Resolved, That this convention request the state superintendent of 
public instruction, school boards and principals to incorporate military 
training in the eighth grade and in the high schools, and to give credits 
as for any other branch of their studies. 


III. Introduced by Newton Clark: 

In this time of our national test it becomes every individual and every 
civic association to proclaim devotion to democracy and the common cause 
of civilization throughout the world. 

We are arrayed against a monster whose system of cruelty, injustice 
and violation of the rules of war, of humanity and common decency, 
stamps him as an inveterate and ruthless enemy of mankind. He knows 
no interest except his own, and has no regard for his written pledges or 
international promises. 

He stands alone in the world on his record of inhumanity, perfidy 
and destruction.

(From Washington County News and Forest Grove Express. ) 


The thirty-sixth annual encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, Department of Oregon, and its sister organizations, now draw- 
ing to a close, has been one of the most successful encampments held in 
recent years. The attendance was greater than last year, in spite of the 
fact that many of the members have answered “taps” during the past 
year. The writer has asked dozens of the visitors how they were being 
treated and all, without a single exception, stated that they were pleased 
with the arrangements made to entertain them. There were plenty of 
clean, comfortable beds; the meals were, in the main, good and reasonable 
in price and plenty of amusement had been provided for them. Several of 
the older veterans stated that their only complaint was that Tuesday’s 
parade covered too much ground, that they were pretty well “tuckered 
out” when they had covered the course. All citizens will be pleased to 
learn that their efforts have been appreciated and the writer is certain 
that all local people will agree with the Express when it says it has been a 
pleasure to entertain the veterans and their ladies. 

The visitors began arriving Monday morning, the day before the 
opening of the encampment, and they have been coming ever since, some 
arriving as late as last evening, to enjoy the closing day. 

On arriving the visitors were met at the trains by committees from the 
local G. A. R. and W. R. C. posts, with Boy Scouts to carry their luggage.

The line of march was from the intersection of Main street and First 
avenue north, thence north to Third avenue north; thence west on Third 
avenue to A street, south to Pacific avenue, east to First street, south on 
First to Third avenue, went to Main street and north to the Central 
school building, where Mrs. Minnie Baird, department patriotic instructor 
of the W. R. C., presented the school with a flag. School Superintendent 
Inlow, in a patriotic speech, accepted the flag, which was then raised in 
accordance with military regulations, the band and fife and drum corps 
playing “The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

Mrs. Valeria G. Benvie, department president of the Ladies of the 
G. A. R., then presented the school with a portrait of Abraham Lincoln 
and Principal G. E. Richards accepted the gift in an appropriate speech. 

The parade then reformed and proceeded north on Main street to the 
Congregational church lot, where the G. A. R. presented and dedicated to 
the Boy Scouts the big flag recently purchased by the Commercial club, 
the presentation speech being made by J. D. Stevens, an orator of no mean 
ability, who briefly recited the achievements of American armies and 
navies from the time of the first break with England in 1776 to the sailing 
of General John J. Pershing for the European battlefield. America has 
had some hard fighting in the past, but he predicted the real test of 
endurance was yet to come. He asserted that if Washington and Lincoln 
were alive today they would indorse the stand taken by President Wilson 
in his determination to stop the murdering of American citizens by the 
kaiser and his butchers. He stated that a great responsibility rested upon 
the Boy Scouts and Honor Guard girls and he believed they would meet 
the occasion in the right spirit. _While the band and drum corps played 
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the “Red, White and Blue,” Boy Scouts hauled Old Glory to the top of the 
pole, when Comrade Stevens recited several verses of the “Star-Spangled 
Banner,” after which the fife and drum corps played “Yankee Doodle.” 
Scoutmaster Paul M. Gilmer accepted the flag on behalf of the Scouts, 
making a very patriotic address. 
The Grand Army quartet—Comrades Hamilton, Powelson, Varner and 
Chambers—were warmly received. 


TUESDAY EVENING PROGRAM 


Marsh Hall of Pacific University has seldom if ever seen such a 
crowd as gathered Tuesday evening to hear the patriotic program given 
by the Grand Army, the Woman’s Relief Corps and the Ladies of the 
G. A. R. Every available seat was taken, the balcony was jammed and 
hundreds were turned away. 

L. M. Graham, presided and introduced the speakers. A _ splendid 
feature was the singing of the community chorus under the direction of 


‘Thomas Isaacs, which met with rounds of applause. The male quartet, 


Messrs. Isaacs, Ferrin, Richardson and Underhill scored a hit. Mrs. 
H. E. Inlow, vocalist, and Miss Craft, violinist, delighted the audience 
with their artistry. 

Judge W. H. Hollis gave a hearty and eloquent welcome to the guests 
and the response was made by Mrs. Willoughby and Mrs. Benvie, repre- 
senting the ladies’ auxiliaries, and Department Commander Hall. 

Justice Wallace McCamant, of the Oregon supreme court, delivered 
the main address, responding with sturdy patriotism. He said that the 
real test of a man was not his height or size, but what he did, and com- 
plimented the Grand Army men for the fruitfulness of their lives, for 
saving the union from hopeless dismemberment and making possible 
industrial progress and the building of the great west by overthrowing 
the slave power in congress. With uncompromising vigor, Justice 
McCamant condemned the slacking historian that passes by Grant and 
Washington, and other war heroes, and eulogizes the pacifist. “The true 
purpose of history,” said Justice McCamant, “is to warm the heart for 
the love of country, and to do this the hero page must be written.” 

With stinging words, Judge McCamant flayed the history used in 
the Portland public schools for its un-Americanism and inaccuracy. He 
said that this history gave scant praise to the war heroes and made La 
Follette its beau ideal and condemned the battleship as needless expense. 
McCamant classed La Follette and the mayor of Chicago as the two 
arch copperheads of the present age, and said that if the kaiser was a 
member of the senate he would have voted as La Follette voted. When 
Judge McCamant appealed to the audience to protect the patriotism of 
future Americans by routing the slacking history from the schools and 
restoring the patriot to the history. page, a sturdy cheer was lifted from 
the audience that must have made the big beams vibrate with thrills. 
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WEDNESDAY NIGHT 


Thousands of people gathered in God’s great auditorium, out under 
the blue and star-lit skies, on the old Congregational church square, 
last night, and listened to heroic stories and stirring music on the last 
eve of the encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic and women 
auxiliaries. On the evening before the college auditorium proved too 
small for the huge crowd, and last night the management resolved that 
none should be turned away—no not one. 

So with an automobile as a speakers’ platform, the freedom family 
encircling sat under the massive oaks on the church green and listened 
to the message of patriotism in song and story, with music by the Oregon 
fife and drum corps and the Forest Grove band. 

J. E. Hall, past department commander, presided in a happy manner 
and introduced the speakers. 

Two quartets of old soldier singers from Portland won the audience 
from the start. Comrades Hamilton, Varner, Powelson and Chambers 
led off with a song of lilting melody that stirred the hearts of all. Then 
interspersing the talks came the rival singers of the blue—Z. M. Parvin, 
J. E. Hall, W. N. Morse and A. W. Mills, singing, “I Know a Yankee 
Man,” a song written by Hugh W. Sparks, a Forest Grove newspaper 
man, with music by Z. M. Parvin. The singing and the song scored an 
immense hit with the audience. 

Mrs. Fred Jones captivated the large audience when she sang “The 
Boys in Blue and Tan,” a patriotic song by Dr. E. T. Helms, of Hillsboro, 
with music by George D. Ingram. 

Judge Burton, past commander-in-chief, proved a corking enter- 
tainer and a man with a message. He said that it was not his purpose to 
praise the old lads who had been banqueted and bouqueted and decorated 
so promiscuously by the ladies; that every man John of the blue and brass 
buttons thought that Lincoln and Grant and Washington were small in 
daring to that of himself John. He recalled the days of the sixties, when 
the boys left singing ‘The Girl I Left Behind Me,” with a little tintype 
tucked safely away close to the heart, returning to find that she had 
married some slacker and was not grateful enough to name her first boy 
baby after her first soldier love. Judge Burton pictured the soldiers as 
they marched under the old songs and gloried that the blue and grey were 
now to march side by side with freedom loving brothers oversea to the 
rhythm of that heart inspiring anthem the French Marseillaise. 

This makes the third time that Forest Grove has been honored by the 
state encampment. Years ago the old boys pitched their tents in South 
Park and later in the Naylor grove, west of town. Here, over campfires 
they cooked their bacon and beans—those were the days of encampment. 
But while the tents and the bacon and the beans were missing this year, 
the zest and the cheer of the old boys have never been greater than this 
June. : 
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Today the glorious encampment of the Grand Army men and their 
women comes to a close. Many are now on trains rolling homeward to all 
parts of Oregon and other parts of the northwest. Business, band music, 
receptions, drills by the Boy Scouts and Girls’ Honor Guard and good-byes 
made up the program of today. 


ANNUAL BUSINESS MEETING OF THE G. A. R. VETERAN FIFE 
AND DRUM CORPS 


The annual business meeting of the Veteran fife and drum corps was 
held at Forest Grove, June 28, 1917, while attending the thirty-sixth 
annual encampment of the Department of Oregon, G. A. R. 

Meeting called to order by President E. B. Grant, who stated the 
objects of the meeting, and the business to be transacted, The following 
members were present to answer rollcall: E. B. Grant, T. M. Kellogg, 
John Kelly, J. T. Butler, John Baldwin, D. J. Horseman, J. W. Chase, W. 
H. McClellan, W. H. Brooks, J. S. Vaughn, Chas. Bascue, C. A. Stockwell, 
J. C. Confer. | 

The minutes of the last annual business meeting were read by the 
secretary, T. M. Kellogg, and approved. The president, who was acting 
as treasurer, read the following statement of expenses of the drum corps 
for the past year in keeping the organization up, and in an efficient 
condition. : . 

Four practice meetings, each member paying his own expenses, aggre- 
gating $59.00. The replacing of two drumheads, $4.50. Postage and 
stationery, $2.50. Total, $66.00. 

After some discussion it was decided that as the department had voted 
at the last encampment, held at Eugene, not to recognize the veteran 
drum corps, or defray any of their traveling expenses in attending 
department encampments, including the present, the drum corps could not 
be expected to furnish martial music in the future, unless some favorable 
action was taken by the department. The president then made the 
encouraging announcement, that the matter of transportation for the 
drum corps to the next encampment was being considered by the encamp- 
ment now in session. 

The president stated that this drum corps had on several occasions 
assisted in the recruiting service at Portland and elsewhere, at their own 
expense, and is ready at all times to perform that service when called 
upon. 

It was voted to change the office of president to that of drum major, 
and to include the office of treasurer also. 

Comrade E. B. Grant was elected drum major and treasurer; T. M. 
Kellogg, secretary. Comrade J. L. Crow was elected an honorary member 
and second bass drummer. Comrades Grant, Kellogg and Crow were 
elected as the executive committee for the ensuing year. 
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Upon motion a committee was appointed to visit Comrades J. T. 
McHolland and Abe Axtell, who on account of poor health were no longer 
able to work with the old drum corps, and to extend to them a true com- 
rade’s sympathy, and the good wishes of the drum corps. 

The drum corps serenaded the Ladies of the G. A. R. and the Woman’s 
Relief Corps, receiving a demonstrative welcome, and given a recep- 
tion at their headquarters, which were very significant and pleasing 
occasions. 

Some very interesting and pleasing remarks were made by several of 
the comrades present. Comrade J. T. Butler read the following poem 
dedicated to the old veteran fife and drum corps: 


The sun is sinking low, boys, beyond the western hills, 
And the bands will soon strike up the last retreat; 

Then we will pitch our tents, boys, upon the grassy slope, 
Where we can rest our weary, aching feet. 


The marching has been hard, boys, but soon we’ll be at rest, 
Waiting for the call to join the Grand Review, 

With our weary forms at rest, boys, in the lap of Mother Earth, 
While celestial drummers beat the last tattoo. 


So many years have flown, boys, since you and I were young, 
When we heard the drum beat the call to arms. 

We gathered from the shops, boys, we left the schools and stores, 
And the plowing and the seeding on the farms. 


Oh, those were stirring times, boys, when we were called to go, 
And leave our homes and all to us so dear; 
But we rallied ’round the flag, boys, and boldly marched away, 
And charged upon the foemen with a cheer. 


The fight was long and fierce, boys, but victory was ours, 
And dear Old Glory waved o’er all the land; 

Yes, we are glad today, boys, that we could do our part, 
To save our country from a rebel band. 


A half a hundred years, boys, and more, has passed away, 

Since we were called, our country to defend; 

And may the Stars and Stripes, boys, be for each a winding sheet, 
When life for us upon the earth shall end.

GENERAL ORDERS NO. 2, Series 1916-1917. 


575 COURTHOUSE, PORTLAND, ORE., Oct. 6, 1916. 

1. The fiftieth sesssion of the national encampment of the G. A. R. 
came to a successful close on Friday, September 1, after a week of 
pleasant weather and absence of extreme heat feared by many, a fear 
which deterred some comrades from attendance, and a further evidence 
that many of the things about which we worry most never happen. Oregon 
was represented by its full complement of seven delegates, with a few 
alternates wishing for a chance to be seated. Flags and bunting were 
lavishly displayed in convention hall and about the city generally, with 
the word “Welcome” in many attractive designs. A certain writer men- 
tions that Confederate colors were too much in evidence, especially in 
saloons, but the Oregon delegation had no occasion to go there to see 
them. On the parade we had twelve comrades, preceded by Comrade 
Davis of Tualatin, who carried the silk banner so kindly loaned by Past 
Department Commander Hills, containing the single word “Oregon,” and 
as the crowd saw the banner the applause was very pronounced and 
made us feel we were surely conquering heroes. The route was short and 
generally shady and the Boy Scouts were on hand to supply water or 
render any needed assistance all along the line. The W. R. C. and Ladies 
of the G. A. R. were each represented in our excursion east by their 
respective department presidents and others, exhibiting a cordial frater- 
nity that made the occasion one to be pleasantly remembered. 
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Our amendment to provide a register for comrades gone adrift by 
surrender of post charters was adversely reported by the committee, 
and the report accepted, but our efforts to secure the encampment in 
Portland for 1917, met with a fair vote although beaten by Boston. 
Comrade Judge Burton made a masterly address in our favor but too 
many comrades reside east of the Mississippi river who wished to go 
the other way. There was a decided “No” in the convention when it 
was intimated that this might be the last national encampment. 

2. Comrades generally will unite with the department commander in 
expressions of satisfaction at the passage of the new widows’ pension bill, 
which removes certain unsatisfactory restrictions in the old bill, and goes 
a long step in the right direction toward recognition of the worthy and 
self-sacrificing efforts of the noble women of the dark days of the war. 

3. The department inspector will issue a circular soon in regard to 
inspection of posts. Give this matter your attention. Army inspection 
kept our faces, clothes and accoutrements clean while in service, and our 
rules and regulations demand that in our posts we shall exhibit careful 
business methods, as we make up records for future historians, while 
good citizenship, which we profess to practice, demands that we avoid 
carelessness and promote business habits, while we keep ourselves clean, 
physically as well as morally. It will be remembered that posts must be 
inspected before installation of officers for the next year can take place. 

4. Once more we call attention to the necessity of enrolling of all 
surviving union soldiers of the civil war in the ranks of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. It is little short of disgraceful to have any of them 
remain outside of the organization that has worked so hard to promote 
their comfort. 

5. The department commander will endeavor to arrange his visits 
to the posts of the department at such times as will prove most desirable 
for the comrades, having in mind, however, a minimum of expense to 
the department for transportation. 

Notice will be sent posts in advance of an intended visit in order to 
meet as many comrades as possible, and public gatherings at these 
visits might in most cases be arranged with participation by local talent 
to preserve cordiality and foster that fraternal feeling that reminds citi- 
zens of their personal obligation to “the boys in blue” of the sixties.

The end of the year 1916 is rapidly approaching, when each post 
is required to give an account of itself. The following suggestions are 
offered: 

When your post has been inspected and anything recommended for 
its improvement, adopt the recommendations at once.

Have your semiannual report ready to be approved at the last meeting 
in December. In that report—

Carefully note receipts and expenditures, accounting for amounts 
spent for relief, ordinary expenses, etc. Refer to last report and con- 
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tinue financial statement from balance given there, designating cash and 
value of property on hand; 

Report the names of your newly-elected officers, fill out all informa- 
tion required on the blanks now being furnished for that purpose. Keep 
one copy and send the other when complete to C. A. Williams, A. Q. M., 
at the address given above, after a check or postoffice order has been 
enclosed for an amount equal to twenty cents for each comrade in good 
standing in your post. Do this by the first of January, and establish 
a reputation for promptness. The assistant adjutant general must have 
these reports to make his report from them. 

Install your officers at the first meeting in January and start the 
new year with a determination to make your post an example of correct- 
ness in its records, accuracy in its accounts with its members, care in the 
preservation of its property, and, as important as anything, cordiality 
among the comrades whose continued regard for each other should lighten 
the pathway toward the sunset.

GENERAL ORDERS No. 4, Series 1916-1917. 


PORTLAND, ORE., March 6, 1917. 

1. The department commander desires to call attentién of the com- 
rades to certain matters deemed of vital interest to the integrity of the 
order. 

The semiannual report for the term ending December 31, 1916, com- 
piled from reports of the different posts of the department, show a loss 
of seventy members by death during the six months covered by the report, 
with a net loss of membership of sixty-four, and it is a lamentable fact 
that among our. surviving members there are so many afflicted by physi- 
cal infirmities as to be kept indoors, hence excluded from association with 
other comrades except as they are visited by those whose fraternal 
impulses prompt them to perform such worthy personal service; and it 
is gratifying to note that most comrades able to do so make at least 
occasional visits, with the hope they may be able to carry cheer and 
inspire courage. This spirit of personal sacrifice to render personal 
service is to be commended and encouraged. 

As the rolleall of our order shortens, and shrinkage occurs in its 
volume at large, there should be further crystallization of its component 
parts until each eligible comrade finds himself bound by the fraternal 
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tenets of a Grand Army post, where his duties to others may be set 
forth, and in time of need he may find comrades ready to render him 
acceptable service. The lowered expense of maintaining a post in most 
places calls for less exactions in matters of dues, and posts are urged to 
extend all courtesy and helpfulness to comrades, whose financial condition 
prevents expenditure. 

While a lessened number of suspended comrades is noted, the number 
is yet too large. The use of a lariat of kindly persuasion and persistent 
effort is to be encouraged to bring back the suspended, and secure the 
civil war veterans who strangely enough have never united with us. 
Friends of those veterans who have chosen to remain outside our order, 
generally invite the attendance and assistance of comrades when death 
takes them away, and their wishes are respected, but the feeling comes 
that the deceased should have been willing in life to associate with those 
whose sense of comradeship secures him their deepest sympathy and 
desire to render help when needed. 

2. At this time of national tension and uncertainty, it is altogether 
proper that attention be called to our pledges of loyalty to our republic, 
and our duty to place ourselves firmly with those whose efforts are 
directed toward the preservation of our national integrity. We all wish 
for peace with all nations, but remembering our response to calls for 
service to preserve national unity, and grateful for the peace and 
prosperity of the past half century of our nation’s history, we feel vitally 
interested in seeing our favored land continue to be free from autocracy 
and foreign domination, and to this end pledge our support to the presi- 
dent and his advisers as they endeavor to avoid war and at the same time 
insist upon the rights of a neutral nation. 

3. A satisfactory meeting of the council of administration was held 
at department headquarters on January 27, at which it was decided 
to hold the thirty-sixth annual encampment on June 26, 27 and 28, at 
Forest Grove, in accordance with the vote of the last encampment. This 
date was fixed as being most suitable for our hosts at Forest Grove, who 
promise us the time of our lives. 

4. The department commander announces with regret the disband- 
ment of Robert Getty Post No. 50, located at Myrtle Creek, which sur- 
rendered its charter on October 30, 1916. 

The little band of comrades composing this post has been reduced by 
death and removal to three members, who were furnished with transfer 
certificates by the department headquarters, and it is hoped they will 
affiliate with the nearest post. 

5. In response to recommendations of post commanders the following 
named comrades are appointed as aides de camp on the staff of depart- 
ment commander.

The approach of another Memorial Day needs mere mention to surviv- 
ing comrades of the civil war, their relatives and friends, and all patriotic 
citizens. On Wednesday, May 30, we will repeat the appropriate exercises 
that have made the day historic, and will willingly and earnestly unite in 
carrying out the suggestions embodied in the general order of our hon- 
ored and heroic General John A. Logan, whose memorable order No. 11 
is herewith given to be read and observed on that day. 


HEADQUARTERS GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5, 1868. 
GENERAL ORDERS No. 11. 

1. The 30th day of May, 1868, is designated for the purpose of strew- 
ing with flowers, or otherwise decorating the graves of comrades who 
died in defense of their country during the late rebellion, and whose 
bodies now lie in almost every city, village and hamlet churchyard in 
the land. In this observance no form or ceremony is prescribed, but posts 
and comrades will in their own way arrange such fitting services and 
testimonials of respect as circumstances may permit. 

We are organized, comrades, as our regulations tell us, for the pur- 
pose, among other things, “of preserving and strengthening those kind 
and fraternal feelings which have bound together the soldiers, sailors 
and marines who united to suppress the late rebellion.” What can aid 
more to assure this result than by cherishing tenderly the memory of 
our heroic dead, who made their breasts a barricade between our country 
and its foes? Their soldier lives were the reveille of freedom to a race in 
chains and their death a tattoo of rebellious tyranny in arms. We should 
guard their graves with sacred vigilance. All that the consecrated wealth 
and taste of the nation can add to their adornment and security is but 
a fitting tribute to the memory of her slain defenders. Let no wanton 
foot tread rudely on such hallowed ground. Let pleasant paths invite 
the coming and going of reverent visitors and fond mourners. Let no 
vandalism of avarice or neglect, no ravages of time, testify to the present 
or to the coming generations that we have forgotten as a people the cost 
of a free and undivided republic. 
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If other eyes grow dull and other hands slack, and other hearts cold 
in the solemn trust, ours shall keep it well as long as the light and warmth 
of life remains to us. 

Let us, then, at the time appointed, gather around their sacred remains 
and garland the passionless mounds above them with the choicest flowers 
of springtime; let us raise above them the dear old flag they saved from 
dishonor; let us in this solemn presence renew our pledges to aid and 
assist those whom they have left among us a sacred charge upon the 
nation’s gratitude—the soldier’s and sailor’s widow and orphan. 

2. It is the purpose of the commander in chief to inaugurate this 
observance with the hope that it will be kept up from year to year, while 
a survivor of the war remains to honor the memory of his departed com- 
rades. He earnestly desires the public press to call attention to this 
order, and lend its friendly aid in bringing it to the notice of comrades 
in all parts of the country in time for simultaneous compliance therewith. 

3. Department commanders will use every effort to make this order 
effective.

2. Arrange for religious services on Sabbath day, May 27th, with 
special reference to the importance of the day and the occasion that calls 
it forth, and attend the service in a body when practicable. Your presence 
will be noted in the chaplain’s report and your absence deplored. Invite 
auxiliaries and patriotic societies to attend with you. 

3. Have Lincoln’s Gettysburg address recited or read as part of the 
Memorial day exercises. 

4. Promptly fill out and send to these headquarters the reports of 
the chaplain on the blanks sent herewith to each post. They will be 
needed at once after Memorial Day, and promptness will show interest 
taken by each chaplain, while lack of it will greatly inconvenience and 
embarrass the department chaplain who will be unable to make a complete 
report, without yours. 

5. That the participation in all these memorial exercises will appeal 
to each comrade and auxiliary patriotic organization as a sacred duty to 
be readily responded to, is the belief of the department commander and 
staff.

Improvements for the accommodation of comrades’ wives is a consumma- 
tion long hoped for. I desire to extend my sincere thanks to the Woman’s

REPORT OF MEDICAL DIRECTOR 


Dr. J. E. Hall, department medical director, read the . following 
report, which was received with applause and referred to Comrades J. P. 
Shaw, J. M. Patterson and J. E. Peterson. 


ALBANY, ORE., May 18, 1918. 
COMMANDER AND COMRADES, 
Thirty-seventh Annual Encampment, Department of Oregon, Grand 
Army of the Republic. , 

As comrades gather on another anniversary occasion and stand up 
to be counted, the discovery that the line of veterans of the department 
of Oregon has considerably shortened during the past year becomes 
rather startlingly observable. Other casualties than those of the battle- 
field possess the faculty of separating comrades who were partici- 
pants in one war and were permitted during half a century to witness 
with satisfaction and enjoy with more or less comfort the privileges of 
citizenship in a united and prosperous republic since the termination of 
that struggle. 

The fact that these other sources of separation come to us under a 
variety of names, from apoplexy to yellow fever, or of accidents from 
automobiles to the kicks of a zebra, requiring the whole alphabet to 
give them titles, only emphasizes the truth that each named enemy to 
physical comfort is after us in an attempt to remove us from human asso- 
ciations. Facing this array of hostile forces, we who have so far resisted 
their onslaughts with thankfulness for our own preservation and with 
courage to keep up the fight for life, even if atmospheric and climatic 
conditions compel us now and then, as in the past, to temporarily yield 
some ground to our physical enemies, pause along the way to pay loving 
tribute to the memory of the fallen, and at the same time keep up the 
endeavor to strengthen the ties of comradship toward the living, taking 
a lesson from the motherly hen that is ever ready to protect any member 
of her family when she hears its complaint, but when one after another 
drops from sight and hearing, expends her energies and continues her 
exertions to make the living ones comfortable as long as there is a chick 
left. If each surviving comrade physically able to do so will constitute 
himself a sort of guardian over his comrades he will have a purpose in 
continuing to remain on earth; and even to the man of three score and 
ten years or over a purpose in life brings with it a pretty safe guarantee 
of an extension of his life lease, especially if that purpose be to encourage 
and magnify the bright things that come along and forget to mention the 
things that happened yesterday when it rained or think of the shadows 
that at times try to cloud our mental horizon. 

We used to read, “Old men for counsel, young men for war.” In 
this day of progressiveness we seem to be needed neither for counsel 
nor war. Certain it is we are not wanted for military service, and as 
counsellors we seem to be unknown outside our post rooms. As a compen- 
sation, however, there are some occupations yet open to us tending 
toward conservation and assistance to those of our boys and their allies 
on the battle lines. By the use of a strengthening plaster on our backs 
some of us can hoe potatoes and save wheat. Some can keep the hens 
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from setting and encourage them to increase egg production and save 
meat. Some can hold the calf while the milking is done to increase the 
butter supply. This may also help to fatten the pigs and increase the 
supply of pork so much needed. Some might be able to split a little 
wood at times to cook the vegetable yet allowed us. To do these things 
regard for one’s health is necessary, and some suggestions may be in 
order. During spring housecleaning it is advisable to have an excuse to 
keep away from home. Beating carpets incurs danger from dust, and one 
is liable to be called on for this if at home. Tell your wife or daughter 
that working in the garden is now a woman’s job, but you will watch and 
advise how best to do it if she wishes. You can be of use in this way 
without muscular exertion. While there are some perils in a change 
of winter underwear, it is said that one comrade tried the plan of cutting 
a little off his every day and succeeded splendidly until he came to wrist- 
bands and collar, when he got reckless enough to take these off at once 
and became a victim of pneumonia. Hence the plan is open to some 
objections. Study over it. 

With a record of service to country that makes our loyalty unques- 
tioned, with gratitude to the author of our being for the prolongation of 
our lives, with cheerfulness and optimism to meet present and future 
contingencies, we may come to the close of life with a consciousness of 
having rendered the world some acceptable service.

HEADQUARTERS DEPARTMENT OF OREGON,

The years are like a long row of columns stretching on and 
on to Eternity, and as we walk down this colonnade of time we 
know that behind some one of them Death lurks for some one 
of us. Nineteen hundred and seventeen claimed our comrade, 
Past Department Commander 


ALEXANDER E. BORTHWICK. 


He was born in Broome, Schoharie County, New York, Feb- 
ruary 22, 1845; died in Portland, Oregon, October 31, 1917. 

First enlisted in Company B, First United States Lancers, 
on November 16, at Brooklyn, N. Y., when sixteen years of age. 
This company was soon transferred to the Fourth New York 
Artillery, and sent to Washington on the 11th of February, where 
the regiment was distributed among the forts opposite Alexan- 
dria, and on April 7 they were sent south of the river into Forts 
Ethan Allen, DeKalb, and others. 

He was taken sick with typhoid fever, and after a long period 
of illness was discharged for disability in August, 1862. 

He reenlisted October 1, 1863, in Company C, Second New 
York Cavalry, and sent to the Department of the Gulf and par- 
ticipated in Bank’s Red River campaign. Was wounded by a 
Shell at Marksville and furloughed home for sixty days, and 
- returned with sixty recruits. 

Was in the Davison raid toward Mobile and was wounded at 
McLeod’s mill December 10. 

The regiment took an active part in the capture of Fort 
Blakeley, after which it was sent on a march of 700 miles through 
Alabama to Huntsville, where it was stationed for the protection 
of Northern Alabama until it was discharged November, 1865. 

He was soon engaged in railroad work and was with the 
first party of Pacific railroad builders, and was present when 
the last tie was laid at Promontory, Utah. Came on through to 
Oregon by way of Winnemucca, Canyon City and The Dalles, 
arriving in Portland December 6, 1869. 

He joined Canby Post, G. A. R., in 1873, but continued in 
railroad work. When he returned to Portland that post had dis- 
banded and there was no G. A. R. post north of California, and 
on Memorial Day, 1878, he was chosen one of a committee to 
secure names for a charter, and on July 20 George Wright 
Post. No. 1, was organized with twenty charter members and he 


was elected senior vice commander, and has filled nearly all the 
offices of the post at different times. Was post commander 
twice. Was elected department commander in 1888, and in his 
own words “felt fraternally bound in ties stronger than steel 
to strive to perpetuate true comradeship with all the heroes of 
the war.” 

The loss is hard to bear and our words are inadequate to 
express our love and honor and our respect for his great and 
good qualities of mind and heart. 

For many years he had borne a prominent part in the activi- 
ties of our county and state—an honored, upright citizen and 
official—a power for good in the community, a pillar of strength 
in the Grand Army around which it has grown and prospered, 
and much of our glorious record of the past forty years is due 
to his unremitting labor and wise counsels. Every duty sacred, 
no little detail neglected, every task for the G. A. R. a labor of 
love. A man of strong convictions, but with the greatest con- 
sideration for the opinions and feelings of others, his very 
presence brought a glow of warmth and kindliness. Never self- 
seeking, willing to work where others would reap. We gaze 
with dismay at the vacant place he so lately filled and realize 
the great burdens he carried so willingly and so well. 


“Oh, heart so true, thou hast the best 
That heaven could give thee—rest. 
And many a comrade’s blessing went 
With thee beneath the low, green tent 
Whose curtain never outward swings.” 


Let his example and memory inspire each of ‘us to march 
the short remaining span of life’s journey with firm, unfaltering 
steps, devotion to justice and right, regard for law and love for 
our comrades, love for our order and love of country. 

Therefore, be it resolved, That a copy of this memorial be 
spread on the minutes of this encampment and a copy sent to 
the family.

JOHN E. MAYO 


Assistant Adjutant General and Assistant Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, Department of Oregon, 1899 to 1904 


Comrade Mayo’s military service was as follows: First en- 
listed in the Third Regiment Missouri Cavalry, his commission as 
captain bearing date of March 29, 1862. Was transferred Feb- 
ruary 4, 1863, to the Sixth Missouri Cavalry; again transferred 
October 24 to the Thirteenth Missouri Cavalry. Promoted to 
major February 5, 1865, and honorably discharged May 18, 1866. 

He participated in many battles in the south and southwest. 
He was adjutant for many years of Sumner Post No. 12, and at 
the time of his death, August 27, 1904, was assistant adjutant 
general and assistant quartermaster general of the department of 
Oregon. 

His record as a Grand Army man was worthy of emulation 
by us all, always ready to help a deserving comrade to the ex- 
tent of his ability, always true, charitable and efficient. The 
bronze button to him was a symbol of honesty, honor and 
patriotism. 

His devotion to his country and to the Grand Army of the 
Republic was unsurpassed. It was his life and his ideal. 

We who knew him best revere his memory and delight to 
recall the many happy hours we have spent together. In his 
dealings with his fellow men he was reliable in all the relations 
of life. In his family he was a true husband and father. He 
always took an active part in public affairs and was true to 
the principles of democracy for which we are struggling so 
vigorously at the present time. To him American citizenship 
meant all the principles of which our flag is the symbol. 

His services in defense of the flag will always be, to this 
and future generations, a landmark in the development and 
perpetuity of free institutions and equal rights to all people 
throughout the world. 

Taps have sounded, forever closing his earthly career, but 
the light of his example will illumine the pathway of all who are 
struggling for a higher development of human government and 
a brighter future for all mankind. 
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On motion the commander was instructed to appoint a special commit- 
tee on the state of the country, to report at the next session of the 
encampment. 

Comrades C. E. Cline, Daniel Webster, C. S. Baker, Geo. A. Harding 
and T. H. Stevens were appointed by the commander. 

Comrades R. C. Markee, E. E. Covey and John Walrod were appointed 
to convey the greetings of the encampment to the convention of the 
Woman’s Relief Corps, and a similar committee, consisting of J. P. Shaw, 
C. A. Williams and W. N. Morse, were instructed to visit the convention 
of the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Motion was made and carried to take recess until Tuesday morning 
at 8:30 o’clock. 
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TUESDAY, MAY 14, 1918—MORNING SESSION 


Encampment assembled at 8:30 o’clock a. m., pursuant to vote of last 
session and was called to order by the department commander. 

The first business presented was the following resolution from 
Sedgwick Post, which was read by the assistant adjutant general and 
referred to the resolutions committee, Comrades B. F. Pike, Lose lis 
and J. M. Shelley. 


HEADQUARTERS SEDGWICK Post No. 10, G. A. R., 
DEPARTMENT OF OREGON. 


COMMANDER AND COMRADES, 
Thirty-seventh Annual Encampment, Department of Oregon, Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

At a regular meeting of Sedgwick Post No. 10, G. A. R., department 
of Oregon, held April 6, 1918, the following preamble and resolutions 
were adopted, with instructions to furnish a copy to the department 
encampment, which meets at Albany May 13, 1918, to-wit: 

Whereas the guiding principles of the Grand Army of the Republic 
are loyalty to the government and the preservation of democracy, as 
guaranteed by the constitution ; and 

Whereas any propaganda proving a menace to the cherished principles 
aforesaid demands and should receive the united action of all loyal per- 
sons in an effort to safeguard the welfare of the government, and 

Whereas our government is confronted by hordes of foreign-born 
persons, aided and encouraged by disloyal native Amercians, engaged in 
a gigantic effort to defeat the cause of democracy; and . 

Whereas under the present regulations governing the admission of 
foreign-born persons, this condition may possibly continue after the close 
of the present war; therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That Sedgwick Post No. 10, Grand Army of the Republic, 
department of Oregon, looking toward a united citizenry, hereby earnestly 
demands that the congress of the United States promptly enact such laws 
and regulations as shall eliminate all immigration which shall not prove 
a source of strength to the republic in times of stress; and, further, that 
all aliens belonging to social or political organizations which tend, in 
any way, to subvert our democratic government as typified by the con- 
stitution and laws of our country, be deported, and that all others 
adhering to such organizations be forever disfranchised. 

RESOLVED, That no foreign-born person shall be permitted to take 
government land, or be permitted the privilege of voting until he shall 
have taken out his final papers and become a full citizen. 

RESOLVED, That copies of these resolutions be sent to the various posts 
of the Grand Army of the Republic for the department of Oregon, to the 
department encampment when it shall meet at Albany in May next, 
which encampment is hereby requested to transmit the same to the 
national encampment when it shall meet at Portland, with such recom- 
mendations as said encampment shall deem wise, and that said national 
encampment take the necessary steps to properly present them to the 
congress of the United States.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE COUNTRY 


The following report of the committee on the state of the country was 
unanimously adopted at the annual encampment, Grand Army of the 
Republic, Albany, May 15, and ordered printed in circular form and 
distributed throughout the department, to be read in the posts, and given 
to the local newspapers, with a request for its publication: 


COMMANDER AND COMRADES, 
Thirty-seventh Annual Encampment, Department of Oregon, Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

This annual meeting of the department of Oregon, Grand Army of the 
Republic, comes at a time most extraordinary, a crisis the most momentous 
in the history of the world. We came into the realization of manhood 
in the tumult of war, and will, we fear, pass out of this life in a similar 
atmosphere. 

The world is now in the crucible. The furnace is seven times heated; 
in the welter of blood, the ery of agony, the horror of death, the world’s 
status is now being recast. The white-hot metal soon must issue, taking 
permanent form. The autocrat and the democrat are met in deadly con- 
flict, to determine which shall rule. There is not room on earth for both. 
The Prussian, whose national atmosphere is hate and malevolence, was 
for more than forty years preparing for the struggle that should give 
him world dominion. Strangely enough, the rest of us were blind 
to the impending peril. It was hard to believe that any people had reached 
the depth of infamy where juStice and humanity would be trampled under 
foot to aggrandize the autocracy of a ruling house. The world has had a 
terrible awakening. 
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The nation that boasted of its blunt honesty has revealed itself as a 
perjurer, with the stealthy instincts of the savage. The world did not 
know the Prussian; did not know to what depths of moral perfidy he could 
descend. Every form of vileness has and is being resorted to in carrying 
out his designs; not sporadically, as may happen in an army, where men 
see red in the surge of conflict, but of deliberate purpose and by cool 
direction of their officers. 

Murder, pillage, rape in which the poor Belgian wife and mother has 
been forcibly ravished in turn by a whole bunch of fiends with a smile of 
self-satisfaction. That, gentlemen, is the “kultur” that proposes to “cure” 
the world. The savage Indian was an angel in white compared ‘to them. 

At last it became manifest to Americans that a beast was abroad, 
crushing the bones and swallowing the blood of all in his wake, with a 
weather eye on our own fair land, the United States. 

Murder on land was followed by murder on the sea. American lives 
went down in the waters, as Belgian lives went out in their hitherto 
quiet homes, villages and on the plain. Then it was that the United 
States, after Germany had under cover of friendly international correspon- 
dence filled every part of our land with spies, was aroused to her danger. 
With Belgium devastated, Britain grimly hanging on, France bleeding at 
every pore, Italy vainly looking on at the invasion of her fair homes, 
America said, “We can be neutral no longer,” and we are in to fight to 
a finish. 

Why are we in it? It is that malevolence and overweening pride may 
have a fall. That the doctrine of the superman may forever be squelched; 
that militarism may be shown to be not only a curse but a failure; that 
contract breaking, lying, cruelty and brute force can not and shall not 
ae the right of way. Until that time arrives we must and we will 
ight. 

No one sees more clearly than the Grand Army of the Republic that 
if the German conquers, then nothing is worth while. As men of military 
experience we expect reverses and disappointments. We look for loss of 
hard earned ground, spying everywhere, with all sorts of attempts to 
defeat our efforts. Thousands of American lads of high promise will be 
laid under the sod, making the supreme sacrifice. A hundred thousand 
more will be maimed for life, while tens of thousands of American 
mothers will be broken hearted. 

Sickened in soul by German hypocrisy, foul blasphemies, wanton des- 
truction of sacred places, conscienceless diplomacy, unspeakable brutali- 
ties, outraged womanhood and starving children widespread wherever 
the Hun has gone, the Grand Army of the Republic, peace loving as we 
are and hating war as we do, dedicate ourselves, our lives, our fortunes, 
our sons and our daughters to the divine cause our nation has espoused, 
until the honor and safety of peace-loving: nations are again established 
and the future happiness of the whole world guaranteed. Nor do we 
believe the “conscientious objector,” so called, has any right to exemption 
from military duty, or that he should be allowed to remain in this country 
to enjoy the fruits of battles won by the lives of others. 

Proud, indeed, we are of the place Oregon has won in the American 
marshaled hosts, with every man, woman and child doing and willing to 
do their utmost. 

The way before us will be long and hard. Ever and anon the heart 
will be sick from hope deferred, but we shall fight on / and on !! and still 
on!!! Thank God, we have the men, the substance and the spirit for 
a struggle that shall not end till the whole world shall be freed from the 
power of the Hun. 

Germany must and will learn that people of our race are not to be 
bullied; that Hun brutality has no terrors for Americans. The boon of 
civil liberty will not be surrendered after one, no, nor of one hundred 
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defeats. As men who have smelled the smoke of battle we propose to fight 
it out on this line if it takes not only all summer, but a dozen summers. — 
Now that we’ve begun, we don’t know how to stop; and we refuse to 

be shown till we’re over the top. C. E. CLINE,

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UNOFFICIAL PROCEEDINGS 


We are indebted to the Albany Daily Democrat for the following report 
of the unofficial events of the encampment: 


(Monday, May 138, 1918) 


Again, for the thirty-seventh time since the war, the Oregon Grand 
Army of the Republic has gathered in annual state encampment, and 
Albany is crowded with the veterans and their ladies. The morning 
trains brought in many from the valley towns and late in the morning the 
Portland special came in, bringing close to 400 members of the three 
organizations meeting here this week—the Grand Army of the Republic, 
ae Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, and the Woman’s Relief 

orps. 

The G. A. R. convention is much the same as other G. A. R. conven- 
tions and in many ways much unlike other conventions. This year the 
decorations are not restricted to the G. A. R. badges. The veterans have 
found that there are more ways of serving their country than by keeping 
alive the memories of battles of the civil war and of the long struggle 
against the Indians, and few, indeed, are the visitors who do not wear 
a Red Cross button or a liberty loan badge as proudly as they do their 
G. A. R. emblem. 

The morning was given up entirely to registration of the visitors and 
to preparing for the activities of the afternoon. The information bureau 
is established across from the armory, where a corps of Albany women 
are at work getting the visitors settled in rooms for the next three days. 
An accurate estimate of the attendance is not possible, but it is believed 
it will go well over a thousand. 

The afternoon session was given up to the organization of the three 
conventions and to the memorial service held by the Ladies of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and by the Woman’s Relief Corps. The Grand 
Army of the Republic are holding their sessions in the Knights of 
Pythias building, the Woman’s Relief Corps in the Elks’ Temple, and 
the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic in the Masonic hall. 

This evening the first big campfire will be held at the United Presby- 
terian church. Orlando A. Somers, national commander of the order, 
will make the principal address and in addition a program will be given 
by the Grand Army of the Republic and by Albany citizens. The address 
of welcome will be made by Mayor L. M. Curl, and the responses by the 
three state commanders will follow. Music by local musicians and by the 
Portland Fife and Drum Corps will also be presented at the campfire. 

The meetings this afternoon were of the nature to clear the deck for 
action tomorrow. The departmental council of administration met at 
1:30 o’clock at the Knights of Pythias hall, and at 3:00 o’clock the first 
session of the encampment was held at the hall to receive the reports of 
the officers. The memorial sessions of the Ladies of the Grand Army of 
the Republic and the Woman’s Relief Corps occupied most of the after- 
noon at their respective halls. 


(Tuesday, May 14, 1918) 


The Grand Army of the Republic parade this morning was considered 
by those who witnessed it as one of the best that has ever been staged in 
Albany. The Home Guards, the school children, the Grand Army of the 
Republic and their ladies were all in line, and the whole passed off with- 
out unnecessary delay. There were about 400 veterans who marched, the 
remainder riding in the automobiles furnished for the purpose. The 
Woman’s Relief Corps and the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic 
furnished about an equal number for the parade. 
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The parade ended at the high school grounds, where a flag and a 
picture of Lincoln were presented to the Albany high school by the 
Woman’s Relief Corps and the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
Professor C. W. Boetticher accepted the present for the school, and 
responded with a suitable address. 

The parade was headed by the Albany high school band, this being 
preceded by the flag, guarded by the two Albany ministers who are mem- 
bers of the Home Guard. Following the band came the Home Guard, 
who performed well in their first public appearance. The Home Guard 
marches as well as the average militia company did before the war. 

The school children followed’ the Home Guard. The high school boys 

preceded the school, section, the Honor Guard girls and the Campfire girls 
followed. The Central, Madison and Maple schools followed, each wearing 
the respective colors of their school. North Albany followed and closed 
the school section. 

The Grand Army of the Republic section came next. This was headed 
by the Portland Fife and Drum Corps in an automobile truck, and this 
was followed by the veterans and ladies on foot and in automobiles. The 
cold weather and the threatened rain failed to disturb the veterans and 
they enjoyed the walk as much as did those who had gathered on the 
streets to see them pass. 

The events of yesterday were of the nature to prepare the way for the 
election of officers and other business today. The convention was organ- 
ized early in the afternoon, the Woman’s Relief Corps meeting at the 
Elks’ hall, the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic at the Masonic 
ert and the Grand Army of the Republic at the Knights of Pythias 

all. 

In the evening the campfire was held at the First Presbyterian church. 
‘National Commander Orlando A. Somers was the principal speaker, but 
addresses in response to the welcome extended by the city of Albany, 
euceuen Mayor L. M. Curl, were also made by the state and national 
leaders. 

The Fife and Drum Corps gave a concert at the church in advance 
of the program. Music by the G. A. R. Quartette, Mrs. Dr. W. H. Davis 
and the Hammer Quartette, was included on-the program, and the evening 
closed with the singing of “America.” 

The banquet this evening is the main attraction. This will be served 
to the veterans and ladies at the armory, and it is expected that at least 
a thousand will be present. The Albany high school girls will assist in 
serving the banquet. 

This evening Governor James Withycombe will make the principal 
address at the campfire. In addition the allied and national songs will 
be sung and the old soldiers will sing the old-time songs under the leader- 
ship of J. D. Irvine. The high school band will perform this evening 
again. 


(Wednesday, May 15, 1918) 


Those who attended the banquet last night at the armory were unani- 
mous in praising those who arranged the affair. It was considered as the 
best served to the veterans for years. 

The First Presbyterian church was crowded to capacity on the occa- 
sion of the annual campfire of the department last evening. 

Senior Vice Department Commander E. F. Sox presided and a very 
enjoyable program was presented. 

Governor Withycombe, who was expected to be present, was unable 
to attend, but was represented by Judge Wallace McCamant of the 
supreme court of Oregon. 
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(Thursday, May 17, 1918) 


The Grand Army of the Republic has departed and Albany has again 
resumed the even tenor of its way. The veterans left last night and 
this morning and the thirty-seventh state encampment is a thing of the 
past. Next year the session will be held at The Dalles, Albany’s invita- 
tion having been turned down. 

The custom of the organization is to pass the honor of entertaining 
the Grand Army of the Republic around among the larger cities, and, 
despite the good time given by the citizens of Albany, the veterans could 
not bring the convention here for two consecutive years. The following 
response was made to Mayor L. M. Curl’s invitation: 

“Your Excellency, Mayor Curl, of Albany: We, the representatives 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, assembled in your city, wish through 
this committee appointed to sincerely thank you and through you the 
citizens of Albany for the generous, whole-souled and free-hearted enter- 
tainment we have enjoyed at your hands. 

“We wish to thank the various professions of the city who have 
added to our mental enjoyment, and we wish to especially remember 
with an ever-refreshed memory the very kind, considerate and hitherto 
unmatched kindness in reinviting us to renew our visit in 1919, a pleasure 
we are uable, we regret to say, accept. God bless the citizens of Albany 
and their officials and the county officials of Linn County, is the prayer 
of the Grand Army of the Republic of Oregon.

I. The fifty-first annual encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, held at Boston, Mass., August 20 to 25, was a most successful 
and inspiring gathering of the comrades, and the commander takes this 
opportunity of congratulating the department of Oregon on the success 
of the effort made to secure the meeting of the fifty-second encampment 
in Portland next year. 

The commander, as well as the department, extends sincere thanks 
to the comrades who so loyally represented Oregon in the sessions of 
the encampment, as also in the grand parade of Tuesday, the 21st; to 
the comrades and good citizens of Boston who gave us. such a kindly 
welcome; to the railroads, especially the O.-W. R. & N., and its genial 
city ticket agent, Mr. J. L. Miller, for courtesies rendered; and to the 
comrades of our sister departments who so fraternally came to our 
assistance in securing the 1918 encampment. 

The commander feels that special mention should be made of the 
eloquent speech of Past Commander in Chief C. G. Burton, placing 
Portland in nomination; also of the good work done in our behalf by 
Comrade John J. See, commander of the department of Washington and 
Alaska, and Comrade C. H. Haskins, commander of the department of 
California and Nevada, and their respective delegations.

I. As announced in General Orders No. 3, the fifty-second national 
encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic will be held in Portland, 
Ore., in 1918, the date to be fixed by the executive committee of the 
national council of administration. 
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An unauthorized newspaper report that the national administration 
contemplated changing the location of the encampment to some eastern 
city has caused some uneasiness among the comrades of the coast depart- 
ments, but they are assured that no change is proposed, or will be made. 

If a national encampment is held in 1918, it will meet in Portland, 
Oregon. 

Il. The annual election of officers of the posts of this department 
and of representatives and alternates to the next department encamp- 
ment will be held, as required by the rules and regulations, at the first 
stated meeting in December. 

The ratio of representation in this department is as follows: One 
representative and one alternate for every fifteen members reported in 
good standing June 30, 1917, with one additional representative and 
alternate for a major fraction of that number; but every post is entitled 
to at least one representative and one alternate. 

As post commanders are, by virtue of their office, members of the 
encampment, they should not be elected as representatives. 

Blanks are herewith inclosed on which to make report of officers and 
representatives elect, and these must be filled out and sent to this office 
immediately after installation of officers. Blank quartermaster’s bond 
is also inclosed. 

III. With this order is inclosed blank forms A. & B. for adjutant and 
quartermaster’s reports for term ending December 31, 1917. 

Post commanders are earnestly requested to see that these reports 
are properly made out and returned to department headquarters imme- 
diately after the close of the last meeting in December. 

There is no reason why the report of every post should not be filed 
in these headquarters by January 4. 

It can easily be done if the adjutant and quartermaster will get 
together at the last meeting in December, make out their reports, and 
turn them over to the commander before leaving the post hall, together 
with the per capita tax of 25 cents for each member in good standing. 
This action by the post officers will make their own work lighter, and 
be a great help to the assistant adjutant general. The quartermasters will 
notice that the thirty-sixth annual encampment at its session at Forest 
Grove raised the per capita tax from 40 to 50 cents per year. 

Post officers will remit by bank draft, money order or registered 
letter. Do not send personal checks, as the banks charge exchange 
on same. 

Blanks for reports of deceased comrades are also inclosed. If any 
deaths of comrades since last report have not been reported the post adju- 
tant will make report on the blank inclosed, and these officers are 
reminded again that is a very important part of the duty of a post 
adjutant to report at once the death of a comrade of his post.

I. By the advice and consent of the council of administration the 
department commander announces that the thirty-seventh annual encamp- 
ment will be held on Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, May 13, 14 and 
15, 1918, at Albany. The date of the meeting is earlier than usual on 
account of the visit of the commander in chief, accompanied by the 
adjutant general and quartermaster general, to our state. They will be 
with us at least two days of our session. 

The comrades of McPherson Post, assisted by the good citizens of 
Albany, are planning for a very enjoyable reunion and every comrade 
who can do so is urged to attend and assist in welcoming our nationai 
officers. It is many years since we have had this privilege and such an 
oppurtunity may never occur again. 

The railroads are expected to make the usual concessions in rates of 
fare, and will, as usual, plan for our comfort and safety on the trip. 

Full particulars as to entertainment, program, etc., will be given in 
later general orders. 

II. As previously announced, the fifty-second national encampment 
of the Grand Army of the Republic will be held in Portland this year, 
and in view of the unusually low rate of fare granted by the director 
general of railroads we have every reason to expect a large gathering 
of the comrades and allied organizations, a general committee of arrange- 
ments has been appointed, with Mr. Julius Meier as director general, and 
Mr. Frank McCrillis, president of the Ad Club, as secretary, who have 
the work of organization well in hand. 

The various subcommittees who will attend to the detail work will be 
appointed at an early date. 
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III. The commander is in receipt of an appeal from national head- 
quarters for contributions to the southern memorial fund, and suggests 
that the sum of $50.00 is a fair proportion from the department of 
Oregon. 

The adjutant general of the Grand Army of the Republic says: 

“Will you not appeal to the posts in your department to respond 
liberally and promptly to this request?

GENERAL ORDERS NO. 7, Series 1917-1918. 

I. In accordance with our established custom and in compliance with 
General Orders No. 4, from national headquarters, Thursday, May 30, will 
be observed by the Grand Army posts of this department, and by patriotic 
citizens generally, as Memorial Day. 

The revolving year brings to us another Memorial Day, when we are 
called to pay loving tribute to the memory of those who stood beside us 
on the march, in the camp and in the storm and stress of the battle. 

Young, strong and hopeful in those far-off days, now after more than 
half a century but a remnant of the mighty host remains; but in that 
remnant burns the old patriotic fires, and in these days of strife and 
tumult, when it seems that the very foundations of civilization are 
destroyed, we wend our way to the green tents of silence where our com- 
rades sleep and lay our tokens of love and devotion on their lowly resting 
places. 

Lacking the strength and numbers of former years, let us make 
up in patriotic spirit that this day may be more generally observed than 
ever before. 

Let all patriotic organizations, the general public, and especially the 
children, be invited to join with us in observance of the day. 

Sunday, May 26, will be observed as Memorial Sabbath, and posts 
should arrange for appropriate religious services in the various churches, 
and every comrade should feel it his duty to reverently attend such 
services. 

In all places where schools are in session they should be visited by 
committees or by posts in a body and the children addressed on patriotic 
subejcts. No more important duty devolves upon the Grand Army of the 
Republic than that of instilling lessons of patriotism in the hearts of those 
who will come after us. 

II. The national encampment has directed that Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
address and General Logan’s Memorial Day order shall be used as a 
part of the public services of Memorial Day. General Logan’s order is 
printed herewith, and a copy of the Gettysburg address is inclosed. 


HEADQUARTERS GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC, 


Washington, D. C., May 5, 1868. 
GENERAL ORDERS NO. 11. 

1. The 30th day of May, 1868, is designated for the purpose of strew- 
ing with flowers or otherwise decorating the graves of comrades who 
died in defense of their country during the late rebellion, and those bodies 
now lie in almost every city, village and hamlet churchyard in the land. 
In this observance no form or ceremony is prescribed, but posts and com- 
rades will in their own way arrange such fitting services and testimonials 
of respect as circumstances may permit. 

We are organized, comrades, as our regulations tell us, for the purpose, 
among other things, “of preserving and strengthening those kind and 
fraternal feelings which have bound together, the soldiers, sailors and 
marines who united to suppress the late rebellion.””’ What can aid more 
to assure this result than by cherishing tenderly the memory of our 
heroic dead, who made their breasts a barricade between our country and 
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its foes? Their soldier lives were the reveille of freedom to a race in 
chains and their death a tattoo of rebellious tyranny in arms. We should 
guard their graves with sacred vigilance. All that the consecrated wealth 
and taste of the nation can add to their adornment and security is but 
a fitting tribute to the memory of her slain defenders. [Let no wanton 
foot tread rudely on such hallowed grounds. Let pleasant paths invite 
the coming and going to reverent visitors and fond mourners. Let no 
vandalism of avarice or neglect, no ravages of time, testify to the present 
or to the coming generations that we have forgotten as a people the cost 
of a free and undivided republic. 

If other eyes grow dull and other hands slack and other hearts cold 
in the solemn trust, ours shall keep it well as long as the light and warmth 
of life remain to us. 

Let us, then, at the time appointed, gather around their sacred 
remains and garland the passionless mounds above them with the choicest 
flowers of springtime. Let us raise above them the dear old flag they 
saved from dishonor. Let us in this solemn presence renew our pledges to 
aid and assist those whom they have left among us a sacred charge upon 
the nation’s gratitude—the soldier’s and sailor’s widow and orphan. 

2. It is the purpose of the commander in chief to inaugurate this 
observance with the hope that it will be kept from year to year while a 
survivor of the war remains to honor the memory of his departed com- 
rades. He earnestly desires the public press to call attention to this order 
and lend its friendly aid in bringing it to the notice of comrades in all 
parts of the country in time for similtaneous compliance therewith. 

3. Department commanders will use every effort to make this order 
effective.

VI. The first session of the thirty-seventh encampment will be called 
to-order at the armory at 3:00 o’clock p. m. sharp, to listen to the reports 
of officers.

VII. The attention of posts is called to an important change in the 
rules and regulations made by the fifty-first national convention respect- 
ing the delegates sent to the department encampments.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER 
The Dalles, Oregon, June 17, 1919. 


Comrades of the Thirty-eighth Annual Encampment, 
Department of Oregon, G. A. R. 


We are here assembled for the purpose of considering the acts of a 
closing administration, to provide for the earrying on of the affairs of 
the department for another year, and to consider such other matters that 
may properly come before the encampment. 

And let us hope that a spirit of fraternity, charity and loyalty may 
prevail throughout all our deliberations. My heartiest thanks are extended 
to you for the many kind expressions received from you from time to time, 
as to the conduct of the affairs of interest. During my incumbency of 
the office of department commander great events have passed upon the 
stage of action. 

A great war has been fought to a conclusion and the American soldier 
has taken a very prominent part in the same. Old Glory has been carried 
to the banks of the Rhine and the much hated and despised “Hun” has 
been compelled to beg for quarter. All honor to the grand American boys 
that “made good,” and are now returning to their, homes, filled with pride 
of country and the flag. 

The greatest local event within our department was the holding of 
the Fifty-second National Encampment of the Grand: Army of the Republic 
at Portland, Oregon, on the eighteenth to the twenty-fifth of August. Many 
of you know that it was a grand.success in;many ways. It was the grand- 
est lesson in patriotism ever made .manifest. anywhere, and the meeting 
of old friends and comrades was more’ than appreciated. The whole city 
of Portland caught the fire, and evidence of good fellowship was on every 
hand—everybody seemed willing to make the encampment the greatest ever. 
To me it was the high water mark of my career when I stepped on the 
stage to extend a welcome to the vast assembly in the great auditorium. 
It was the finest audience that ever assembled in the city of Portland, 
and it will be impossible to duplicate it within the next fifty years. In 
that audience were men who were of prominence—men who had been 
members of congress, governors of states, and judges of our courts, and 
from every walk in life and honorable endeavor, and we were justly proud 
of them all.

Two other sons are in government employ in railroad work, and one— 
my youngest—is a member of the national guard, has a family of his own, 
and is a teacher in the public schools, which leaves me, @ man of 
seventy-five years, to look after the farm alone, until I dispose of it, or 
my son returns from overseas, of which there is little prospect at present. 


I have visited a number of the comrades in this part of the state and 
am able to report that they are all faithful and true to the colors. 


Burnside Post No. 23 has twenty-nine members, but several of them 
are thirty or forty miles away.so Can not attend, some are in the hom», 
but those who can attend are present most of the time. 


Am very sorry I can not be at The Dalles, for I spent a winter at 
Fort Dalles in 1862. There was only one house between that and Fort

MEDICAL DIRECTOR’S REPORT, JUNE, 1919 


To the Commander and Comrades, Department of Oregon. 

A certain speaker within hearing of this writer said in course of an 
address, “It takes as much courage to live for one’s country as to die for 
it.” In thinking of the remark the question arose, “How did that speaker 
obtain the information that enabled him to make the comparison?’ We 
know something of the courage required in living, but courage with which 
to die comes only to those who have immediate need of it and it is said 
that dead men tell no tales. Living has its conflicts that require courage, 
for in these physical bodies of ours there is a constant struggle going on 
between forces tending to build up our system and forces tending to de- 
stroy us. Moral courage makes its demands upon us also, and we are of 
little account if without a moral as well as a physical back bone. 

So far all who listen to this report have won a victory over the ravages 
of disease, the dangers of fatal accidents, the perils of sunstroke by day 
and the murderous designs of burglars by night, and have proved all 
to be false prophets who declared we would cateh our death of cold, for 
we never caught it. Now we are well past 70 years of age, but there are 
so many things going on in the world about us demanding our attention 
that we have a feeling that we can not well be spared yet from this mun- 
dane sphere. Having read and been told in the last 20 years so much 
about scientific progress in the matter of dealing with the human system, a 
doctor of the old school whose diploma dates back 50 years ago feels 
justified in looking for some preventive of the infirmaties of age, and some 
discovery tending to lengthen human life. The old doctor mentioned is 
willing to acknowledge himself behind the times, but wonders what the 
signs of progress are when an aged man or woman goes to a modern 
physician equipped with modern appliances and endowed with a reasonable 
compassion for the lack of knowledge ‘of his seniors, and in response to his 
or her appeals for help hears the physician say, “O, but you must remem- 
ber you are not as young as you used to be,” making the same excuse 
for failure to restore healthy action that the old doctor made 30 or more 
years betore. 

Sufferers find very scant comfort in such a remark, and can not quite 
understand why not being as young as we used to be should prevent us 
Wanting to be as comfortable as we used to be. We feel a little of the 
resentment of the Scotchman who upon meeting the rector one day was 
asked, ‘““‘Weel Kenneth how are ye farin’ these days?” “Fairly well,” he re- 
plied, “barin’ me left leg which have been given me a deal of trouble the past 
fortnight.” “O, weel,” replied the rector, “you must remember you are 
getting auld.” ‘Auld is it; auld age has nothing to do with it, here’s 
me other leg just the same age and there’s nothing the matter with 
it.’ As stated, there is so much going on in the world now to interest 
a civil war veteran he is anxious to remain a few more years in 
the land where in the sixties he tried to compel people to live in 
harmony under one flag, to see whether his sons and grandsons are 
succeeding any better in that direction since they came up against the

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fighting machinery of a hostile nation and tried to take the conceit 
out of those depending on it, or better than we and our comrades 
did in the days of the civil war to convince certain people that one 
confederate soldier could not get away with five Yankees and live to tell 
how he did it. 

It will take a few years yet to properly decide the relative capabilities 
and effectiveness of those from different lands who brought the recent 
war to a finish, and we are rather anxious to wait even at the expense 
of some physical discomfort until the matter is fully decided and the 
league of nations gets a chance to show us what it can accomplish. To this 
end the medical director recommends that you lean a little heavier on the 
cane, keep on using liniment when needed, keep out of doors when weather 
permits, keep good natured, try to be helpful when you can and patient 
when you can not and others have to help you, keep your head cool, your 
feet warm, your bodies clean, your stomach in as good order as possible, 
your minds tranquil and your conscience clear, and you will be a promising 
candidate for years of life on earth.

NEWTON CLARK 
Past Department Commander, 1911 


Newton Clark, a past commander of the department of Oregon, 
G. A. R., died in Portland, Oregon, June 21, 1918, aged 80 years. 
He was born in Illinois, May 27, 1838.. With his parents he 
removed to Wisconsin. Here he grew to manhood and here he 
married at an early date, Miss Mary Hall. 


When President Lincoln issued his first call for 300,000 troops 
Comrade Clark enlisted as private in Co. K, 14th Wisconisn Inf. 
Vols. in which he served four years. He fought. in fourteen 
battles in the western armies under Gen. Grant. At the battle 
of Corinth, Mississippi, October 38, 1862, being then sergeant, 
he had charge of a squad of men on the picket line and this 
squad fired the first volley on the Union side that opened 
the battle on the first day of that sanguinary conflict. Here 
Sergeant Clark won his commission as second lieutenant. He 
was mustered out at the close of the war as first lieutenant. 


Comrade Clark, then acting quartermaster, furnished the flag 
that floated over the court house at Vicksburg, after the sur- 
render, July 4, 1863. 


In 1870, Comrade Clark removed with his family to the terri- 
tory of Dakota, where he took a homestead two miles from the 
present city of Sioux Falls. 


He built.the first frame house erected in Minnehaha county. 


Always a staunch republican of the Abraham Lincoln school. 
he participated prominently in politics in South Dakota and 
Oregon. 


He was a member of the legislative assembly of the former 
state. <A graduate of Point Bluff institute. Comrade Clark 
was a Skilled engineer. Much government land was surveyed by 
him. He laid out sections and townships of much public land 
in the territory of South Dakota, Clark county, South Dakota 
bears his name. 


In 1879 he came with his family to Oregon settling upon 160 
acres in Hood River valley. 


From 1878 to 1886 he fulfilled contracts made with the govern- 
ment and surveyed hundreds of acres of public lands in the 
rugged sections of the Northwest. He took great interest in the 
exploration of the scenic mountain districts of the Mid-Columbia.

He was a pioneer in the ascents of Mt Hood, and one of the 
mighty glaciers of that peak bears the name of Newton Clark. 


He was a charter member of Canby Post, organized in 1882, 
and was its first commander, and was unanimously elected depart- 
ment commander at the thirtieth annual encampment held at 
Ashland in June, 1911. , 


He was a charter member of the A. O. U. W. lodge, the first 
fraternal organization established in Hood River. For twenty 
vears he was grand recorder of the order, the longest official 
experience of any member of the organization. 


He retired to his Hood River home about ten years before 
his death. 


Newton Clark was a man loved and respected by all who knew 
him; unassuming in his contact with his fellow citizens and 
faithful in all duties imposed upon him. 


When the United States entered the late war on the side of 
the allies and there was a call for men to fill the places made 
vacant by the youth going to war, Comrade Clark was called to 
reassume his old post as grand recorder. 


His patriotsm was too strong to allow him to refuse. But the 
task of straightening out the affairs of the office as he found 
them was too severe for a man of his years. He fell at his desk 
in a paralytic stroke, a victim it might be said, of the great war. 


As a Grand Army man he had the full confidence of his 
comrades. 


A true soldier of the republic has gone to his reward.

MARTIN LL. OLMSTEAD 
Past Department Commander, 1887 


Martin L. Olmstead was born in the state of New York in 
1844, and died in San Diego, California, Merch 20, 1919. He 
enlisted as a private in Co. H, of the 13th New York Infantry 
on the 14th of May, 1861, and was transferred to Co. A, of the 
78th New York Infantry—the regiment that was known as the 
Cameron Highlanders—in April, 1862. He was again transferred 
to the 102d Infantry on the 12th of July, 1864, and was mustered 
out of the service as brevet lieutenant colonel of his regiment, 
in July, 1865. 


He saw much important service. He was wounded at Chancell- 
orsville, Gettysburg and Lost Mountain. He marched from Atlanta 
to the sea and took part in the grand review at Washington 
in 1865. 


At the close of the civil war, he studied law and was admitted 
to practice at the bar. He came to Oregon in 1874, stopping for a 
brief time in Portland, and then removed to Baker City in Baker 
county, where he remained until his removal to San Diego, 
California in 1910, cn account of his health. 


Me was a good soldier and was engaged in many battles. 
He was successful as a lawer, and became the circuit judge of 
the district in which Baker City is situated. 


He first joined Lincoln-Garfield Post No. 3, of the Grand 
Army, and subsequently took a transfer to Joe Hooker Post No. 20, 
at Baker City, where he held his membership until his fina! 
muster out. He became department commander of the Grand 
Army for Oregon in 1887, serving for the term of one year. 


It is therefore resolved, that in the passing of Comrade 
Olmstead, the state of Oregon has lost an influential citizen, the 
United States of America one who at the risk of life, served 
well in the time of great need, the Grand Army of the Republic a 
worthy comrade and his family a loving husband and an affee- 
tionate father. 


Be it further resolved, that a copy of these resolutions be 
sent to his family at San Diego, California, and be spread on 
the records of the department.

I. As previously announced, the fifty-second national encampment, 
Grand Army of the Republic, will assemble in Portland during the week 
beginning August 18, and will continue until the 24th. Headquarters will 
be established at the Multnomah hotel. 
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In view of the unusually low rate of transportation granted by the 
director general of railroads (one cent per mile), a large gathering of 
comrades and members of the affiliated societies is confidently expected. 


In order to obtain the benefit of the above reduced rate, the following 
instructions from national headquarters must be observed: 


“No tickets will be sold except on presentation of a certificate counter- 
signed by the commander-in-chief and adjutant general. These certificates 
will be distributed by the assistant adjutant general to the various posts 
of his department. 


“Members of the Grand Army of the Republic, Woman's Relief Corps, 
National Association of Army Nurses of the Civil War, Ladies of the 
G. A. R., Daughters of Veterans, Sons of Veterans and Sons of Veterans 
Auxiliary who purpose attending the national encampment. and members 
of their families, who are entitled to the reduced rates, must secure their 
certificates from the adjutant of their respective posts or of the post 
nearest them. 


“The construction to be given the words ‘members and their families’ 
is that the certificate shall be issued only to those who are actually of the 
family or members of the various organizations named. A son-in-law, a 
daughter-in-law or grandchild may be a member of the family, and if so 
is entitled to the rate. The responsibility for the interpretation of this 
phrase, however, will rest upon the post commanders, by whom the cer- 
tificates must be countersigned. The ticket seller will not go back of 
this certificate, but the post commander will be put upon his honor in 
issuing them. 


“The one-cent rate does not apply to old soldiers who are not members 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. The old soldier who has not enough 
interest in his service to become a member of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public is not entitled to this rate. If he wishes this concession he should 
join the Grand Army.” 


II. The following instructions from the manager of the Transconti- 
nental Passenger Association are also published for the guidance of the 
post officers in issuing the certificates: 


“If desired, the assistant adjutant general may allot the certificates, 
where there are different organizations at a given point, to the post 
commander, who will in turn allot their supply to the other organizations, 
but he must keep a record by numbers of the certificates distributed to 
all the organizations. 


“You are not required to forward list of names of passengers to whom 
certificates are assigned, but it is advisable to keep such a record for your 
own information and protection. All certificates not distributed must be 
returned to these headquarters. 


“You will note that certificates require countersignature on the face 
thereof and same is to be affixed by post officer as indicated above; and 
the officer countersigning should fill in the information required on face 
of certificate showing date, name of station and name of passenger; when 
passenger presents certificate for ticket he (or she) should sign on the 
back thereof in space provided, in presence of ticket agent; passenger 
will then surrender signed certificate to ticket agent. 
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“You will note that reduced fares to Portland are available for the 
following: 

(a) Members of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

(b) A member of the family of a comrade of the G. A. R. 

(c) A member of the auxiliary or one of the allied organizations named 
above. 

(d) A member of the family of the auxiliary or of one of the allied 
organizations named above. 

And the officer countersigning the certificate should insert a check mark 
in the square opposite the item describing connection of passenger with 
the organization, j. e., whether a member thereof or member of the family 
of such an organization. 

“You are requested to impress upon local officers the necessity of 
issuing certificates to only such passengers as are clearly entitled to 
reduced fares.” 

Tickets are good for return trip for sixty days from date of sale; going 
trip must begin on date of sale. 

Sale of tickets will begin on August 1 and continue until August 17. 


III. Those desiring to reserve rooms will communicate with Mr. Thomas 
J. Swivel, chairman of committee on accommodations. Liberty Temple, 
Portland. 


IV. The department commander desires to convey his cordial appreci- 
ation of the promptness with which the officers of the posts of the depart- 
ment of Oregon have attended to the forwarding of the per capita tax for 
term just closed and congratulates them on the generally good condition 
of their various yosts.

GENERAL ORDERS No. 4, Series 1918-1919. 


I. The end of the year 1918 is nearing and each and every Grand Army 
post is required to “take account of stock” and render an annual report to 
the department headquarters. 

This has been an historic year in many ways. The greatest war of all 
modern times has been fought and is still being waged in Europe, and more 
than two million American soldiers are now taking part in the terrible fray, 
upholding the starry banner of the free on foreign soil. 

Locally the department of Oregon has had the honor of acting as host 
for the fifty-second national encampment of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, which was held in Portland in the week of August 18th to 25th, and 
be it said to the credit of the department that for patriotic fervor and a 
general all round good time no encampment has excelled it; and all com- 
rades, who in any way contributed to the work of this great reunion should 
have a just pride in its success. The department commander tenders you 
his sincere thanks for your loyal, patriotic answers to all calls for 
assistance. 


II. It was the purpose of the department commander to commence a 
visitation of the posts in Western Oregon early in November, but owing to 
the epidemic of influenza and the consequent closing of all public meetings 
he is compelled to abandon his trip for the present. Due notice will be 
given the posts when he is able to reach them. 


Ill. Post commanders are instructed to send at once to these head- 
quarters the name of some good working comrade for appointment on the 
staff of the department commander as aide-de-camp.

‘expected that this duty will be attended to at an early date in order that 
the appointments may be made and announced in general orders. 


IV. Again the special attention of the adjutants is invited to the 
report of deceased comrades, blanks for which are enclosed with these 
orders. These should be made and forwarded immediately after the death 
of a comrade in order that the name and record of our departed member 
may be placed upon the roll of honor, and published in the department 
Journal. Sometimes, when these reports are delayed too long they are 
finally forgotten. 

V. The department commander calls attention to circular letter No. 2 
from national headquarters, already sent to the posts of the department, 
relating to the fifty-fifth anniversary of the dedication of the Gettysburg 
national cemetery by the matchless address of Abraham Lincoln, and he 
urges the proper celebration of that event on November 19 wherever 
practicable. 

VI. The department commander having ordered an inspection of the 
department, circular letter No. 1 has been issued by the department 
inspector and with blank for report mailed to each post in Oregon. The 
comrades appointed as assistant inspectors will give prompt attention to 
their duty and report to department headquarters. Six posts failed to 
report last year, but it is expected that each assistant inspector will do his 
duty this year. 
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VII. According to our rules ard regulations the election of post of- 
ficers for the year 1919 must be held at the first stated meeting in December. 
1918. The comrades are urged to attend that meeting and to elect such of 
their number to the various offices as will accept and loyally perform the 
duties thereof. 


Representatives and alternates to the 38th annual encampment of the 
department are elected at the same time as the post officers. Each post is 
entitled to one representative and one alternate for every 15 members or 
major fraction thereof. Every post, however small its membership, is 
entitled to one representative and one alternate. 


All past post commanders, in good standing, also the senior and junior 
vice commanders for the current year are entitled to seats and votes in the 
encampment and should not be elected as representatives. Blanks for 
report of officers elected are sent to each post. and should be promptly 
filled out and returned to these headquarters. Adjutants are specially 
requested to give names of all past commanders, and to write all names 
plainly. 


The Blank forms A and B for reports of adjutants and quartermasters 
will be sent out to the posts about November 20, and the special attention of 
these officers is called to the important duty of carefully and promptly 
preparing and forwarding these reports. They are reminded that these 
cover the whole year 1917, as the national encampment abolished the semi- 
annual report. 


Adjutants will, therefore, report all gains and losses from January 1, 
1917, instead of June 31. It is also to be borne in mind that all additions to 
the membership are to reported by name, with record of service, as are all 
losses, with cause of same. Many reports received in the past have been 
faulty in this respect. The list of officers on the first page of the report 
are those elected for 1918, and not the newly elected ones for 1919. 


The quartermaster should see to it that his report of receipts and dis- 
bursements, with cash on hand, should balance. Sometimes it is mighty 
difficult for the assistant quartermaster general to understand very much 
about the financial condition of the post after a careful study of the reports. 
Please remember, comrade quartermaster, that all the blank spaces are 
supposed to be filled. 


Promptness in making and forwarding these reports is specially im- 
portant as the assistant adjutant general must report to the national 
headquarters early in January. They should be prepared at the last meeting 
in December, as the business of the year has been finished, and forwarded 
at once to department headquarters with remittance of 25 cents for each 
member in good standing at the time of making report. 

DO NOT REMIT MONEY BY PERSONAL CHECK, as the Portland 
banks charge exchange on the same. 

It is hoped and expected that each officer will perform his duty in this 
respect in the spirit with which he pledged himself when installed into 
office. 


VIII. This office is frequently in receipt of inquiries concerning the 
“Indigent Soldiers’ Law,’ commonly called the ‘Northup Act” from the 
name of its author, Past Department Commander H. H. Northup. A copy 
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of the law in enclosed for the information of the comrades. Blanks to be 
used in applying for relief under the law can.be had at any nme, free of 
cost, on application to this office.

I. The department commander takes pleasure in announcing that the 
reports from the posts of the department disclose the fact that, notwith- 
standing the heavy losses by death, no post has surrendered its charter 
and none are reported delinquent. Most of the posts meet regularly and 
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we were able to report to the national headquarters a net gain of 47 mem- 
bers for the year 1918. The department has now 62 posts and 1,768 mem- 
bers on its rolls. 


II. At a conference held with the adjutant of J. W. Nesmith Post No. 
32, and officials of the chamber of commerce at The Dalles recently, June 
17, 18 and 19 were suggested as suitable for the meeting of the thirty-eighth 
annual encampment of the department of Oregon, and these dates have 
been confirmed by the council of administration. The chamber of com- 
merce will have charge of the arrangements for receiving and entertaining 
the comrades and visitors, and it is safe to say that all who attend will 
be made welcome and will be shown a good time. It is expected that a 
goodly number of the comrades and affiliated bodies will attend and enjoy 
the kindly hospitality of the good citizens of The Dalles. 

This office is just now in receipt of the following communication from 
the United States railroad administration regarding reduced fares to the 
department encampment : 

“Rate of two cents per mile in each direction will be authorized for 
your encampment from points in Oregon to The Dalles and return. Tickets 
to be sold on June 13-17 inclusive, with final return limit to reach original 


‘starting point not later than midnight of June 25, 1919, and only on pre- 


sentation of identification certificates of the same type as used for the 
national encampment at Portland, last year, as per sample attached. 

“The special fares will be available only for members of the G. A. R., 
and affiliated organizations and their families.” 

Post commanders will notify the assistant adjutant general at an early 
date of the number of certificates required for the comrades and members of 
allied organizations in their respective localities. 

They will note that only members of the Grand Army, in good standing, 
and members of the other orders with their immediate families, are 
entitled to these certificates. 


Ill. As announced in general orders No. 7 from national headquarters, 
the fifty-third national encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic 
will be held at Columbus, Ohio, during the week beginning September 7, 
1919. 

The director of railroads has granted the same rate to that encamp- 
ment as was made last year to Portland, namely one cent per mile; subject 
to the same rules and conditions as last year. 

Tickets will be placed on sale September 1, and will be good for return 
trip until October 31. 

Further detailed information will be given in later orders. 


IV. The assistant adjutant general takes this opportunity of tender- 
ing his thanks to the post officers who have kindly assisted him in the 
compilation of a roster of the department by furnishing lists of the mem- 
bership of their respective posts. The roster is now in the hands of the 
printer and will be distributed to the posts when published. 


V. The attention of comrades is called to the “Oregon Veteran,” a 
monthly publication, issued in the interest of soldiers of all wars of the 
republic. Sample copies will be sent to each post and special attention 
is called to the article on the first page relating to the desecration of 
Memorial day.

In accordance with our custom it is expected that every post in the 
department will attend Divine service on Memorial Sunday, May 25, at 
Some convenient place of worship, accompanied by the auxiliaries and other 
patriotic organizations.

Comrades are reminded to observe the day by wearing 
a carnation, or other white flower on the lapel of his coat in memory of 
the good mother who has passed to the “better country.” 


VII. June 14 is to be observed as “Flag day,” and it should be observed 
everywhere. Let every comrade float the flag from his own home and urge 
his neighbors to do likewise.

GENERAL LOGAN'S MEMORIAL DAY ORDER 


Headquarters, Grand Army of the Republic, 
Washington D. C., May 5, 1868. 
GENERAL ORDERS, No. 11. 


1. The 30th day of May, 1868, is designated for the purpose of strew- 
ing with flowers or otherwise decorating the graves of comrades who 
died in defense of their country during the late rebellion, and those bodies 
now lie in almost every city, village, and hamlet churchyard in the land. 
In this observance no form or ceremony is prescribed, but posts and 
comrades will in their own way arrange such fitting services and testi- 
monials of respect as circumstances may permit. 

We are organized, comrades, as our regulations tell us, for the purpose, 
among other things, “of preserving and strengthening those kind and 
fraternal feelings which have bound together the soldiers, sailors and 
marines who united to suppress the late rebellion.” What can aid more to 
assure this result than by cherishing tenderly the memory of our heroic 
dead, who made their breasts a barricade between our country and its foes? 
Their soldier lives were the reveille of freedom to a race in chains and 
their death a tattoo of rebellious tyranny in arms. We should guard their 
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graves with sacred vigilance. All that the consecrated wealth and taste of 
the nation can add to their adornment and security is but a fitting tribute 
to the memory of her slain defenders. Let no wanton foot tread rudely on 
such hallowed grounds. Let pleasant paths invite the coming and going to 
reverent visitors and fond mourners. Let no vandalism of avarice or 
neglect, no ravages of time, testify to the present or to the coming genera- 
tions that we have forgotten-as a people the cost of a free and undivided 
Republic. 


If other eyes grow dull and other hands slack and other hearts cold in 
the solomn trust, ours shall keep it well as long as the light and warmth 
of life remain to us. 


Let us then, at the time appointed. gather around their sacred remains 
and garland the passionless mounds above them with choicest flowers of 
springtime. Let us raise above them the dear old flag they saved from dis- 
honor. Let us in this solemn presence renew our pledges to aid and assist 
those whom they have left among us a sacred charge upon the nation’s 
gratitude—the soldier’s and sailor's widow and orphan. 


2. It is the purpose of the commander-in-chief to inaugurate this ob- 
servance with the hope that it will be kept up from year to year while a- 
survivor of the war remains to honor the memory of his departed comrades. 
He earnestly desires the public press to call attention to this order and 
lend its friendly aid in bringing it to the notice of comrades in all parts 
of the country in time for simultaneous compliance therewith.

TUESDAY EVENING, JUNE 17 


Veterans of the civil war, and their wives arrived in this city today to 
attend the thirty-eighth annual encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and auxiliaries. The city was in gala attire and homes were 
thrown open to the visitors, most of whom arrived on a special train 
from Portland, about noon today. Between five and six hundred delegates 
were estimated as arriving. 


The problem of handling the throng of veterans was very well met, 
and last night the chamber of commerce was busy until after eleven 
o'clock in placing guests in homes, and today accommodations were found 
for the remainder of the guests. 
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The boys of 61 were busy meeting old comrades and talking over civil 
war days. It was no uncommon sight to see a group of veterans relating 
their experiences, and it may safely be said that every battle in the civil 
war was refought time and time again on the streets here today. 

Badges and medals galore are pinned on veterans, and from them it 
is noted that practically every state in the union is represented as well 
as every branch of service. 

it is true the boys of 61 are not as spry as they used to be, but the 
majority are very active and able to get around in good shape. Some of 
them are white haired and stooped, some lame and crippled, but all of them 
are only boys. Each is a story in himself. 

The veterans and their wives were busy this afternoon in registering 
their names and addresses. The Company in which the men served was 
also put down. This registration was conducted at Hotel Dalles. After 
dinner they were awarded badges and credentials. 

Many of the veterans and their ladies were taken for automobile rides 
about the city this afternoon. 

The only important change which has been made in the program is 
the change of the band concert and welcoming address tonight from the 
city park to the lawn of the Elk’s temple. Attorney R. R. Butler will 
deliver the address of welcome. Mayor Stadelman will introduce the 
speaker of the evening. 

Tomorrow the first business session will be held at 8:30 in the morning 
at the K. of P. hall. The parade will be at 10 o’clock and all soldiers and 
sailors of the last war are urged to be present and show their respect 
to the civil war soldiers. 

All the meetings of the G. A. R. convention will be held at the K. of P. 
hall. The W. R. C. convention headquarters will be in the Elk’s temple, 
and the ladies of the G. A. R. will meet in the I. O. O. F hall. 

The veterans of the Grand Army of the Republic, their ladies and 
delegates of the Women’s Relief Corps last night on the spacious lawn 
east of the Elk’s temple were officially welcomed to the city. 

Mayor P. J. Stadelman told the Grand Army men, of the city’s pride 
at having so many heroes in the city and asked them to express what 
wish they might looking to their further comfort and he and the city 
as a whole would seek to have that wish granted at once. 

Judge Fred W. Wilson delivered the address of the evening. At the last 
moment he was selected to deliver the oration and without preparation 
he responded. He explained that he needed no preparation for such a 
speech on such an occasion. The great crowd after listening to his master- 
ful talk quite agreed with him. 

He told the veterans that they in coming here honored us, yet in small 
way we wished to honor them in the total of our power. ‘The city is yours,” 
declared Judge Wilson. ‘The police force has been discharged while you 
are with us and court is adjourned. Your conduct so far is above reproach, 
I have been watching you closely and I can give you a clean bill of health. 
I speak for the gentlemen. I can not say what the ladies have been doing.” 
(Applause) 

Presentation of a beautiful silk flag to the local G. A. R. post featured 
Judge Wilson’s speech. Frank A. Seufert, president of the Seufert Can- 
ning company, is the donor. 
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Adjutant J. M. Patterson of the local post received the emblem as the 
crowed cheered. 

Then the salute to the flag was given in impressive manner. 

Following the address of welcome, T. H. Stevens, department com- 
mander of the G. A. R., J. G. Chambers, Senior Vice Commander in Chief, 
Mrs. Bertha D. Gilman, department president of the W. R. C., Mrs. Eva S. 


Carneigie of the G. A. R. ladies, and Mrs Florence Sturtevant, president of | 


Betsy Ross Tent, D. of V. gave fitting responses. 

The musical program was a distinct hit. The Dalles chorus sang 
many selections, all of them harmonious and artistically rendered. Direc- 
tor Paul Petrie deserves much credit for the manner in which he has 
trained local singers. And the singers themselves are deserving much praise 
for the artistry with which dificult tones blendings were done. 

Harry E. Greene and Mrs. Carlton P. Williams sang solos. Both were 
received with applause. Indeed although all other numbers were enjoyed 
it is only fair to say that these two soloists made the greatest hits of the 
evening of hits. 

The Dalles band rendered several selections in snappy style and the 
Veterans’ Drum corps thrilled: the crowd with its martial music. 


THE PARADE, 10 A. M. WEDNESDAY 


Line after line of brave old warriors, marching erect—and slowly, 
Ladies of the G. A. R., and the Women’s Relief Corps, Boy Scouts, Honor 
Guard Girls, school children, veterans’ fife and drum corps, The Dalles 
band, and our own soldiers, sailors and marines, sons who went out to 
throw back the heathen Huns—these were the salient features of the Victory 
parade which marched through the business section of this city today. 
Cheers rang out and handclapping. Tears stood in women’s eyes and 
men were awed. 

The parade was headed with two machines loaded with some of the boys 
who were unable to walk any great distance, commanding officers and 
officials of the G. A. R. The veteran drum corps was next, being hauled 
on truck, and their stirring music was just as full of pep, as it was 
in ’64. 

Then came the honored Grand Army soldiers, marching four abreast 
and keeping perfect step to the beating of the drums. They were followed 
by the women’s Relief Corps, ladies most of them carrying flags, one big 
flag in the center required ten ladies to hold up. All hats were off as the 
various flags passed by. The G. A. R. ladies in a big delegation followed. 

The city band was marching next in line, heading the delegates of 
Wasco county sailor, soldiers and marines who have only recently returned 
some from overseas and some from training camps in the United States. 
This is the first time that they have been together since their return. 

Wasco county’s best made a fine appearance. The ranks moved as a 
unit, the men erect and snappy in their military precision. They were 
continuously cheered. <A string of 40 automobiles came next. Most of 
them were decorated with bunting and flags, and carried soldiers and 
their wives, who were not able to be in the line of march. The school 
children dressed in costume, and carrying flags followed the machines. 

At the rear of the parade were Boy Scouts. 

There were approximately 1,000 people in the Victory parade, it is 
estimated by the committee in charge. 
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THURSDAY EVENING, JUNE 19 


The two business sessions yesterday of the G. A. R. delegates were 
given over to election of officers. There were many candidates in the 
field and in many instances some very close voting took place. 

At a meeting in the afternoon, the delegates decided to have their 
thirty-ninth annual encampment at Astoria. 

Daniel Webster of Salem, won out in the fight for the office of depart- 
ment commander. The senior vice department commander went to a local 
veteran, J. M. Patterson. W. W. Hendershott of Portland was elected 
as junior vice commander, and J. E. Hall of Portland was elected as medi- 
cal director. The chaplain elected was I. B. Self, also of Portland. 

The following members of the G. A. R. will serve on the administration 
council: A. W. Miller, Portland; A. C. Sloan, Portland; R. N. Abbott, 
Astoria; H. S. Lillagar, Portland, and Ed. C. Kraemer of Hugene. 

There were two business sessions held today, one at 8:30 this morning 
and the other at 1:30 this afternoon, at which time the new officers were 
installed and speeches delivered by retiring officers. 

The concluding number on the program for the entertainment of the 
visiting delegates, will take place tonight with a musical program and 
entertainment. The place has been changed from the city park, to the 
lawn of the Elk’s temple. 

The veterans and their wives began leaving for their homes early this 
morning, and continued to leave on trains throughout the day, but many 
will remain tonight for the finish of the entertainment. 


FRIDAY EVENING, JUNE 20 


With a fine repertoire of musical selections, with choral numbers sung 
by The Dalles chorus, the closing concert to the Grand Army visitors was 
given last night on the lawn east of the Elk’s temple. Mrs Nellie Pollock of 
Portland, 64 years old, member of the Women’s Relief Corps and the Ladies 
of the G. A. R., sang two songs which went over big with the audience. 

The evening of music was a fitting close to the three days of enjoyment 
which the veterans received at the hands of this city. 

The band under the direction of Prof. George Marsh rendered a splendid 
program of music. Never have they played with more artistry and feel- 
ing than they did last night. The whole concert reflected great credit 
upon Prof. Marsh and upon the musicians of the band. 

Arriving at the Elk’s lawn The Dalles chorus found that the piano 
which they expected there had been removed in the early evening. No 
accompaniments could be played. Notwithstanding this disconcerting fact, 
Prof. Paul Petrie was undaunted. The chorus would sing without any 
accompaniment. The Dalles chorus did sing, the several yoices blending in 
Sweet harmony. It was the final test of musical ability and well the chorus 
received it. 

To Professor Petrie much credit is due for his work in training the local 
voices to such a high point of perfection, and the singers themselves are 
deserving no little praise for the manner in which they have responded to 
the instruction of the director.

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FIFTY-SECOND NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT 


The fifty-second national encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic (the first national assembly of the comrades and affiliated 
societies ever held in the Pacific Northwest) convened in Portland, during 
the week beginning August 18, 1919. 

Under the management of the very efficient committee of arrange- 
ments ably supported by the good citizens of Portland the encampment 
was a success and our visiting comrades and their families and friends, 
after the enjoyment of the week departed for their respective homes with 
only words of praise for the kindly welcome and generous hospitality 
of the residents of the “Rose City.” 

Special patriotic services were-held in most of the churches of the 
city on Sunday August 18, which were largely attended by our visitors. 

On Monday evening the reception and semi-official meeting was held 
at the Municipal auditorium, presided over by Past Commander-in-Chief 
Charles G. Burton. 

The auditorium was filled long before the hour set for the program 
to commence, and before the speaking Prof. Frederick W. Goodrich, at 
the organ, and the Rosarian band alternated selections and then delighted: 
the audience with combination numbers. It was estimated that 7,000 
persons were inside the building. 

The chairman. Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and fellow countrymen: This is the semiofficial meeting of the fifty-second 
national encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic, and it is 
held for the specific purpose, and none other, of welcoming us and receiy- 
ing greetings from our auxiliary and allied societies and responses thereto. 
The program is necessarily long. Remember that the boys march tomorrow, 
and in order to endure the fatigue they must have at least their minimum 
amount of sleep tonight. So we want to get through as soon as possible. 
Bear in mind that however much you may appreciate the music, either vocal 
or instrumental, you are not to call for encores. (Applause.) If you 
call they will be ignored. . Now then we will commence the evening’s 
proceedings by a divine invocation by the chaplain-in-chief, 

Prayer was offered by Chaplain-in-Chief Charles H. Frady, of Helena, 
Montana. 

Mrs. Fred Olson then sang “The Star Spangled Banner,” receiving a 
storm of applause. 

The Chairman: The governor of the state of Oregon desired very 
much to attend this meeting, although an indisposition renders it im- 
possible for him to make a public speech. Still, had it not been for 
an extraordinary stress of public business, he would have honored us 
with his presence. However, he has selected as his representative a 
gentleman known to every comrade of the Grand Army in the state of 
Oregon, recently upon the Supreme bench, a learned jurist, an American 
citizen in all that the term implies, and, comrades, one who at all times, 
and at all places, and under all circumstances has been the friend of 
the Grand Army of the Republic and the champion of that loyalty for 
which it stands, the Hon. Wallace McCamant, of the city of Portland, 
(Applause. ) 

Hon. Wallace McCamant, of Portland: Mr. Chairman, Commander, 
Ladies of the Woman’s Relief Corps, and Grand Army of the Republic, 
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Comrades, Daughters and Sons of Veterans, and fellow citizens, it is 
my high privilege on behalf of the state of Oregon, and as the spokes- 
man of its chief magistrate, to bid you welcome. 

The people of Oregon have been mindful during the decades of the 
service which you veterans have rendered. So long as the commonwealth 
of Oregon shall endure, its geographical names will remind generation 
after generation of the cause to which you dedicated yourself and of the 
great men who led you. Union county is one of our prosperous counties, 
created in civil war times, and named to commemorate the cause for which 
you fought. Other counties in Orgeon are named for Lincoln, Grant, 
Sherman, Crook, and E. D. Baker, our soldier senator slain at Balls Bluff. 
One of our smaller cities is named for Sheridan, who resided for a time 
in Yamhill county, Oregon. There are streets in this city named for 
Lincoln, Grant, Sherman, Thomas, Sheridan, Hooker, Meade, Fremont, 
Garfield, Farragut, Porter, ‘and Stanton. We have a Davis street, but 
it was not named for the president of the Confederacy. (Applause.) 

We want to think, comrades, that the spirit which you manifested 
in the days of your early manhood is the spirit of the people of Oregon. 
At the inception of the present war, when the compulsory-service law 
went into effect, Oregon was first in the list of states. She had furnished 
by volunteer enlistment 92 per cent of her draft quota. Maine stood second 
with enlistments equivalent to 76 per cent of her quota. 

You would be welcome in Oregon at any time, but your coming now 
is timely and you are doubly welcome. You carry us back to the last 
testii¢ time when the American people were weighed in the balances 
and not fowid wanting. The existence of your organization emphasizes 
the spiritual values in the life of a nation. The affection in which yon 
are held is a demonstration that the applause of the decades is the 
portion of those who play the manful part. The lesson is not lost on 
men of military age. As we read the story of American valor and achieve- 
ment on the battlefields of France our hearts swell with pride, and we 
rejoice that the spirit of Gettysburg and Chickamauga survives in the 
young men of this generation. (Applause.) 

But we here at home need the inspiration which comes from the 
contemplation of the work you have done, the triumphs you have won, 
and the ideals you have cherished. Twentieth century warfare is a 
contest not only of arms but of peoples. The men who go to the front are 
entitled to loyal, efficient, unflinching support from those who remain 
at home, and victory will be the reward of the side whose faith is most 
steadfast, whose leadership is most competent, and whose people are 
most fruitful in the service and sacrifice which these terrible times demand. 

The glory of the efficient life is demonstrated and illustrated by 
the career of your great Commander-in-Chief, Abraham Lincoln. (Applause. ) 
When he was elected to the presidency he found the people divided in 
political allegiance, differing in their views. of slavery and states rights, 
enamored with peace at any price. Yet in this people he evoked a faith 
which remained firm for four dark years, which was proof against 
repeated disaster, and which bore fruit in billions of treasure and more 
than two and a half millions of enlistments. He did this in the face 
of a powerful opposition which maligned his character, aspersed his 
motives, and thwarted his plans. At the inception of his career the, word 
“abolitionist” was a term or opprobium, and those who went about preaching 
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the Holy Gospel of the freedom of man lived in terror of their lives. 
Yet Lincoln so led and molded public opinion that the people sustained 
his Emancipation Proclamation, and it was given him to destroy the 
most gigantic evil which ever afflicted the Western world. (Applause. ) 

In the present war we are pitted against a barbaric foe, in whose 
eyes a treaty is a scrap of paper. In such a war there can be no peace 
without victory. (Applause.) There is only one city in the world suitable 
for making an enduring peace, and that city is Berlin. (Applause.) 
A peace made elsewhere, a negotiated peace, will be but a truce, and 
we owe it to those who are to come after us to destroy those malign 
forces whose lust after world dominion has bronght about this welter 
of blood, this hurricane of affliction. 

The task we have set ourselves is one for men of full stature, and we 
may take counsel from Grant’s message from Spottsylvania, May 11, 1864, 
“I propose to fight it out on this line if it takes all summer.” (Applause. ) 
To every peace offensive of the foe we must reply in the words of Grant 
at Donelson, “No terms except immediate and unconditional surrender 
can be accepted. I propose to move immediately upon your works.” 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. Chairman, there have been two processions held on American 
soil which I should dearly have loved to see. One of them is the march 
of the armies of Rochambeau and Washington through Philadelphia, 
en route to Yorktown. The presentment had gone out that the campaign 
about to begin was to end the Revolutionary war, and the whole city 
turned out to welcome the troops as they passed through. The French 
carried the lilies of France on the last campaign in which that banner 
was to fly to the breezes. The French uniforms were new and the French 
accouterments were perfect, and as the French troops passed down those 
streets which echoed to the peal of old Liberty Bell, ladies showered 
them with flowers. 

And then came the “ragged regimentals”’ of the Continental army. 
Their uniforms would scarce hold together. Their arms lacked uniformity 
and were worse for wear. But the glory of Bunker Hill and Saratoga, of 
Valley Forge, and of Trenton was upon them, and the good people of 
Philadelphia shed tears of joy as they passed along. Where is the 
American who would not give a year of his lifetime to have seen that 
procession? And the second procession to which I allude is the Grand 
Review in which so many of you marched in May, 1865. The burdens 
of the Peninsular and Vicksburg campaigns were behind you, as were 
the sorrows of Bull Run and Chancellorsville and the triumphs . of 
Mission Ridge and Appomattox. . The procession was the herald of a better 
day for the Republic and for mankind. It was eloquent of heroism and 
self-sacrifice in the past. It told the story of a people whose dross had 
been consumed and whose gold had been refined in the fire of affliction. 
It was symbolic of the new birth of freedom which Lincoln predicted 
at Gettysburg. (Applause.) | 

But I believe that the future has in store another procession, equally 
notable and equally worth the while of a free man to see. Its route will 
be down Unter der Linden in Berlin. (Applause.) Its bands will play 
the Marsellaise, Rule Britannia, and the Star Spangled Banner, and the 
flags in evidence will be the Tri-color, the Union Jack, and Old Glory. 
And the men who march will be representatives of the light of a 
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Christian civilization saved by their valor. (Applause.) That proces- 
sion will be the harbinger of a new world whose birth pangs are the suffer- 
ings of the present age. 

Ladies and gentlemen of these patriotic societies, on behalf of the 
state of Oregon I bid you welcome. May your stay among us give you 
pleasure. May God in His mercy prolong the lives of you veterans and 
your helpmeets, and may the days which await you be days of pleasantness. 
May they be enriched by many proofs of the gratitude of the country 
which you have so valiantly and fruitfully served. And at the last 
great day, may it be given to each and every one of you to stand by the 
great White Throne with Washington and Lincoln, and with your great 
chieftains, Grant and Sherman, Thomas and Sheridan, there to hear 
that welcome which is due all those who have lived manfully and wrought 
righteously. (Applause. ) 

The Chairman: The city of Portland, Oregon, is under a commission 
form of government. Its chief officer is the mayor, and you will under- 
stand at once what kind of a man he is when, in the language of electrical 
phenomena, I tell you he is ‘‘a live wire.” (Applause. ) 

Hon. George L. Baker, mayor of Portland: Mr Chairman, Commander- 
in-Chief, and your Staff, Women Auxiliaries that accompany you, and— 
I can not call you comrades. I wish to God I could. 

People of Portland, I wonder how many of you tonight feel as I do. 
I wonder if your breast is swelling with pride because “I feel that I am 
in a measure responsible for the coming of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and its auxiliaries to the city of Portland.’ When the Hon. Charles @. 
Burton, past commander-in-chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, with 
his committee, called at my office and said, “I want to bring the Grand 
Army of the Republic to Portland. Can it be done?’ I said, “There is 
nothing that the people of Portland can not do if they so elect.” 
(Applause. ) | 

I had the privilege of guaranteeing to the judge the expenses. You 
know there is always an expense that goes with everything. If it was not 
for that awful thing “expense,” what a grand time we could have in this 
old world of ours? But anyhow we guaranteed the expense. The 
legislature was not in session, so we could not go to that body and get 
the necessary funds. But the people of Portland subscribed the funds 
as they will do any time that they are requested to. Well, that is past 
history. All of the details were arranged and you are here— here with us 
in dear old Portland. 

You heard the judge a moment ago say that we had streets named 
Lincoln, and Grant, and Sherman. Yes; we had streets that were 
named Frankfort, and Bismark, and Karl, but we changed them. (Ap- 
plause.) We haven’t got anything in the city of Portland that sounds 
German at all, if we know it. (Applause.) And if we have and you let 
us know, we will change that. . 

You know we have a right to ask you to the state of Oregon. There is 
nothing the matter with the state of Oregon. I am just going to take 
a moment of your time and tell you why. I had to make these figures 
because I could not remember them. I never knew there was so much 
money in the world. We had three Liberty loans, the first, second, and 
third. We were called upon the first Liberty loan for $9,000,000.00 ; 
the second we were asked to subscribe $18,000,000.00, and on the third 
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$18,495,000.00. That was our quota. We subscribed in lieu of $9,000,000.00, 
$11,00,000.00 the first time; $25,000,000.00 instead of $18,000,000.00 the 
second time; and $28,000,000.00 instead of $18,000,000.000 the third time. 
And we have subscribed in Liberty loans $65,606,200.00. (Applause.) We 
have subscribed $18,000,009.00 in war savings stamps; in the three Red 
Cress drives we have sulscribed $2,290,000.00; for Y. M. C. A. work we have 
subscribed $435,000.00; and for miscellaneous work, such as Y. W. C. A., 
Salvation Army, Armenian relief, Jewish relief, K. of C., and Army 
and Navy, something over $300,000.00. A grand total of $86,726,200.00 for 
war work in the state of Oregon, and we are only a small state. (Applause. ) 

So we lay a little claim to patriotism, and we realized fully what it 
meant to have the Grand Army of the Republic in the state of Oregon 
during these war times. We appreciate your visit to the city of Portland 
and to the state of Oregon more at this time than any other organization 
that could have come here in the next hundred years except—(applause) 
except, I say, when our boys come marching home. (Great applause.) 

You heard the Hon. Wallace McCamant speak of those wonderful 
parades that he wished that he could have seen of the Continental army 
and of the Grand Army of the Republic. Oh, God, I wish I could have 
seen them. But I hope to live, and instead of seeing the boys march - 
through Berlin, as they will (applause), I want to be home when they 
come back. (Applause.) The German people will not feel as kindly 
toward them as they march through the streets of Berlin; but, oh, what 
a welcome it will be when the gray-haired mothers who have sent their 
boys to the front are standing along the lines and watching their boys 
come back. Oh, how their hearts will swell with pride. That is the 
sight I want to see—when the boys come home. (Applause.) 

The Grand Army of the Republic! What a grand name, and, oh, 
how it has been guarded ali through the long years! And what would 
our country have been if it had not been for the Grand Army of the 
Republic to keep patriotism alive in our country? It was almost dead. 
and if it had not been for you men and women preaching patriotism 
on every side you would not have heard any such thing as _ patri- 
otism, and the old American flag would have been stored away and 
they would hardly hav2 known what color it was. (Applause.) 

We are thankful to you, and we are thankful to the Spanish-American 
war veterans, because as time goes on and the men and women of the 
age of the previous wars who have passed away, on comes another crop of 
real patriots, and it is that which keeps our great country alive to its 
duty and the full realization of what the people owe to their country. 

I do welcome you to the city of Portland. I do so with a feeling that 
I can not express in words, but I want you to feel that every citizen of 
Portland is willing to do everything to make you happy and to make you 
go away with the feeling that you have visited a real hospitable city. 
(Applause. ) 

And when your visit is over and you go back to your homes, just 
remember that there is a little green spot in the United States called Oregon, 
where the clear waters flow from its snow-peaked mountains down to 
the mighty ocean, where the tall timber grows that is building the ships 
for our boys to cross the sea, and where the spruce is made into the 
aeroplane to fly over the enemy’s country. Just remember also that along 
our peaceful streets grow roses in abundance, and that we have a real 
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home city that means everything that the word implies. And remember 
when this war is over—and you know the part that vou have played to make 
this country safe for democracy and to make that grand old flag 
reverenced as it should be—remember also that your boys who are fighting 


‘over there are fighting to make that flag respected in every part of the 


world (applause); that in the future wherever the American flag flies 
every man and every woman will bow in respect to that flag and she will 
float with respect and triumph in every land on the face of God Almighty’s 
earth. (Applause.) 

The Chairman: A young man from the state of Indiana enlisted in 
the One Hundred and Twenty-fourth Indiana reziment and served with it 
gallantly during the war of the rebellion. You comrades will know what 
kind of a fighting regiment it was when I tell you that it belonged to the 
old Twenty-third corps. The young man, following the war pursued the 
avocations of peace and has been recognized as a typical American 
citizen. He has always been a loyal comrade of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. His most remarkable quality is modesty, and that modesty 
is only excelled by his merit; and because of his modesty and his merit 
the department of Oregon made him its Commander. I introduce to you 
Tillman H. Stevens, commander of the department of Oregon, Grand Army 
of the Republic. (Applause. ) 

Tillman H. Stevens, of Portland: Mr. Chairman, ladies, comrades an 
friends. It is certainly a high honor and a great pleasure to me, as 
department commander of the department of Oregon, Grand Army of the 
Republic, to extend to you on this most auspicious occasion a right royal 
welcome. 

Portland and Oregon are proud hosts and they feel highly honored by 
your presence here tonight, and more especially so to see you, the surviving 
members of that grand Union army that saved this great nation from 
destruction and our glorious flag from dishonor and disgrace. 

Oregon is comparatively a young state. We can not show you any grand, 
old historic spots. We can not show you any old Independence hall, the 
“Cradle of Liberty,” such as you have seen in Philadelphia. Neither can 
we show you a Faneuil hall, an Old North Church, or a Bunker Hill 
Monument, as you have seen in Boston. 

Nor can we show you any of the battle fields of war. But we have here 
in this department comrades who fought, either individually or collectively, 
on all the great battle fields of the civil war. We have them who fought 
with General Grant at Fort Donelson, Shiloh, and Vicksburg. We have 
them who were with him in the Wilderness, at Cold Harbor, Petersburg, and 
Apomattox. We have others who fought in the Valley with Sheridan ; 
others who fought at Antietam and at Gettysburg. We have them here 
who fought under grand, old “Pap” Thomas at Stone river, Chickamauga, 
Chattanooga, Atlanta, Franklin, and Nashville. 
~ We have many who followed our grand old commander, General William 
Tecumseh Sherman, as he marched through Georgia from Atlanta to the 
Sea; and we all join in extending to you a most cordial welcome. 

Our various Portland committees will do everything in their power 
to make your stay with us a pleasant one during the encampment, and 
after it has closed and you are returning to your homes we hope that 
you will carry with you nothing but the kindliest feelings and most 
pleasant memories of your visit to Portland and the entertainment by 
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this department and the good, loyal, and patriotic citizens of Oregon, who 
never fail to go over the top on any and all pubile occassions. 

In all probability this is the last national encampment that will be held 
on the Pacific coast, and it is the desire of Portland that you have the 
time of your lives. ‘ 

Now, as the governor’s representative has extended to you the courtesies 
and has welcomed you to the confines of the state, and as our most 
superb mayor has offered you the freedom of the city, there is nothing 
left for me to do but to say that I again and again extend to you the most 
cordial welcome. (Applause.) 

The Chairman: We will now be favored with the battle hymn of the 
French republic, sung in French by the daughter of a comrade of ours 
who has gone over the Great Divide. 

(Mrs. Daisy Wells, of Portland, sang in French the ‘Marseillaise,” 
and the audience expressed appreciation by hearty apnvlause.) 

The Chairman: <A year ago the Grand Army of the Republic honored 
a comrade from Indiana by placing upon his breast the badge of its 
commander-in-chief. During the year that has come and gone he has 
honored the Grand Army of the Republic by the prompt, efficient and 
faithful discharge of his duties. (Applause.) Orlando A. Somers, com- ~ 
mander-in-chief of the Grand army of the Republic, from the department of 
Indiana. 

Commander-in-Chief Orlando A. Somers: Lacies of tke Woman’s 
Relief Corps, Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, Daughters of 
Veterans, Sons of Veterans, Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and American citizens, the highest title that can be given to any of you in 
this Republic is that of an American citizen. (Applause.) It means 
more today than it has ever meant before in this Republic. (Applause.) 
It calls men to a higher sense of duty than any call that has ever been 
sounded before in this Republic. 

The Grand Army of the Republic has been received by the great state 
of Oregon, and I call it great—-not great in ancient history, but great 
because God Almighty made it great. (Applause.) And Oregon will make 
the history when they have had their time, and they are making it now. 
Opportunities to make history occur but once in 50 years, and Oregon, as 
the representative of the governor has told you, is making its history 
and it is taking the lead of the great states in writing history. (Applause.) 

The mayor of this city has honored himself greatly, never more 
greatly than when he asked the Grand Army of the Republic to come here. 
(Applause.) This city has never before been honored by an audience 
like this. (Applause.) Fifty years and more of time will have to pass before 
she can be honored by another audience like this. (Applause.) 

The Grand Army of the Republic brings to you the most distinguished 
body of American citizens that ever assembled ip this city. (Applause.) 
Distinguished by their patriotism, by their loyalty, by their sacrifice, by 
their service, and by what they have saved to the Republic—saved in time © 
of war and continued to save from the war down until tonight. Because 
in all the half century of pacifism, and that is what we have had—pacifism 
for a haif century—the Grand Army has had upon it the duty and the 
responsibility of keeping alive the fires of patriotism upon our hearth- 
stones. In that time our people have been getting rich and we have become 
the wealthiest nation of all the ages. It seems now that wealth and patri- 
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otism must go hand in hand, and while the younger men have made the 
money with which to fight the wars of today, we have furnished the patri- 
otism. (Applause.) And that combination is going to make our flag float 
over Berlin (applause), a flag that has always been victorious, and any 
peace without victory would tariish that flag. (Applause. ) 

Now, I have said this was a distinguished audience. I want to present 
to the people of Oregon and of Portland the most distinguished body of men 
in America, men who have engaged in more than 2,000 battles, and in 
response to the gavel, which may break, I want the men who belong to the 
Grand Army to rise to their feet, that the people of this city and this 
state may see what a dignified and distinguished body of American 
citizens wear the bronze button of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
(The comrades present were called to their feet by the gavel.) (Great ap- 
plause.) Your honor and representative of the governor, here are the 
survival of the fittest of more that 2,000,000 men, physically the fittest 
of more than 2,000,000 men. 

We have as our allies the patriotic women of this country, the Relief 
Corps, the Ladies of the Grand Army, and the Daughters of Veterans. 
(Applause.) And I am going to ask these ladies fo arise, that you may 
see the nobility of those with whom we are associated. (Gavel.) (Great 
applause.) No Roman matron nor Grecian dame ever excelled the noble 
women with whom we are allied. (Applause.) 

When it was decided that this encampment was to come to Portland, 
this great empire to the east said, “The west is too remote for us. The 
distance is too great. The demands are too great upon the American 
people for us to attend an encampment so remote.” And we wondered 
whether a succesful encampment could be held in this beautiful city near 
the sea. Nothing is gained without effort or sacrifice. The Grand Army 
of the Republic is schooled in these qualities, and immediately the Grand 
Army of the Rapublic went to work to secure a reduced rate of fare that we 
might come. And the great Government that we saved, recognizing our 
worth even yet, gave us a reduced rate of fare. We said to the president of 
the United States and members of his cabinet, who were at that time com- 
plaining some thing of the pacifism of the West, of the I. W. W.’s, ‘Give 
us this reduced rate of fare and we will sweep this empire from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific with 10,000 men making patriotic speeches and 
singing patriotic songs, and we will sweep the I. W. \ T’s and pacifism into 
the ocean.” There is not a pacifist now that is not inclosed with barbed 
wires and guards. There are no more I. W. W.’s howling in the wilderness 
in the West that I have heard, and I have come across the continent. 
(Applause. ) 

I have been from ocean to ocean twice, and from the Great Lakes 
to the Gulf, and the American flag is floating over every public building 
and private home in the land. (Applause.) There is no North, no South, 
no East, no West (applause)—just America! (Applause. ) 

Your honors, the Grand Army of the Republic greatly appreciate the 
reception that has been given them in this city. I have not heard an 
utterance from any soldier or any of our allies but what has been in praise 
of the beautiful country and of the hospitable city. JI thank you. 
(Applause. ) 

The Chairman: ‘The commander-in-chief alluded to the women of the 
Relief Corps, the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, and the 
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Daughters of Veterans. We are very soon to have a greeting from the 
girls of 61 who became members of the Voiunteer Army Nurses; girls who 
are endeared beyond measure to every comrade of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, because they nursed us in the hospitals, they soothed the dying, 
and they sent messages from them to the loved ones at home, and closed 
the eyes of our dead. Sixteen of those girls are here now. (Applause. ) 
Before we receive their greetings, I am going to ask D. Stuart McGuire to 
Sing that sweetest, that saddest, that most tender of all Army songs, 
“We Are Tenting Tonight on the Old Camp Ground.” 

_ (Dr. McGuire was enthusiastically received by the audience, and sang 
the familiar words in a voice of great richness and power. ) 

The Chairman: ‘The Volunteer Army Nurses’ Association, in the person 
of its president, Mrs Alice Cary Risley, of Jefferson City, Mo., will now 
present their greetings to the commander-in-chief as the representative of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Mrs. Alice Cary Risley, president of the Association of Army Nurses: 
Mr. Chairman, commander-in-chief, ladies and comrades, it is with pleasure, 
as well as a great deal of pride, that I come before you bringing you the 
greetings of the Army Nurses of the civil war. We, as well as yourselves, 
have passed the threescore-and-ten milestone, but our: hearts are just as 
warm and just as fragrant with the memory of those old days of 1861-1865 
as yours. There is a bond of comradeship between us that neither time 
nor tide can sever, and we come before you and come to these encamp- 
ments with glad feelings that we can meet with you once more. 

When we hark back to those old days when we were doing our bit to 
help make this country what it is today and remember what we had 
to do with compared to the unlimited means behind the Red Cross today, 
we fully realize what we could have done had we been better prepared. 
We, the Army Nurses of the civil war, blazed the way for the greatest 
organization of the world—the Red Cross. 

We bring you loving greetings and tender memories that will neither - 
fade nor grow old. 

The Army Nurses will hold a reception on next Wednesday night in the 
Grand Army national headquarters, and we would be glad to have you 
come and meet with us. 

On my own behalf, I want to say that I am an honorary member of the 
Thirty-fourth Indiana, the One hundred and sixtieth New York; the. 
Twenty-sixth Massachusetts, the United States Signal Corps, and in New 
York City in 1910 I was made an honorary member of the Nineteenth Army 
Corps. If there are any of you boys went up to Alexandria, I would like 
to meet you. I spent two months in Alexandria this summer, and I would 
like to meet some of you and tell you about that country. 

Judge Burton, in Behalf of the 16 Army Nurses present, I want to 
thank you for recognizing our presence. 

The Chairman: The commander-in-chief has designated Comrade Corpl. 
James Tanner to respond. Is he present? My friends, in the absence 
of Corpl. Tanner, and we regret his absence, but it is easily explained— 
he can not get around as readily as we who have two full legs. 

Mrs. Risley, to you and your 15 companions, I tender the heartfelt 
gratitude of every comrade of the Grand Army of the Republic. (Ap- 
plause.) thank you old girls; and pardon me for calling you “old girls,” 
but you will always be girls to the boys that you nursed and tended in 
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the days of ’61 and’65. I want to say to you that every comrade remembers 
and ever will remember the services that you rendered to us in hospital. 
in camp, even behind the firing line. Many of us remember how you soothed 
us midst our sufferings. Many of the boys who were buried upon the 
pattle fields or nearby gave to you messages of love and affection to wives 
and mothers and sweethearts, and you closed the eyes of many a comrade 
gone over the Great Divide. 

Like the comrades, you are no longer young. Every one of you has 
passed tne milestone erected py the psalmist as the approximate limit of 
human life. But today, notwithstanding your gray hairs and your wrinkled 
faces, you are as fair as you were in the days of ‘61. (Applause.) And 
in the name of the comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, God 
bless each and every one of you from now until the end. (Applause. ) 

At this point, Comrade Geo. A. Hosley, chief of staff, came to the 
front and in behalf of the official staff presented a beautiful badge to 
the commander-in-chief, and a fine watch to Mrs. Somers. The commander- 
in-chief ackiowledged the gifts in brief, but well chosen words. 

The national president of the Woman’s Relief Corps, Mrs. Lois M. 
Knauff of Chio, was introduced and in eloquent address conveyed to the 
Grand Army of the Republic the greetings of its great auxiliary. Her 
remarks were received with great applause, especially the closing sentences. 

“Now, commander, to prove to you that the Woman’s Relief Corps 
are loyal and true, I come to extend to you the greetings of your auxiliary 
—the Woman’s Relief Corps, 165,000 strong—and to say to you that we 
pledge anew to the Grand Army, you and your comrades, our allegiance 
and our love for you, one and all. 

“And now in the name of the Woman’s Relief Corps, I present to you 
and through you to your comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic a 
piece of paper representing $1,000.00. (Applause.) This is to prove that we 
are going to continue to be the helpmeet that we promised to be 36 years 
ago.” (Ap»vlause.) 

Comrade J. W. Willett of Iowa made a very fitting response to the 
address of the national president after which Dr. Stuart McGuire thrilled 
the vast audience by his singing, ‘When the Boys Come Marching Home.” 

The next speaker of the occasion was Mrs. Mary E. Tarbox, of Maine 
national president of the Ladies of the G. A. R. who held the close atten- 
tion of the hearers during her very patriotic and eloquent address. In the 
the absence of Past Commander-in-Chief Samuel R. Van Sant, response was 
made by the commander-in-chief. 

Mrs. Anna B. Dunham of New York, national president of*the Daughters 
of Veterans, was now introduced by the chairman in a very pleasant 
manner presented the heartfelt greetings of the Daughters, handing to the 
commander-in-chief a check for $500 to be placed in the permanent fund of 
the G. A. R. as a token of love and affection from the Daughters of 
Veterans. 

After the response by Past Commander-in-Chief David J. Palmer the 
great audience rose and sang the first and last verses of “America’’ led 
by Mrs. Fred Olson. 

After the singing Commander-in-Chief Somers proposed three cheers 
for the president of the United States of America, which were given in 
a rousing manner, after which the audience, at 11.10 p. m., was dismissed. 
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THE PARADE, TUESDAY, AUGUST 20 


The grand parade moved from Park and Market Streets, at 10:30 a. m. 
under general charge of Gol. Geo. A. Hosley, chief of staff of the Grand 
Army, and J. W. Hoffman, chairman of the parade committee, who super- 
vised all prepartions and assigned to duty the Royal Rosarians, who acted 
as escorts for each division. 

The following accounts of the parade are taken from the Portland 
papers. 

(News, August 20, 1918.) 


The veterans paraded today. Miss Portland the Spinster tossed dignity 
to the wind and became almost hysterical over her ancient guests. 

Where are the “thinning ranks” the cub reporters like to write about? 
The veterans marched in their thousands—an army of tough old terriers. 

Briskly, too, they marched, as briskly as any lad in khaki, albeit it is 
hard to step to martial music when “rheumatiz” twitches at the leg joints 
or a wooden stump fails to find the inequalities in the road. 

There won’t be Many more encampments. Time works by an inexorable 
law. It was more than half a century ago that “the boys of ’61” came 
marching home from war. 

Their grandsons are now fighting in France as they fought in Dixie, 
that the government of the people, by the people, for the people shall not 
perish from the earth. 

It must have been a thought like this that gave the veterans vigor 
and sent them Swinging along the streets with rythmic tread. It’s good 
stock the boys in khaki come from! 

There was an old man in the corps who played a fife. His whiskers 
were long and snow white, and they blew straight back over his shoulders 
as he marched. His eyes blazed. He did not hear the shouts. He did not 
see the crowds. He reminded one of the old man in the painting, “The 
Spirit of ’76.” 

It’s the same spirit—’76, ’61, 18. 

They marched by states. Americans are not bothering about “stat2 
rights” these days. Only the Union matters, and democracy. They 
marched by states, from both sides of the Mason Dixon line, blue and 
gray together. 

The sidewalks were banked solidly with people. and every window, fire 
escape, and roof held its little crowd. The air was filled with falling roses 
tossed from the windows. The fragrant blooms showered down and were 
caught by the veterans, who sometimes muffed. They scrambled for 
the flowers, laughing like boys, and fastened them to the lapels of their old 
blue coats. 


(Telegram, August 20. ) 


With cheers and tears, showers of roses, fluttering handkerchiefs, and 
flags proudly waved, Portlanders—100,000 of them-—today did homage to 
the fighters of the sixties. As the little remnant of the once great army 
of 2,000,000 men Swung down the jammed thoroughfares on their annual 
parade and review by the commander-in-chief, their apperance electrified 
the crowd and tens of thousands let go their pent-up emotions without 
restraint. 
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There were about 5,000 Grand Army veterans in line—and scarcely one 
under 70 years of age. 

Their martial spirit again vanquished their years. While feet at times 
faltered, for the most part gray-haired veterans stepped to the time of 
blood-tingling fife and war drum. 

It was a sight the Northwest had never seen before and never will see 
again. To the onlookers it was an inspiration—a scene that brought 
tears, not because the men in line were old, but because they typified 
the spirit of America and the ideal of the Republic—liberty. 

“We're after the Hun, the son of a gun,” shouted an old veteran marching 
with the Wisconsin department. In his voice was the quaver of old age. 

“You started it, dad, and we'll finish it,’ roared a young giant in 
khaki, standing in the crowd. 

The crowd roared. The interchange between the warrior of a half 
century ago and one who is in it to help carry through the same ideal for 
the world was just an incident—but it showed that the fighting spirit 
of America then and now is the same. 

The parade was particularly impressive when the old fighters swung 
past the reviewing stand at Fifth and Morrison. As the former unionists 
stepped by four abreast, they bared their heads, flags were dipped, and 
many carrying canes as they fomerly shouldered guns, brought them 
across their breasts with military precision. 

On the stand was Commander-in-Chief Somers, nine of the thirteen living 
past commanders, and Somers’s aids and members of the headquarters staff. 
But not all seats were occupied. Fully a score of the men entitled to the 
position of honor preferred to march with their comrades—and did so. 
On the stand with the commander was Mayor Baker, representing the 
city ; Gen. Beebe, chairman of the executive committee of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, and Col. Brice P. Disque, head of the spruce division, 
United States Army. 

The parade went off without a hitch. Along the mile-round route 
emergency physicians were stationed ready to care for any marcher who 
might fall—but with the exception of one old fellow who stumbled, none did. 


Weather Man No Slacker 


In short there was no incident to mar the impressive affair. The 
weather was perfect; the crowd easily handled, and all arrangements 
complete. Col. Hosley, chief of staff, was in full charge of the parade and 
W. J. Hoffmann, in charge of arrangements. 

The boy scouts did splendid service. Scores of them supplied drinking 
water to the veterans from canteens. 

The policing arrangements were excellent. On each block there were 
four members of the Oregon military police on duty, and at the intersec- 
tion from two to four policemen. Lieut. Campbell had charge of the 
military police. 

Every member of the company of police which headed the parade today 
was either a Spanish war veteran or the son of a civil war veteran. Capt. 
L. A. Harms, who is a son of a veteran and a Spanish-American war 
veteran, headed the police squad. 

The parade formed on Market and Park streets with a squad of motor- 
cycle police at its head. Twenty veterans of,the Spanish-American war 
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and sons of Civil war veterans, all members of the police force, came next. 
Following them Chief of Police Johnson and Inspector Clark rode in a ear. 
Behind these were Commander-in-Chief Somers, other national officers, 
the executive committee, and past commanders. 

Illinois, by the right of priority of charter, led the departments with 
600 marchers. Other departments followed in order named:

Their heads held as high and their spirits as unbroken as when they 
marched in the last grand review up Pennsylvania avenue in. the national 
capital 58 years ago, veterans of the civil war, members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, 5,000 of them, tramped through the streets of 
Portland this morning in the annual parade of the: grand encampment. 
Fifteen hundred followed in automobiles. 

Not a man fell out of line; not one of these boys of ’65 weakened ; not 
one faltered in his step. 

Despite the fact that it is midsummer and that in other cities torrid 
temperatures in former years have caused these men to droop when they 
were years younger, beneath the Oregon sun and fanned by the Oregon 
breeze they kept their places in the line from start to finish. 

Red Cross automobiles were useless precautions, the emergency ambu- 
lance at police headquarters was uncalled for, and the nurses were idle. 

The veterans marched with as determined step and unconquerable heart 
as they did a half century ago. 
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Today’s parade was probably unique in the history of the Grand Army 
of the Republic in having been absolutely free from accident or mishap. 

Hundreds, thousands, could not repress their spirits, and they kept 
time to the music and dozens of them danced as they went through the 
streets. 

And Portland paid tribute. Men uncovered as the veterans went by. 
Women sang with the boys of ’65 and cheered. Young soldiers in uniform 
came to salute. As the parade marched down Broadway it was greeted 
with applause that grew to a veritable tumult as the down-town crossings 
were passed, and a renewed cheer of increased strength marked the 
advent of every state delegation. 

Some marched in the uniforms of other days, the light-blue trousers 
and dark blue coats, the fatigue caps and other insignia of a soldier of 
half a century ago. Others wore their Grand Army of the Republic uni- 
forms, with the black hats and gold cord. Some had no uniforms, but 
marched in civilian clothes. And all alike were greeted as men who saved 
the nation. The men were recognized. 

They walked four abreast. For nearly two hours that stream of men 
who fought more than fifty years ago as the boys are fighting today, for 
freedom and liberty, marched through the streets. None fell out. They 
started with the determination with which they entered the war in 1861, 
and they finished as successfully. 

Last came Oregon. And Oregon was cheered, because Oregon is the 
home state. Not that the others were cheered less, but Oregon was cheered 
more. Five hundred and fifty men were behind the Oregon standard; in 
uniform, in civilian clothes, they brought up the rear of the greatest 
march Portland ever has witnessed. 

Came the men in automobiles. Older men, for the most part, weaker 
in body but not in mind, undaunted today as they were on yesterday, they 
rode behind their stronger fellows, acknowledging the cheers of the 
thousands. 

Every precaution had been made for the comfort of the soldiers, to care 
for them if they weakened, but there were few who needed such attention. 
Red Cross automobiles were omnipresent. Boy Scouts with canteens ran 
everywhere, quenching the thirst of many a veteran who might otherwise 
have shown fatigue. Cars were ready in which they could ride should they 
tire. 

But they didn’t tire. They sang, they laughed, they danced. Some of 
them executed hornpipes for the amusement of the crowds and many a 
jig was stepped to remind the people they still are boys, though boys of age. 

Marching in the parade were several negroes, beside the men who 
fought for their liberty. Bent with age, their kinked hair whitened by 
the years, they walked beside the others, who linked arms or affection- 
ately placed a hand upon their shoulders. 

One old veteran carried a camp stool for emergency, but he threw it 
away before the parade was half its distance. 

For two hours that line of men who broke the Rebellion, who saved 
the nation from disruption, who kept the faith of America with the 
world and with herself, marched. Parades there have been in Portland 
with military aspect, with soldiers in uniform, the soldiers of today, but 
ho grander pageant of men, of soldiers, ever has been witnessed anywhere. 
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Never has there been a scene more moving, more appealing, more patriotic, 
than these thousands of men who fought for the future generations in years 
long past. 

And to these thousands of men Portland paid full tribute. 


(Morning Oregonian, August 21, 1918.) 


Through a patch of sunlight in the park a flag slanted and shone. 
Then another and yet another, until the shady avenues were bright with the 
stainless colors. Old fighting tunes, that have thrust shouting into the 
forefront of battle, sprang from the drums and whistling fifes. 

In such manner, yesterday morning, was given to Portland the privilege 
of witnessing a rally that summoned some thousands of gallant gentlemen 
from every state in the Union—to march in the parade review of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. -Shuffle or limp or tread, the feet that 
sought step to the tunes once knew each battle field of the civil war. 
Marching again together, with America sworn to a new crusade for 
freedom, they were cheered thunderously. 

Six thousand veterans at least, they passed through the deep lanes of 
spectators, targets of flowers, and praise. The blue lines sagged and 
swayed, but every head was high and smiling and the Grand Army called 
to its friends with the badinage of old camps and old campaigns. 


Parade is Triumphal March 


Fit for Berlin they said they were, again and again, and the crowd 
never failed to answer that all men are aware of it. But back of the 
boast was the memory of bayonets that glittered as keenly as any, and 
the joke was but half a jest, at that. Triumphal is a weak word to 
qualify their progress through the city—for not even the day when the 
boys come back from France will transcend the tribute of yesterday. 

In ranks of four the state departments of the Grand Army marched 
behind their colors. Bands played them on with patriotic tunes, but the 
veterans themselves did not lack for the music that used to be. Drummers 
and fifers led numerous divisions, gray beards shaking to the vehemence 
of airs that were strange to the crowds. 

Of all these marching songs of the old war, none save ‘The Girl I 
Left Behind Me” could be caught by the listeners who lined the streets. 
But the veterans knew them for the same that shortened their marches 
more than half a century ago—-“The Virginia Quickstep,” ‘On the Road to 
Boston,” and “Lassie, Art Thou Sleeping Yet?” 


Many Singled Out for Cheers 


There were many in the grand review who found themselves singled out 
for special applause, though their line of march was one long salute for all. 
For here and there marched one whose sleeve swung empty, and there 
another whose step was stiff with a makeshift limb or an old wound, 
and one who wore the blue of a gunner’s mate. Colored troopers who 
fought for the Union and their own freedom, and who could tell how 
a shackle is fastened, held their heads proudly as they heard the cheers. 

As they marched the comrades not infrequently caught up the tunes 
their bands were playing. They sang of John Brown, who gave his life for 
freedom, and a certain bit about Sherman’s march—the finest of all 
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fighting songs. Their voices did not lift with the resonance of regiments 
off for the front, but thinly and with quaver that caught at the heart of 
their hearers. 


Not a straggler fell from the line of march. The cool, clean morning 
sunshine dealt kindly with them, and they finished fresh without a 
single mishap, cheating the precautions that had been made to care for 
the instances of fatigue that have always been inseperable from Grand 
Army parades in these later years. 


George A. Hosley, chief of staff, who led the parade on a black charger, 
dismounted later and joined the seven naval veterans who were in line of 
march. Col. Hosley himself served with the Union fleets throughout the 
war, and his comrades in the parade were all veterans of the gunboat and 
ram squadrons. 

Boy scouts kept pace with the line of march, carrying canteens and 
drinking cups for the refreshment of the comrades, and at each halt the 
cups were filled and passed to the thirsty marchers, who paid with a smile 
that meant much to boys who have read their history. 


At the reviewing stand on Morrison frontage of Post Office Square 
the lines saluted Commander-in-Chief Somers and his staff. With the 
commander were Mayor Baker, Gen Beebe, Col. Brice Disque, and officials 
of the several auxiliary organizations of the Grand Army. The grand 
stand itself had been reserved for comrades not in line of march and for 
auxiliary delegates. It was thronged with visitors, many of them the 
wives of men who passed in the blue ranks. 

Officials of the Grand Army and many other veterans were enthusiastic 
in their comments on the success of the review, which they declared to 
have been much larger than was expected. The course of the parade was 
approximately one mile, disbanding at Fifth and Taylor streets. 

Department stores and other business houses closed during the parade, 
while employes lined the windows and fire escapes to cheer the marching 
veterans. An estimate of the number of spectators along the line of 
march could not be made, but the number is believed to surpass any 
previous assembly in the history of the city. 

Every veteran who participated displayed a degree of endurance 
that was remarkable. Not a single old soldier fell from the ranks; not 
ohne was overcome by exertion or excitement of the occasion. As a precau- 
tionary measure, the police department and the ambulance service company 
were in readiness to respond, but there was not a single call for first aid. 

“This was the finest weather we have ever had for a parade,” said one 
of the gray haired visitors. “It was an ideal day, the kind few of us see 
at this time of the year. The Oregon climate has been kind to the G. A. R.” 


(Morning Oregonian, August 21, 1918, editorial.) 
Comrades All 


Fifty-three years after the civil war ended 5,000 veterans of the Grand 
Army of the Republic marched through the streets of Portland at their 
annual reunion. Old men now, they were young in years, high in spirit, and 
strong in body then, when they responded to their country’s call. Time has 
dealt gently with many, but has left its indelible marks on others. ; 
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It was impossible not to recall the days when, with fife playing, 
drum pounding, and banners flying, they marched away. So they would 
go again, every one of them, if the need arose. But fighting is for the new 
generation and counsel and reminiscence for the passing. Now they will 
stay behind and encourage their sons abroad in the nation’s service by 
the memory of the deeds done and the fact of physical and financial 
support loyally and ungrudgingly given. 

It was an occassion for joy, not for tears; yet many faces were wet 
with the trickling emblems of sheer emotion as the grand review went 
on. But no veteran gave way to any sentiment except pleasure at being 
with his comrades. 

It was a great spectacle, a memorable and wonderful event. It can 
not occur again here, and must go into the record as a red-letter day in 
the annals of Portland and Oregon. 

The days of their service under fire are over, but the Grand Army is 
none the less America’s army. 
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FIFTY-SECOND NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT 


The fifty-second national encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic 
convened at the Masonic temple, West Park and Yamhill streets, Portland, 
Oregon, on August 21, 1918, at 10 o’clock a. m. 

The encampment was opened in due form by Commander-in-Chief 
Orlando A. Somers. 

The Masonic temple was in charge of the following named comrades, 
their duties being performed in a very able manner: 

Officer of the day: T. E. Hills, Garden Home, Oregon. 

Officer of the guard: T. B. McDevitt, Portland, Oregon. 

Members of the guard: Levi Heller, George Dimnent, R. A. Wohlfarth, 
A. A. Drake, and Elias White, Portland, Oregon. 

The commander-in-chief read his address, which received the hearty 
applause of the comrades, and it was referred to a committee consisting 
of Past Commanders-in-Chief Hll Torrance, Washington Gardner and 
W. J. Patterson. 

Reports of other department officers were presented and referred to 
proper committees. 

According to the report of the adjutant general there were borne on 
the rolls of the Grand Army on December 31, 1916, 5,166 posts with a 
membership of 135,931 and on December 31, 1917, 4,863 posts and 120,916 
comrades, a loss during the year of 303 posts and 15,015 members. 

A large number of resolutions were presented for the consideration 
of the committee on resolutions, which consists of one comrade from 
each department. 

The department of Oregon was represented by Comrade Daniel Web- 
ster, of Salem. 

The following are the most important resolutions reported favorably 
by the committee and unanimously adopted by the encampment.

Resolved, That the theatrical film entitled “The Birth of a Nation,” of 
late largely presented throughout the country, is untrue to the facts of 
history, does gross injustice to prominent and patriotic men of recon- 
struction times, is insulting to colored citizens, and tends to glorify mob 
law. We call upon all good citizens to express their disapproval of it 
by a refusal of their patronage, and we deem it desirable that the proper 
authorities refuse permission to have it placed on public exhibition.

Resolved, That the Grand Army of the Republic in its fifty-second 
national encampment in Portland, Oregon, do hereby reaffirm our most 
hearty support to the extent of our ability to uphold the government of 
the United States in the carrying on of the present war to a successful 
issue and until final victory is secured and the world is made safe for 
democracy.

Resolved, That we express our appreciation of the earnest and able 
efforts of Commander-in-Chief Somers and his official staff to promote 
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the interest of the Grand Army of the Republic during the past eventful 
year. They have succeded in accomplishing results which merit our hearty 
commendation.

Resolved, That the hearty thanks of the fifty-second national encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic be tendered to Hon. William 
G. McAdoo, director general of railroads, for the liberal railway rates 
and generous time limits on tickets purchased by comrades of our order 
and members of our affiliated societies, which have made _ possible 
this large encampment in the beautiful and progressive city of Portland, 
Oregon; and that the adjutant general be directed to send this resolution 
to him.

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Department Commander Dan M. Hall presented an invitation from 
Columbus, Ohio and Past Cotmmander-in-Chief Samuel R. Van Sant reac 
communications from the mayor and commercial bodies of St. Paul asking 
the fifty-third national encampment to meet in their respective cities 
next year. The invitation of Columbus was accepted by a majority vote 
of the comrades. 

The election of officers being the order of business, Comrade J. S.

F. Street of Washington and Alaska, the encampment 
voted to suspend the rules and instruct the adjutant general to cast 
the unanimous vote of the comrades for Clarendon EF. Adams of Nebraska, 
who was declared elected commander-in-chief. 

The roll was called for nominations for senior vice commander-in- 
chief and when Oregon was reached Past Commander-in-Chief C. G. Burton 
placed J. G. Chambers, past commander of the department of Oregon, 
in nomination. Comrade Street of Washington and Alaska seconded the 
nomination and Comrade Chambers was unanimously elected. 

Comrade William Butler of Colorado and Wyoming was named by 
Comrade Asa Curl, and Comrade Chas. H. Haber of the department of 
Virginia and North Carolina by Comrade John McElroy for junior vice 
commander-in-chief. Comrade Haber received the majority of votes and 
was declared elected. 

Comrades H. J. Rowe of North Dakota, C. M. Ferrin of Vermont and 
H. R. Bird of Wisconsin were placed in nomination for surgeon general. 
Comrade Ferrin was chosen on the first ballot. 

Comrade Philip A. Nordell was unanimously chosen chaplain-in-chief, 
and Past Department Commander F. H. Lamb was elected member of the 
national council of administration from Oregon. 

The officers elect were duly installed by Past Commander-in- Chief 
Leo Rassieur, of Missouri, after which the fifty-second national encampment 
of the G. A. R. Closed without form.

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SOME KINDLY WORDS FROM THE COMRADES 


We take space for a few of the good things our visitors from other de- 
partments have said about the “City of Roses” and its people. 

Extracts from general orders of comrades of several departments 
indicate the feeling of the visiting comrades and friends. 


DEPARTMENT OF NEW YORK 

The parade of the Grand Army took place on August 20. The weather 
was fine and it was estimated that about 10,000 comrades were in line. 
One hundred and seventy-five comrades from New York accompanied the 
department commander throughout the entire line of march. 

The reception given to the encampment by the citizens of Portland 
was most enthusiastic and everything possible was done for the comfort 
and entertainment of the visiting veterans. 


DEPARTMENT OF POTOMAC 


The citizens committee issued tickets to the delegates of all organizations 
for a trip up the Columbia River Highway, on Friday. One end of the 
ticket called for a passage on one of three boats, while the other end was - 
for an auto ride. Those going on the boats exchanged with those going 
on the autos, for the return trip, and the auto passengers returned by 
boat. It required 710 autos and three boats to transport the party. On 
landing forty miles up the river, a box lunch was given to each person 
and an enjoyable time was spent. 

The Columbia River Highway is paved as smoothly and as free from 
dust as a city street for forty-seven miles from Portland. We passed 
many water falls leaping from the top of rocks 700 feet high. Multnomah 
falls, a narrow perpendicular column of water that flows and sparkles 
in the sunlight, like liquid silver, is 620 feet high, We passed through 
tunnels blasted in solid rocks with windows hewn to admit light and air. 
Spring and fall the Pacific salmon ascended the river hundreds of miles and 
spawning furnishes the canneries with fish, whick has made the river 
famous. Fish wheels could be seen in the river which provided great 
catches in season. Glorious Mount Hood and five other snowy peaks 
were visible. The hospitality of the citizens of Portland has never been 
surpassed at any other encampment. Their automobiles lined the public 
thoroughfares and the members of the Grand Army and friends were in- 
vited to ride through the City of Roses, and this courtesy was extended 
throughout the week of the encampment. Young ladies passed along 
the pavement and pinned roses on the coats of the comrades. Portland 
is surely a city of flowers. 


DEPARTMENT OF INDIANA 


General orders No. 8 announced the approaching national encampment 
to be held in Portland, Oregon, beginning August 18, 1918. With peculiar 
satisfaction and pride I announce the holding of this great encampment. 

Without disparagement to other ecampments, it is universally con- 
ceded by the comrades that our Portland meeting was never excelled. 
There have been larger delegations sometimes, but never a better meeting. 

The Indiana department, as it always does, made a good showing. 
This was evidenced by the number of Indiana comrades that marched in the 
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parade. By actual count we had 200 men in the ranks, and no straggler. 
In addition, when it is remembered that Orlando A. Somers, our commander- 
in-chief, was an Indiana comrade, and that by common consent his admin- 
istration was pronounced as good as the very best in the history of the 
Grand Army, the Indiana department feels most highly gratified. 


DEPARTMENT OF OHIO 


The fifty-second national encampment has passed into history and 
it will be recorded on its pages as one of the most enjoyable and successful 
in the history of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

It was held in Portland, Oregon, August 18 to 24, 1918, and that growing, 
progressive and beautiful metropolis of the Northwest, fragrant with its 
millions of flowers, surely made good all its promises to the Grand Army 
when they invited them to hold their encampment there this year. 

Seldom, if ever, have the veterans of the civil war and their friends at- 
tended an encampment where so many courtsies and kindnesses were 
extended by the people of Portland, Oregon. Absolutely nothing seemed 
to be neglected or forgotten by the citizens of Portland, to show welome 
and a good time to their 15,000 guests during the encampment week. 

Our visit there was a joy ride from start to finish, culminating on 
Friday, August 23, in an excursion trip forty-two miles up the Columbia 
river by boat and by automobile. About 5,000 people made this excursion, 
one-half were carried up the river on three large steamers and the other 
half in 700 automobiles over the famous Columbia Highway, the most 
beautiful, romantic and scientifically constructed highway in this or any 
other country. 

At the end of the trip a box lunch was handed out to every guest on 
the ground. On the return trip favors were reversed and those who went 
up on boat came back by automobile, and those who rode up in automobiles 
returned down the river by boat, a most happy arrangement and greatly 
appreciated and enjoyed by all. 

We could say more pleasing things regarding our entertainment at 
Portland, but sufficient is it to say that we went to Portland in anticipation 
of a good time and we left with joy in our hearts and glorious memories 
that will live forever. 

Farewell, Portland, and good-bye to your beautiful roses; you said 
you would do it, and you did. 


DEPARTMENT OF CONNECTICUT 


The parade on Tuesday, August 20 was very impressive, and was greeted 
with unusual enthusiasm. The department of Connecticut, 23 strong, won 
its usual applause as it passed through the flower bordered streets of the 
beautiful city of Portland. 

The committee on arrangements gave us a steamboat excursion on the 
river, and return by auto, over the Columbia Highway, which can be de- 
scribed only by saying, ‘““‘Wasn’t it wonderful?’ At Mt. Tabor we had a 
view of Mt. Hood, whose peak reaches above the clouds, presenting a 
sublime picture of the grandeur of nature’s colors and beauty beyond human 
description. 

The Connecticut delegation was indeed a happy family, during the entire 
trip. 
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DEPARTMENT OF IOWA 


The fifty-second annual encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, to those who were present is largely a memory, but one that 
will abide. To those who were not privileged to attend your commander 
desires to emphasize the pleasures of the trip, and the great enjoyment 
derived from it. The train having the headquarters of the department and 
Woman’s Relief Corps arrived in Portland but an hour and a half late, 
and was met by a committee of citizens with auto ears for any destination 
desired by the occupants. This enthusiastic reception and courtesy was 
extended during our entire stay in the city, and has not been excelled in 
many years. 

DEPARTMENT OF CALIFORNIA 

The fifty-second national encampment will be indelibly impressed on 
the memory of all who attended. The generours hospitality of the good 
people of Portland, and the encomiums of the comrades from every quarter 
pronounce it one of the most successful ever held. 

There were 227 in line from this department and the commander is 
certainly very proud of their soldierly bearing. 


DEPARTMENT OF OKLAHOMA 


At Portland we were met, at the depot by members of the Rotary club 
and taken to our assigned quarters in auto free of charge. 

The parade was splendid. The Weather was ideal the entire week. 

Portland sure did her part well in entertaining the remnant of the boys 
that made it possible for the good old U. 8S. A. to take a prominent part in 
winning the world for democracy. 

Sixty-seven members of the G. A. R.; sixty-eight members of the W. R. 
C.; seventeen members of the Ladies of the G. A. R. and forty-six members 
of their families registered, either on the train on the way out or at 
headquarters in the Imperial hotel, making a total of one hundred and 
ninety-five, and several were known to be there who did not register. 


DEPARTMENT OF MASSACHUSETTS 

The department had over forty uniformed men in the parade and made 
their usual fine appearance. At each session of the encampment the full 
delegation was present except one of the newly elected, who through a 
misunderstanding was absent. The weather was delightful, the company 
agreeable, and the hospitality extended by the citizens of Portland indi- 
vidually and collectively was superb.

The people of Portland were very courteous to us, manifesting their 
kindness in many ways, and vieing with each other to show their affection 
for the old veterans of the civil war. 
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DEPARTMENT OF VERMONT 


There are many good things in this world of ours that have to be seen 
to be appreciated, many good things that enter our lives that we should 
be very grateful for though they may come to us unexpectedly and 
unsought. Such was the verdict of those who attended the national en- 
campment at Portland a few weeks ago. It was one constant panorama of 
good things from the time of our entraining for the trip out, to our return 
to our homes. We left the state on the 14th of August and arrived at 
Portland the Monday following about 12:30 a. m. thereby ending a delightful 
trip, entering upon the most appreciative hospitality that could be imagined 
as given and received, and although the hotel reservations were made by 
letters, no personal presence could have made it more pleasurably complete.

The ride over the “Columbia Highway” of forty-two miles and the un- 
excelled mountain scenery along the shore of the Columbia river and the 
provision for every. veteran to witness it to the full, and many other 
attractions made free for us by the committee on entertainment, could 
not help but make us feel that the ‘‘Great Northwest” fully appreciated 
our coming. 

The line of march of one and a half miles was over easy streets and 
the cheering from start to finish with no intermissions, made us forget 
our years and renew our ycuth. The green sprig had its usual recognition 
from the cheering masses that lined the streets through which we passed. 

In the business sessions of the encampment new questions came up and 
were ably and intelligently discussed giving evidence that the intellect of 
the veteran was still active and judgment sound. 

It was our pleasure to bring the name of a good comrade from the 
department of Vermont, Dr. C. M. Ferrin of Burlington, before the encamp- 
ment for their suffrage and to see him unanimously elected as surgeon 
general of the national encampment.

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ADDRESS OF THE DEPARTMENT COMMANDER 


Comrades of the Thirty-ninth Annual Encampment, 
Department of Oregon, G. A. R. 


Comrades: Once again have we met in annual convention for the 
purpose of transacting whatever business may be found necessary for the 
good and perpetuation of the order. 


On this occasion we are forcibly reminded by the vacant seats before 
us of the rapid depletion of our ranks—seats that have heretofore been 
filled upon such occasions as this with familiar forms and faces. They 
march away through the years, those old soldiers, having done their bit, 
and some time the soldier will come no more, when nation shall no longer 
rise against nation, and nene shall learn war any more. 


The report of the assistant adjutant general will give you the present 
condition of -our order in this department; however, I feel that I can 
confidently assert that the Department of Oregon has maintained itself 
fully as well as any other department in the country. 


The national encampmert, held at Columbus, Ohio, was eminently a 
successful gathering. The attendance, owing to its central location, was 
large. The extremely low rate for transportation was also another thing 
in favor of a liberal attendance. The people of that city exerted themselves 
and succeeded in entertaining their guests royally, but on every side was 
heard comparison with the entertainment furnished by the city of Portland 
to the attendants upon the encampment, by which comparison Portland 
and the Department of Oregon did not suffer. 


Comrades, many events transpiring during the recent years assure 
us that our work was not completed with the downfall of the confederacy 
and the abolition of human slavery. It is true that there has, at no time, 
been any danger of the reestablishment of either of those conditions, 
but there has been, and now is, much disloyal sentiment propagated 
throughout the country which it is our bounden duty to counteract and 
which may be accomplished by eternal vigilance only. Much is being done, 
and I trust the work will continue, through the public schools, to instill 
in the minds of the rising generation the spirit of patriotism and submission 
to law and order and veneration for the flag of our country. 


It is a matter for congratulation for us that the general public seems 
more inclined to join with us in the observance of Memorial Day as the 
years pass, and yet there is a class of our citizens who do not seem to 
sense or care for the day other than to make of it a day of sport and 
dissipation. There is no greater sacrilege than to turn our Memorial Day 
into a riot of pleasure-seeking, thus slaughtering the finest ideals of our 
youth, upon whom our future depends. There has been a slight improve- 
ment in this matter in recent years, but there is altogether too much of it 
existing, especially among our high schools and colleges. I feel that much 
of this spirit of indifference could be overcome if the teachers and pro- 
fessors of the schools were a little more patriotic and held the day with 
a little more reverence. 


If we can secure the united cooperation of the Spanish-American War 
Veterans and the veterans of the recent European war to join us in here- 
after opposing a desecration of the day, it will be possible to put a stop 
to it. 


In the Women’s Relief Corps we have ever found a helper and a 
leader in all patriotic endeavors, and I am happy to announce that the 
order is flourishing in this department, and further, that so long as the 
corps flourishes the organization of the Grand Army of the Republic will 
not perish. |

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The Ladies of the Grand Army, too, are boosters for the parent organi- 
zation and are ever ready to answer calls for aid or assistance. 


The above organizations have been reinforced by the order of Daughters 
_ of Veterans, and together they will keep the veterans of the Civil War 
in good spirits and anxious to hold on to life as long as possible. 


The Sons of Veterans seem to be reviving from the lethargic condition 
into which they seem to have fallen in this state. They should be encour- 
aged in their efforts, as they can become a powerful influence for good, 
and there is a need for their cooperation in the work of overcoming the 
spirit of anarchism, bolshevism, socialism and I. W. W.ism which prevails 
to such an extent in our congested centers. Therefore, let us encourage and 
assist them in every way possible, and enlist the Women’s Relief Corps 
and other women’s organizations in the work of rounding them up. 

The American Legion is also a power for good if they could only be 
convinced of the fact. With their numbers and youth and energy there 
is scarcely any end to their influence if properly exerted. We should en- 
courage them to organize and to take a bold and positive stand for the 
observance of the laws and patriotic customs of our country, and,. above 
all, to be ready at all times to meet and defeat the disloyal propaganda 
that is being showered upon our fair land. j 

I wish to extend my thanks to the members of my staff for the cour- 
tesy and willingness with which they have met every duty imposed upon 
them, and especially to C. A. Williams, my assistant adjutant general, 
for whatever success my administration may have attained is the result of 
his untiring devotion to the duties of his position.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT MEDICAL DIRECTOR 


Astoria, Oregon, June 8, 1920. 


To Commander and Comrades, 
Department of Oregon, G. A. R. 


This department is to be congratulated upon having at its head the past 
year a comrade whose mature age and judicial experience have enabled him 
to deal wisely with our frivolities and the occasional disgruntled complaints 
that have been brought to his notice. Fortunately for him, as well as for 
our own peace of mind, the prospect of better things to come held out 
by congress and consummated in the recent passage of the Fuller-McCumber 
bill granting increased pensions has had a tendency to smooth some of the 
ruffles in our dispositions and make the work of our department commander 
easier. 

Surprising as it may seem, it is reported that here and there in the 
department a comrade with the weight of three score and ten years or more 
upon him had the courage to venture again into matrimony regardless ot 
the rising tide of prices for the necessities of life, and with the certainty of 
the added care of another fair and frail human organization whose stomach 
needs food, whose ailments need attention, and whose anxiety to look 
attractive will make heavy demands upon his purse. Presumably such a 
comrade was influenced by a laudable desire to bring cheer and sunshine 
to a lonely life, and his comrades wish him success while they remember 
the statement is made that “Matrimony is like a chemical laboratory, full 
of explosives.” True as this may be, by handling explosives with extreme 
care, serious consequences may be avoided. All statements are not reliable, 
however, and the medical director objects to the remark that “Widows 
generally advocate divorce in order to put more husbands into circulation.” 

An occasional comrade and wife have been permitted during the year 
to celebrate their golden wedding anniversary, cheered by the congratula- 
tions and best wishes of relatives and friends, and gladdened by the 
remembrance of the many encouraging things that have helped them 
to overcome the difficulties of life and brought them to better appreciate 
and more confidently rely upon each other, especially as later years deprived 
them of many associates, narrowing the list of the friends of long ago, 
and bringing them to depend more upon each other for encouragement, 
counsel and assistance. 

If there exists in the department a comrade who all his life has 
remained a bachelor, his case should be referred to the judge advocate 
for investigation and perhaps courtmartial unless a satisfactory excuse can 
be given. 

The widowers in the department have borne themselves with a fair 
share of good judgment so far as their cases have been reported to the 
medical department.

It may be truthfully said of them that they try to 
“keep a spark of youthful fire beneath the frosts of age,’ and believe with 
Thackeray, who writes: “The world deals good naturedly with good 
natured people, and I never knew a sulky misanthropist who quarreled 
with it, but it was he, and not it, that was wrong.” 

Comrades generally seem to enjoy the compliments of orators, the meals 
by the ladies’ auxiliaries on birthdays and other occasions, they being looked 
up to as living curiosities by children, and listened to with more or less 
patience by scholars about Memorial Day; but when told we must soon 
pass away think of Mr. Dodd’s reply to the same suggestion, which was, 
“IT dunno, parson, I be stronger on my legs than I were when I started,” 
and like Mr. Dodd we have been permitted to see many a younger man or 
woman pass from life while yet on our journey. The few comrades pre- 
vented by physical infirmities from mingling with others are commended 
to the attention of those able to visit and look after them, whose promise 
to do so surely will not be forgotten.

William P. Dickinson Post No. 78 was mustered in at Portland on April 
10, 1920, with 17 members. The new post starts off with good prospects, 
and with its live auxiliary, a useful career in the section of the city in 
which they are located is assured. 


The business of the office has been carried on as in former years, 
correspondence has been kept up with the posts of the department, as well 
as with other departments of the order. Seven general orders have been 
issued from the office and distributed to the posts and the assistant adju- 
tants general throughout the country.

Dana Carlos Sherman was born in Weathersfield, Vermont, 
March 29, 1848, and died at his home in Salem, Oregon, October 
4, 1919. 


First enlisted July 23, 1862, as a drummer in Company F, 48th 
Massachusetts Infantry, Volunteers. 


On expiration of term of service he reenlisted May 21, 1864, 
as private in Company F, 8th U. S. Cavalry, and was discharged 
therefrom as sergeant, November 23, 1868, on account of disability. 


Comrade Sherman was mustered into Sedgwick Post No. 10 
in September, 1882; served as post commander in 1890, as depart- 
ment inspector 1891, member of national council of administration 
in 1892-1893, and commander of the Department of Oregon in 
1896. 


He was captain of Company B, 2d Regiment Oregon Nationai 
Guard in 1890-1893. 


He held the position of law examiner in the general land office 
at Washington, D. C., for twenty years. 


Comrade Sherman was well known in the department and 
served it with honor to himself and credit to the post he repre- 
sented.

Good of the Order 


Under this head remarks were made by the assistant adjutant generai 
on the importance of cooperation with the organizations of the younger 
war veterans in all patriotic work; also by Comrade J. C. Cooper on legis- 
lation needed by the old soldiers. 

The prevailing desecration of Decoration Day was spoken of by several 
comrades, and a motion was made and carried to recommend that the 
committee on legislation be requested to procure, if possible, proper legis- 
lation to prevent such desecration. 


On motion the encampment took recess until 9:00 a. m. Thursday. 
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THURSDAY, JUNE 10—MORNING SESSION 


The encampment was called to order at 9:00 o’clock, and the report 
of the committee on resolutions not being ready to present, Comrade J. C. 
Cooper was called upon for a song and responded by singing “Old Missoo,” 
which was received with great applause by the comrades. 

The assistant adjutant general gave notice to the officers of the differ. 
ent state associations of veterans that the proceedings of their meetings 
will be published in the journal of the encampment if they are handed to 
him in time. 

A delegation from the convention of the Woman's Relief Corps was 
introduced, accompanied by the national president of our auxiliary, Mrs. 
Abbie Lynch. 

The national president addressed the encampment in a very pleasing 
manner and was loudly cheered by-the comrades. 

The committee on resolutions submitted their report as follows: 


I 


Whereas Memorial Day was instituted and given to the people of the 
United States as a hallowed day—a day of tribute to the memory of com- - 
rades gone before; and 

Whereas it was the purpose of the Grand Army of the Republic in 
establishing Memorial Day to make it a time replete with patriotic bless- 
ing to the men, women and children of the future years; and 

Whereas we have in these later years noticed a tendency to disregard 
or ignore the hallowed purpose of this institution by turning it into a day 
of purely secular and sporting enjoyment; therefore be it 

Resolved by this Thirty-ninth Encampment of the Department of Ore- 
gon, Grand Army of the Republic, now in session at Astoria, That we 
deeply deplore the many ferms of desecration which every returning Me- 
morial Day brings to our notice; and be it further 

Resolved, That while we protest against this attempt on the part of 
Some thoughtless persons, we believe that the real remedy against this 
perversion of this day from a time of sacred memories into an occasion for 
bold and noisy sports lies with the legislative assembly of our state, and 
we therefore appeal to our legislators to pass such a law as will forever 
Secure to us and to future generations the sacred character of a day so 
well calculated to keep the fires of patriotism burning while this nation 
shall endure. 

II 


Whereas the men who gave the strength and vigor of their youth to 
the preservation of the integrity and unity of our country; and 

Whereas their now rapidly decreasing numbers are wholly beyond the 
productive period of life, and with few exceptions are dependent upon the 
pensions granted them by a generous government; and 

Whereas many of our comrades and widows of comrades are required to 
pay the annual tax upon a humble home, a burden particularly on the 
widows, most of whom are now aged and helpless; and 

Whereas many of the states furnishing men for the Union army in the 
great struggle which preserved the nation have passed laws exempting 
homes of comrades and their widows from the burdens of taxation, we 
would respectfully ask the legislative assembly of Oregon to grant surviv- 
ing members of the Union army in the Civil War, and the widows of those 
deceased, exemption from taxation on their bona fide homes to the value 
of twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,500.00). 
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Ill 


Resolved, That this encampment, assembled in its thirty-ninth annual 
session, extends to the congress of the United States sincere appreciation 
of its recognition of the comrades and their widows in the passage of the 
bill granting increase of pensions, exceptionally welcome to us at this time 
of the high cost of living. While it is difficult to mention all those who 
assisted in the good work, we feel special credit is due to Representative 
Fuller of the lower house, Senators McCumber and Smoot and to the sen- 
ators and representatives from this state. We also desire to tender our 
thanks to the president for his prompt action in signing the bill immediately 
after its passage. 

IV 


Whereas it has come te the knowledge of this encampment that Past 
Department Commander 8S. W. Taylor, commandant of the Oregon Soldiers’ 
Home, is temporarily confined to the hospital and consequently deprived oz 
the pleasure of attendance at this session; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the heartfelt sympathy of the entire body is hereby 
tendered to Comrade Taylo1 in this time of his affliction; be it further 

Resolved, That while we are deprived of the genial presence and wise 
counsel of Comrade Taylor, we rejoice in the belief that his affliction is 
but temporary and he will soon be restored to his usual good health; be it 
further 

Resolved, That it is a great pleasure to hear of the esteem and high 
regard the members of the home have for Commandant Taylor, for the able, 
impartial and businesslike conduct of said home; and be it further 

Resolved, That these resolutions be made a part of the records of this 
thirty-ninth annual encampment.

Resolved, That this encampment hears with great concern of the very 
serious illness of Past Department Commander Geo. A. Harding, and we 
extend to him our earnest desire for a speedy recovery from his disability. 


VI 


Whereas for thirteen years Comrade C. A. Williams has served the 
Department of Oregon, G. A. R., as assistant adjutant and quartermaster 
general, and his duties have been arduous and at times exacting, requiring 
his attention at all times. His faithfulness, conscientiousness and efficiency 
have been recognized by all comrades in the department; and 

Whereas during the time he has served the department he has received 
but a mere pittance in salary, declining upon several occasions a raise, but 
now since the cost of living has assumed such vast proportions it is fitting 
that an advance in salary be given him—“The laborer is worthy of his 
hire.” Therefore be it 

Resolved, That from and after the adoption of this resolution by the 
Thirty-ninth Annual Encampment, Department of Oregon, Grand Army of 
the Republic, the salary of the assistant adjutant general shall be fixed at 
six hundred dollars ($600.00) per year.

JACOB C. COOPER 


Jacob Calvin Cooper was born at Rock Prairie, Lawrence County, Mo. 
He enlisted in the Union Army at Springfield, Mo., in April, 1863, in Com- 
pany C, 14th Missouri 8. V. Volunteers, serving honorably for three years 
as private and bugler in the commands of Generals Brown and Schofield. 
He was captured by guerillas while carrying dispatches, later escaping in 
the disguise of a citizen’s boy. 

Comrade Cooper was mustered into the Grand Army of the Republic 
early in its history, and has held all the offices in Custer Post No. 9, to 
which he belongs. In 1886*he was elected senior vice department com- 
mander, and in 1893 he was promoted to the honorable position of depart- 
ment commander. 

Mr. Cooper is one of the best known citizens of the Willamette Valley, 
having been an_ active promoter of the horticultural interests of the state. 

For several years he devoted much time and effort to the promotion 
of the walnut industry. He resides at McMinnville, Yamhill County.

As previously announced, the Fifty-third National Encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic will be held at Columbus, Ohio, during 
the week beginning September 7, 1919. 

In view of the very low rate of transportation granted by the director 
general of railroads, a large attendance from Oregon is expected. 

Special attention is called to the following instructions from nationa! 
headquarters, G. A. R., as published in General Orders No. 9, dated July 8: 


Railroad Rates and Transportation 


As previously announced in general orders a special rate of one cent a 
mile has been granted by the United States Railroad Administration. te 
those’ attending the National Encampment at Columbus, Ohio. 

Tickets will go on sale August 15, instead of September 1, and will be 
good for sixty days from date of sale. Tickets will be sold via divers 
routes to Columbus on the basis of one cent per mile in each direction via 
routes traveled, on going and return trip, plus war tax of 8 per cent. 
Stopovers will be allowed going and returning. 

Those from the west desiring to go further east, after the encampment 
at Columbus, may purchase summer tourist tickets at Columbus for the 
nearest summer resort to their destination. These tickets may be bought as 
late as September 30, with final return limit October 31, 1919, or the sum- 
mer tourist ticket may be bought at original starting point, with a stopover 
at Columbus en route. 

Tickets may be secured only on presentation of identification certifi- 
cates, which will be sent to the assistant adjutant general of each depart- 
ment early in August, and which may be secured from him by the various 
posts as arranged by each department last year. Comrades are warned 
against securing or giving these certificates to anyone not entitled to them. 

For the information of those who may not have read General Orders 
No. 7, the following information is again given: 

To avoid many inquiries as to who all will be entitled to certificates on 
which to request transportation to the National Encampment, the director 
general of railroads stipulates to the commander in chief that the rates 
here given shall only apply to members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and their families; members of the Woman’s Relief Corps; Ladies of the 
Grand Army of the Republic; Daughters of Veterans; Sons of Veterans; 
Sons of Veterans’ Auxiliary; National Association of Army Nurses of the 
Civil War; and members of the family of members of each of the above 
organizations, accompanying them to the encampment. The interpretation 
given to “family” is, the immediate members of one’s family, who live with 
one. 

Therefore it will be seen that the rate will NOT apply to the following: 


1. Veterans of the Civil War who are not members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 

2. Widows of former members of the Grand Army of the Republic unless 
they are members of the Army Nurses’ Association, Woman’s Relief Corps, 
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Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, Daughters of Veterans or Sons 
of Veterans’ Auxiliary. 

3. Daughters of deceased members of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
unless they belong to one of the organizations mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph. 

4. Sons of deceased members of the Grand Army of the Republic, unless 
they belong to the organization known as the Sons of Veterans. 

5. Sons and daughters of members of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
unless they are living in their father’s household or belong to one of the 
organizations mentioned in paragraphs 2 or 4. 

The identification certificates, when issued, must be countersigned. by 
the commander or adjutant of the post or by the assistant adjutant general, 
and members of the affiliated organizations will apply to the above named 
officers, presenting such evidence of eligibility as may be required. 

Post commanders will at once notify the department headquarters of 
the number of certificates required. 

Post officers should carefully impress the fact upon all veterans of the 
Civil War that only those in good standing in the Grand Army of the 
Republic are entitled to purchase tickets at the reduced rate. 

All veterans of the Civil War ought to be members of the Grand Army 
ot the Republic and they must be if they secure the concession in rates. 

IV. Arrangements are not yet completed for the headquarters special 
train from Portland to Columbus, but due notice will be given in subsequent 
general orders and through the press. 

V. Headquarters of the Department of Oregon will be established a 
the New Southern Hotel at Columbus. ;

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UNOFFICIAL PROCEEDINGS 


The thanks of the Grand Army and the affiliated orders are due to the 
Morning Astorian and the Evening Budget for their very excellent reports 
of the proceedings of the various meetings, and for courtesies extended to 
visitors. The following report of the unofficial proceedings is taken from 
the columns of the above named papers: 


JUNE 8 


Astoria is today extending an official welcome to between 500 and 600 
veterans of the Grand Army of the Republic and their ladies, who have 
arrived to attend the state encampment conventions. 

This afternoon was devoted principally to organization and routine 
business, the official reception and welcome to be an event of tonight at 
Rosenberg’s Hall, corner of Eleventh and Exchange streets, at 8:00 o’clock. 

The opening of the state encampment of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, which was an event of this afternoon, was marked by bright, sunny 
weather, though it was a trifle windy. But the aged Civil War veterans 
and others did not seem to mind a bit and appeared to be delighted to be 
in Astoria. 


Veterans, Veterans Everywhere 


In the hotel lobbies, on the street corners and everywhere one chances to 
go, one may see groups of veterans engaged in earnest conversation, re- 
counting the days of Shiloh, the Wilderness, Gettysburg and other notable 
engagements of the Civil War. Though their locks have grayed with the 
years, most of the veterans here appear to bear their age well and walk 
erect, making an impressive picture in uniforms of blue with their buttons 
of gold, topped off with black fedora hats with gilded cords. 


JUNE 9 


If all our advocates of isms, ities, ists, had been present in the Rosen- 
berg hall last night and sat there among those white haired veterans they 
would have gone forth ashamed of themselves for their efforts to overthrow 
the government which is so precious to Boys in Blue. It was a great lesson 
in patriotism which in a few years will ne’er be retaught but which will 
never be forgotten. : 

After the overture by the Drum Corps, Rey. A. A. Heist in a solemn 
moment of prayer invoked the blessing of the Creator on the lives of the 
last remaining members of the G. A. R., praying that the evening of their 
lives might be rounded out by divine guidance, comfort and peace. 

On behalf of Mayor James Bremner, Charles W. Robison delivered an 
eloquent address of welcome. He paid fitting tribute to the “greatest 
patriotic organization ever known to man.” His remarks were sincere 
and a genuine feeling of welcome and comradeship was imparted by them. 

In response to the remarks of Mr. Robison, Daniel Webster, the 86 year 
old department commander, thanked the city for its courtesy and assured 
Mr. Robison that they deeply appreciated the hospitality of the citizens in 
entertaining them. 

It was the numbers by the Veteran Male Quartet which brought home 
to many the fact that these brave men will not be with us much longer. 
To hear those white haired defenders of the union sing “O My America” 
is divine and enables one to appreciate more keenly the spirit which had 
sent the singers hurrying to answer the call of Father Abraham. The 
quartet is composed of W. N. Morse, first tenor, Company A, 64th Illinois 
Infantry; Dr. J. E. Hall, second tenor, Company I, 148th Pennsylvania 
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Infantry; A. W. Mills, first bass, Company D, 104th Ohio Infantry; Pro- 
fessor Z. M. Parvin, second bass, Company D, 64th Illinois Infantry. They — 
sang “The Boys of Sixty-one” and one humorous number. The audience 
and their fellow comrades, full knowing that the quartet may perhaps 
never sing at another encampment, called for encore after encore. The 
quartet responded a number of times. 

Jennie C. Bentley, president of the Woman’s Relief Corps, Department 
of Oregon, won loud applause for her organization when she presented 
State Commander Webster with a check for $150 to help continue the work 
of the Grand Army in this state. A few well chosen remarks followed her 
presentation. 

After Mrs. Leslie Brigham, in her clear, sweet soprano, had sung the 
first two verses of the National Anthem, an old veteran back of her took 
up the strain and the crowd immediately joined in. Mrs. Brigham led the 
assembly in the singing of the last verses and the repetition of the chorus. 

Loretta R. Williams, president of the Ladies of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, was next on the program and told in a charming manner of the 
love the wives and mothers who stayed at home during the conflict still 
cherished for their husbands and fathers. She gave a poem, “The Veteran’s 
Lament,” in an effective manner. 

After an extensive address full of patriotic feeling by E. D. Timms, 
state commander of the Sons of Veterans, H. P. Filer led those assembled 
in some of the old songs of the Civil War. ; 


The Parade 


With more than 600 people in line, the parade of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, the Daughters of Veterans, the Ladies of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, the Woman’s Relief Corps and other organizations now hold- 
ing their state conventions in Astoria, which was held this morning, was 
one of the largest and best of any featured here in recent years. 


Parade Moves Promptly 


With E. B. Hughes and J. A. Buchanan marshaling the various organiza- 
tions, the parade headed by Chief Carlson and a platoon of police moved 
off at almost 10:00 o’clock to the minute, proceeding west on Duane to 
Ninth, north to Bond, east to Fourteenth, south to Commercial, and west 
to Liberty Temple, where it disbanded, following which the ceremonies of 
the Woman’s Relief Corps, which presented a flag to the public schools of 
Astoria, the Daughters of Veterans, who presented a flag to the Boy Scouts, 
and of the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, who presented a 
large picture of Abraham Lincoln to Astoria High School, were held. 

Following immediately behind the police this morning came a beauti- 
fully decorated motor truck bearing the members of the Fife and Drum 
Corps of the Department of Oregon, composed of noted veterans, who were 
loudly applauded all along the line of march by the thousands of people 
who had gathered on the sidewalks of the business section. 


Veterans Long Applauded 


Next came more than 200 aged Civil War Veterans, all members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, who despite their years walked proudly erect 
in column of fours, their faces lighted with smiles because of the continua] 
cheering and hand clapping that greeted them all along the line by the 
citizens who assembled to greet them. Hats came off as the various Ameri- 
can flags carried in the parade passed by and. the people were enthusiastic 
in paying homage to the heroes of 1861-65 and their ladies. 

A splendid showing was also made by the Daughters of Veterans, who 
marched in the parade today to the number of nearly 200. They were given 
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much applause along the line of march, as were their older sisters, the 
Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic and the Woman’s Relief Corps, 
who, numbering several scores, marched immediately behind, preceded by 
twelve of their number carrying a huge American flag. 


Lincoln Portrait Carried 


One of the ladies carried the portrait of Abraham Lincoln, which was 
later presented to the local high school at Liberty Temple. 

Following behind the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic came 
the Fife and Drum Corps of the Boy Scouts of Astoria, the drums and 
bugles playing martial music. The parade, which took half an hour to pass 
a given point, also included twenty decorated automobiles bearing those 
men and women of the Grand Army who were not able to march. 


JUNE 10 


One of the best entertainment features arranged for the delegates to 
the Grand Army of the Republic encampment is the annual campfire, 
which will be featured at the First Methodist Church tonight at 8:00 
o'clock. ;

Burton of 
Portland, past national commander of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and former congressman from Missouri. 


Pendleton Gets 1921 Meet 


Pendleton, Oregon, was this morning unanimously selected by the dele- 
gates to the state encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic as the 
city in which the 1921 state encampment meeting will be held. The 
roundup city had no competition for the honor and was selected without 
a dissenting vote being cast. 


River Trip Today 


A heavy mist failed to dampen the ardor of the old soldiers and their 
ladies for the boat trip this afternoon. By 1:15 the U. S. lighthouse tender 
Rose had 150 of them aboard and, this being the capacity of the boat, 
Captain Lilloren ordered the gangplank pulled in and the boat put into the 
Columbia. Quite a number of the veterans and ladies were too late to

JUNE 11 


Ten Long Tables Laden With Royal Chinook Arranged for 500 Diners at 
Rosenberg’s Hall 


Ten long tables laden with dishes strongly suggestive of a royal banquet, 
a festival featured by rich and abundant viands and lavish provisions, 
together with hundreds of salmon bones, wilted flowers and scurrying at- 
tendants, was the closing scene last night of the Thirty-ninth Encampment 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, Department of Oregon. . 

The delegates had returned from Seaside, where they had paid court 
to clam chowder, but after being introduced at Rosenberg’s hall to Royal 
Chinook proclaimed him king of the fishes and promptly proceeded to 
devour him. Quantity and quality were both present and the veterans, 
their wives and their daughters partook of a bounteous repast. 

Fun, jollity and hilarity predominated, accompanied by vigorous and 
healthy demonstration of that ancient pastime, eating. Comrade nudged 
comrade and asked for the pickles, buns were passed along and great 
quantities of butter was spread lavishly and profusely over great surfaces 
of wholesome bread. 

The occasion was the “salmon supper” to which- the delegates had 
looked forward with joy from the first day of the allied conventions. The 
affair was fully up to expectations and was a fitting climax to the best 
encampment in recent years. 

Rey. W. S. Gilbert was toastmaster, but there were no speeches from 
the eaters, who have been fed up on them for four days.

It would be impossible for me 
to mention them all, but I will call your attention to the passing of my 
predecessor in office, Comrade Past Department Commander, Daniel 
Webster. His work is done and well done, and he has gone to his reward. 
The passing of comrades must remind us that in a few short years, the 
last one will have answered the last roll call and the Grand Army of the 
Republic will be but a memory.

One notable feature was the activity of the 
Boy Scouts who were ever ready, as they always are, to lend their aid 
to the comfort of the comrades. This organization should be encouraged 
everywhere for they are a band of noble young Americans. 

I am truly grateful to the comrades for the manner in which they 
have supported me in the administration of my office and take this 
occasion to thank them one and all for their assistance and words of 
cheer. Thanks are also due the members of my official staff for the 
manner in which they have performed the duty of their various offices, 
especially to my assistant adjutant general, C. A. Williams, who has not 
only performed the arduous duties of his own office in a very able and 
prompt manner but has ever been ready and willing to lend me all 
needed assistance. 

Thanking you all for the honor conferred upon me, I am ready to 
surrender the gavel to abler hands. ‘God be with you ’til we meet again.”

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT MEDICAL DIRECTOR 


Pendleton, Oregon, June 138, 1921. 
To Commander and Comrades, 
Department of Oregon, G. A. R. 


The medical director is again privileged to bring you greetings, con- 
gratulating you that your growing increasingly gray, and some of you 
increasingly bald, has not prevented you from taking an interest in 
passing events, or dimmed your enjoyment of the kindness of friends. 
The good sisters of our auxiliaries continue to show such interest in our 
welfare as to sometimes imperil the integrity of our digestive apparatus 
in their desire to feed us well, but so far favorable reaction has followed. 
We have noted also changed conditions brought about as the result of 
scientific research and find some compensation in the reflection that if 
we are growing physically weaker (which by the way, we are not all 
willing to admit), we are at the same time growing wiser. Some of us 
may have the experience of the man who got out his watch to tell his 
friends the time, and was told, ‘‘When I saw your watch some time ago 
it had gold cases, now you have a silver cased one.” “Yes,” he replied, 
“but you must understand that circumstances alter cases.” This depart- 
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ment is led to believe that there is a disposition to make the best of the 
circumstances. This is optimism and its cultivation is strongly advised. 


Changes have taken place in the domain of medicine, and in some of 
these changes we have more than a passing interest while others do not 
vitally concern us. Strange as it seems to us, the dentist these days is 
looked upon as a sort of life preserver. That very individual whose otfices 
we kept shy of, or if compelled to visit him for tooth extraction acted a 
good deal as Pat did when he got into the chair and lacked courage -to 
open his mouth enough to get forceps hold of the tooth. In his case the 
dentist being a resourceful man winked to an assistant, who pricked Pat’s 
leg with a needle and when he opened his mouth to “holler,” inserted the 
forceps and finished the job. When completed he said, “Now, that didn’t 
hurt so very much, did it?” Pat’s surprise caused this reply, “Doctor, I 
didn’t think the roots of a tooth went far enough down to hurt my leg 
like that.” Well, the dentists or somebody for them, seem to have made 
a discovery that the teeth which they used to be so anxious to save and 
either fill for us, or file off level with the gum and use the root as a 
socket for a new tooth on a wooden peg, must not be treated that way 
now. An X-ray €xamination is now called for and certain shades or lack 
of shades about the root of a tooth demands its extraction upon the © 
belief that infection is walled in and must be allowed to escape to re- 
lieve the victim of lumbago or some allied physical discomfort. Tonsils 
are looked on with suspicion also and removed with surprising fre- 
quency. At our age we can congratulate ourselves on having passed 
through the period of infection from gum boils, decaying teeth and 
pyorrhoea without having had our lives shortened before the warning 
X-ray was here to tell us of our danger, and while yet in the vigor of 
youth, being compelled to wear a mouth full of celluloid plates in order 
to do any chewing. Some of us suffer from lumbago without any teeth 
except those a dentist has already supplied, but to all rules there are 
some exceptions. We are told now that yeast cakes are exceedingly 
nourishing and by their power of expansion will cause a much more 
agreeable sensation of moderate fullness of the stomach than our old 
habit of eating dried apples and drinking water to make them swell. We 
got along fairly well with the dried applies but might try the yeast 
cakes if we want to keep up with the procession after other stomachs 
have taken the risks. 


A comrade is reported to have asked a druggist this question, “Is an 
ounce of prevention really better than a pound of cure?” “I wouldn’t 
like to say,” responded the druggist, “I sell both.”” Whether comrades 
are taking the ounce of prevention, or wrestling with the pound cure, 
this department suggests that the benefits of either will be greatly en- 
hanced by cheerfulness and helpfulness; practicing the fraternity, charity 
and loyalty proclaimed in the tenets of our organization.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT CHAPLAIN 
Portland, Oregon, June 14, 1921.

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report as chaplain of 
the Department of Oregon: 


With the limited opportunities and strength of one carrying the 
weight of four score years, I have endeavored to respond to the call of 
duty, as chaplain of the department. I have officiated at a number of 
funerals, addressed G. A. R. Posts, visited the sick, and comforted the 
sorrowing. 


I have received reports from thirty-seven post chaplains. These re- 
ports indicate that unusual interest was shown in our Memorial Day 
celebration, in every part of our state. 


1. The day was properly observed by all these posts. 

2. More than 600 comrades participated in these exercises. 

3. More than 2000 graves were decorated. 

4. Many public schools attended and assisted in the exercises. 


5. Every school in Tillamook county is said to have attended the 
services in their respective localities. 


6. The Women of the Relief Corps, the Ladies of the G. A. R., the 
Daughters of Veterans, the United Spanish War Veterans, the Sons of 
Veterans, American Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars, with their 
auxiliaries, hundreds of them demonstrated their loyalty, and their vene- 
ration for Memcrial Day by generously assisting the Grand Army of the 
Republic to make the day a fit memorial of our patriotic dead. 

What a splendid army of American men and women who turned aside 
from life’s earnest toil to place a flower on patriotic graves. We rejoice 
as we are led to believe, from these facts, that Memorial Day is forever 
enshrined in the hearts of the American people. 

What a wonderful educational force must be this annual exhibition of 
the loftiest patriotic devotion to the memories of our hero dead, as well 
as to future welfare of our beloved land. 


The men whose dust we honor and whose memory we revere were 
America’s noblest type. By the sacrifices which they made the nation 
was saved an untimely grave, and its unparalleled prosperity was secured 
for all generations to come—and—because they thus identified them- 
selves with the nation in its peril, they have become immortal. 


People become immortal, or. short-lived, according to the nature of 
that for which they live. 


Where a man lives for himself, he will die with himself, and his very 
name and memory shall perish; but where a man lives and toils and 
sacrifices for others he becomes immortal. 

Thus for example, the name and fame of our immortal Washington 
shall never perish while the flag waves in the heavens, or American inde- 
pendence exists. The memory of our great Lincoln shall never die. He 
transmitted his time, his thought, his life, his all into the nation’s life, 
and ages after the marble and granite which mark his last resting place 
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shall have crumbled into dust, his name and fame shall be venerated by 
all true lovers of freedom, the world over. 


So, in like manner—because the men who compose the Grand Army of 
the Republic have been the nation’s saviors and the nation’s builders; 
because the greatness of this nation, its wealth, its influence over all 
others, the giory of its flag, all—all!—are the glorious products of the 
men and women of 1861, and because the price they paid was the blood of 
thousands and tears of millions—because of all this, we scatter flowers 
upon their silent graves, and make Memorial Day the most sacred of all 
days. Is it any wonder if the perversion or desecration of that day fills 
our hearts with anguish ? 


Surely, the community will not censure us for protesting against the 
introduction of hilarious sports on that day. They are a desecration of 
the spirit and object and spirit of the day—and an insult to the 
memory of our patriotic dead. 


Comrades—listen! If by the grace of Almighty God, I am permitted 
to live to see the next legislative assembly of our state, I will employ 
every means within my humble power, to obtain legislative safeguards 
that will protect the sacredness of Memorial Day. I will plead with the 
leading men of our state to give us such a law. I will implore them by 
the love they bear for their country and the flag; by the blood that was 
so freely and copiously poured out—as an oblation for the sins of the 
people; by the broken hearts of women who refused to be comforted; by 
the fatherless children who wept in groups by the fireside; by the sor- 
rows that could not be calmed and the tears that could not be quenched, 
because of sons and brothers who would not return; by all of these and 
many other reasons will I plead with our legislators, to hold as sacred 
the nation’s heroic dead and the day which perpetuates their memory. 


Comrades! Our ranks have been sadly depleted during the last twelve 
months. The shadow of death has thrown its gloom over more homes 
than ever before—in a year’s history of our Order. 


Cheeks have not been dry during that period. ’Ere we could recover 
from the shock and pain of one death—the angel on the white horse 
snatched another, and still another, in such rapid and deadly succession 
that our hearts have been crushed with grief, and our minds overwhelmed 
with the solemn proclamation that our days are numbered, and that our 
years pass as a tale that is told. 


Let us therefore strive to use every opportunity to serve one another, 
while we may, that we may at last, receive the approbation of the 
Master who said for our encouragement in well doing, “Forasmuch as ye 
have done it unto the least of these, my brethren, ye have done it 
unto me.

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The committee appointed by the department commander to prepare a 
suitable memorial of our deceased comrade, Past Department Commander 
Daniel Webster, presented the following, which was read by the assistant 
adjutant general: 


The 6th day of March was made memorable to our department by the 
- yemoval from life’s activities of a past department commander who only 
last June finished a year of satisfactory service as commander. 


Daniel Webster was born in Elyria, Ohio, April 11, 1833. His young 
manhood found him with a westward trend, and the civil war coming 
while he was in Wisconsin, he enlisted and was commissioned second 
lieutenant in .First Wisconsin Light Artillery in September, 1861. He 
was advanced in rank to that of captain in 1864, having re-enlisted, and 
was retained in service until July 18, 1865. 


His adaptation to military service secured him important details in 
responsible positions which he filled with honor to himself and with 
satisfaction to his superiors. He came to Oregon in ...., and identified 
himself with the Grand Army of the Republic as a member of Sedgwick 
Post No. 10, serving as its commander one year and several years as its 
adjutant, contributing to the welfare of the post in many ways, and 
being regarded as a dependable and reliable comrade. On different 
occasions he represented the department at the sessions of the national 
encampment, proving himself to be a valuable delegate. 


As a citizen of Salem he soon won appreciation and favorable men- 
tion. He was elected justice of the peace where his mature judgment 
and sound judicial decisions were recognized, keeping him in office sev- 
eral successive terms until recognizing the limitations of age, he de- 
clined to serve longer. 


He was elected department commander at The Dalles in 1919 and after 
serving a year with success, presided at the Astoria Encampment where 
his successor was elected and installed. | 

Funeral services in Salem brought many comrades together, each 
anxious to pay respect to his memory. The church was well filled with 
a saddened congregation. The governor of Oregon was one of the pall 
bearers, assisted by prominent citizens desiring to pay tribute to the 
memory of a valued citizen. 

A daughter survives to whom his surviving comrades tender sympa- 
thy while at the same time they would remind her that a life of so many 
years, filled with so many acts of kindness and helpfulness, leaves to 
friends consoling and comforting recollections to more than compensate 
for the sorrow of separation. 

His remains were deposited in the City View Cemetery at Salem, 
where his maturer years were spent and where he was best known.

DANIEL WEBSTER 
Past Dept. Commander 
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- The following tribute to the memory of Comrade Webster, by Wallace 
McCammant, a companion of the Loyal Legion, was read, and ordered 
placed upon the records of this encampment. 


Portland, Oregon, June 6, 1921.

Dear Sir: You have asked me for an expression of my views as to 
the life and character of Daniel Webster. I met him more than twenty 
years ago when he joined the Oregon Commandery of the Loyal Legion. 
He took a deep interest in this organization, coming from Salem to 
' Portland to attend its meetings so long as he lived. 


It is a pleasure to make acknowledgment of the friendship which 
grew out of these years of association. Judge Webster was a man to 
whom I was greatly drawn. He was a genuine man. His views did not 
change with the passing currents of public opinion. In the first flush 
of his young manhood he had sat down and made up his mind to die if 
need be for his country. The devotion to flag and country which char- 
acterized his conduct six decades ago remained with him throughout his 
life. The State of Oregon had no better citizen than he. 


He was at all times outspoken in support of men whom he admired 
and of measures in which he believed. He was a man of high ideals, 
upright life and disinterested service. He made warm friendships and 
as a friend was loyal through good report and ill. 


He was a real soldier, typical of the men who made up the armies of 
the West. I remember with pleasure a paper he read many years ago 
on the capture of Arkansas Post. I have heard his reminiscence about 
the Vicksburg campaign; whenever he talked about the war he was in- 
teresting and informing. In one of the last visits I had with him he 
spoke of Mr. Lincoln and of the vulgarity and bitterness with which the 
Copperheads attacked him. So long as Judge Webster lived there was 
in his mind a great distinction between the man who loves and serves 
his country and the man who is disloyal and self-centered. To the 
ores Judge Webster was drawn; he was always the antagonist of the 
atter.

The Fiftyfourth Annual -Encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic will convene at Indianapolis, Indiana, during the week beginning 
September 19, 1920.

Tickets at the above reduced rate will be sold only to those holding 
identification certificates, signed by the commander-in-chief and adjutant 
general of the Grand Army of the Republic, and countersigned by the 
assistant adjutant general of the department. These certificates can be 
obtained at the department headquarters, 575 Court House. The follow- 
ing are entitled to the rate granted: 

Comrades of the G. A. R. in good standing, and members of their 
families; members of the Woman’s Relief Corps. Ladies of the G. A. R., 
Daughters of Veterans, Army Nurses of the Civil War, Sons of Vet- 
erans, and Auxiliary of the Sons of Veterans and families. 

The “families of members,” mentioned above is construed to mean 
- those of the same household living with the member, and accompanying 
him or her to the encampment. It does not apply to sons and daughters 
who are married and living in other homes. ~ , 

The following, from national headquarters is published for the infor- 
mation of all concerned: 

“Certificates are not to be issued to the following: 

“Veterans of the Civil War who are not members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, even though their wife, son or daughter may be entitled 
to the rate. 

“Any veteran of the Civil War who is now drawing $50 a month 
pension through the efforts of the Grand Army of the Republic, is not 
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deserving of any privileges in connection with the encampment of the 
organization he is too ungrateful to join. 

“Sons and Daughters of deceased members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic who do not belong to one of the organizations mentioned in the 
preceding paragraph. 

“Relatives of members of the organizations mentioned in the preced- 
ing paragraph who do not live in the same household with such members.” 

Members of the affiliated organizations applying for identification 
certificates will be required to furnished evidence of membership in 
such organization previous to June 1, 1920. 

Further information will be given in later General Orders.

He held 
offices of trust in his home city, serving one term in the Oregon 
legislature. 

His decease, which occurred at his home on August 13th, at the age 
of 75 years, was sudden and painless, and he leaves behind him hosts of 
loving friends and comrades by whom his memory will be cherished for 
many years. 

The department has sustained a distinct loss in the sudden demise of 
Comrade W. S. Search, commander of J. W. Geary Post No. 7, Eugene, 
which occurred on August 16th, at the age of 74 years: Comrade Search 
served in Company G, 51st Pennsylvania Infantry, Volunteers, in the 
Civil War, and in Company K, 2d U. S. Cavalry, after the suppression 
of the rebellion. 

He was a brave soldier, a loyal citizen and faithful comrade, and the 
Department of Oregon is poorer for his passing. 

The ranks are rapidly thinning, the soldiers are passing, but the 
service remains, the work is still to be done. Let us who survive yet a 
little longer be faithful to the cause and to each other. As comrade 
after comrade departs, let us close up the ranks, and keep the touch of 
elbows as in the old days. 


Another of the past commanders-in-chief has answered the last roll 
call. E. R. Montfort passed away at the home of his daughter in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, on July 29, 1920. Comrade Montfort left his books in the 
college to answer the first call of the president for troops and after 
three months’ service in the 6th Ohio Infantry, re-enlisted in the 75th 
Ohio Infantry Volunteers, where by his gallantry and good conduct he 
gained promotion to the rank of captain. Dangerously wounded at 
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Gettysburg he was compelled the leave the service, and returned to his 
studies in the seminary. 

A long time member of the G. A. R. holding all the offices in post. 
and.department, he was promoted to the rank of commander-in-chief 
in 1915. 

His administration was successful and at its close he retired from. 
active life and in his peaceful home, surrounded by loving friends he. 
ealmly awaited the summons that will soon come to us all. .

Special attention of post officers and comrades is called to the follow- 
ing extract from Circular Letter No. 664, just received from the Western 
Passenger Association relating to rates of fare for the Fortieth Annual 
Encampment at Pendleton: t 


“RECOMMENDED: That rate of two cents a mile in each direction 
on identification plan be made for the Grand Army Veterans and their 
wives. 


“That rate of fare and one-half be made for members of families of 
G. A. R. Veterans other than their wives, and for members and depend- 
ent members of their families of the auxiliary organizations, such as 
Woman’s Relief Corps, Ladies of the G. A. R., Daughters of Veterans, 
Sons of Veterans, Sons of Veterans Auxiliary, Association of Army 
Nurses of the Civil War, holding conventions or reunions in connection 
with the G. A. R. encampment.” 


According to above, Grand Army veterans and their wives only, are 
entitled to the two-cent per mile rate, while all others entitled to certifi- 
eates will be required to pay one and one-half fares for the round trip. 

War tax of eight per cent will be charged on all tickets.

Four conventions, those of the G. A, R., W. R. C., Ladies of the G. 
A. R., and Daughters of Veterans, will be underway today. Daughters 
of Veterans started their convention yesterday with the appointment of 
committees and reports. This convention was started a day early be- 
cause many members also belong to other organizations which will con- 
vene. About fifty Daughters of the Veterans are here and Mrs. Florence 
M. Sturdevant of Portland president, is enthusiastic over the number of 
delegates coming for the convention and reports of the progress being 
made by the four tents of the order in the state. This order was founded 
in 1885 with former President McKinley as one of the sponsors. Betsy 
Ross tent of Portland, founded in 1918, is the oldest in the state. Me- 
morial services for the nine members who have died during the past 
year will be held this afternoon. 


The G. A. R. conventions opens at 9 o’clock this morning with the 
first business meeting at 1:30. Ladies of the G. A. R. and the W. R. C. 
will also start their sessions and the Daughters of Veterans will proceed 
with the second day of their meeting. Tomorrow night all the organiza- 
tions will participate in a reception tendered them by the city of Pendle- 
ton at the Elks Temple and will take part in the annual flag day pro- 
gram of that order. 


Practically all of the officers of the State Department of the G. A. R. 
are here for the meeting. J. T. Butler of Gladstone, department com- 
mander, arrived here Saturday. C. A. Williams, also of Gladstone, for 
fourteen years assistant state quartermaster general, arrived yesterday. 
Mr. Williams is considered the logical candidate for the post of com- 
mandant. TT. H. Stephens of Portland, past commander, and R. N. Abbott 
of Astoria, vice commander, arrived yesterday. Seven members of the 
G. A. R. drum corps, which has the reputation of being the best in the 
United States, are here and will play during the convention. Two of 
them, S. J. Vaughn and W. H. Brooks, drummers, played at the funeral of 
Lincoln. E. B. Grant, leader of the corps, uses the sticks he used when 
playing “Hail to the Chief,” at the time Lincoln reviewed the troops at 
General Grant’s headquarters at Petersburg. 


Ladies of the G. A. R. were organized at Albany twelve years ago and 
among the interesting visitors here now is Mrs. Rebecca Small. who re- 
calls the birth of the organization. Mrs. Carrie Courter of Portland, 
state president. and all of the other officers arrived yesterday for their 
convention which will open with memorial service this morning. 
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Rotary Club Meeting 


Judge C. G. Burton, past commander in chief of the G. A. R., Mr. 
Butler, Oregon commander, Mr. Williams, adjutant general and mem- 
bers of the Fife and Drum Corps were honored guests of the Rotary Club 
at its weekly luncheon held at the Delta today. Their presence was 
credited with making the Rotary program the most noted in history and 
talks by the veterans were fervently cheered by the members who rose. 

“Ninety per cent of the men who fought the civil war rest on the 
battlefields of the north and south and elsewhere over the land in vil- 
lages of the dead,” said Judge Burton. “We are soon to go and the 
doors of the G. A. R. will be closed forever. It is our one wish that the 
new generation will uphold always the cardinal principles of our gov- 
ernment, will protect the flag and seek those things that ‘exalteth a 
nation.’ ” 

In brief addresses Messrs. Butler and Williams expressed warm ap- 
preciation for courtesies extended to the G. A. R. during their stay in 
Pendleton. The Fife and Drum Corps, ever popular wherever they 
appear, played several selections in front of the luncheon place. 


Public Reception and Flag Exercises 


An exchange of courtesies in gracious spirit characterized the public 
reception for the Grand Army of the Republic and affiliated orrganiza- 
tions last night at the Elks’ Hall, when the city, represented by Mayor 
George A. Hartman, welcomed the visitors. The praises of Pendleton as 
a hostess city were echoed by the department commanders of the various 
organizations in their responses to the mayor’s address. 

When Mayor Hartman in the course of his brief remarks, declared 
that “We are glad to see you boys and girls here tonight,” the ice was 
broken, and the laughs that greeted the remark were continued through- 
out the evening during the course of the program. 


The first offering of the program was a spirited number by the Fife 
and Drum Corps. J. T. Butler, as presiding officer, introduced Mayor 
Hartman, and following the mayor’s welcome, the department command- 
er thanked the city for its welcome. 

“T think there are a gocd many of us here who have a new idea of 
Pendleten since our reception of this city,” he said. 


In her response in behalf of the Women’s Relief Corps, Mrs. Cora 
McBride, department president, told of the work done by her organiza- 
tion. There is a membership of 190,000 in the United States, and in 
the state there are 4500 members. Disbursements aggregating a total 
of 9.491 have been spent during the past year. She presented to Com- 
mander Butler for the G. A. R. an envelope containing a check, “to be 
used for greatest good of the greatest number.” 


Mrs. Florence M. Sturdevant, state president of the Daughters of 
Veterans was particularly happy in her expressions of praise for Pendle- 


‘ton. 


Five Girls Organize 


“Since seeing your city with its wealth of green trees, set in the 
circle of hills, I think of Pendleton as an emerald in a setting of gold,” 
she said. She then told of the move to form the organization, begun in 
1885 on Decoration Day, when five Ohio girls, accompanied by Major 
William McKinley, asked the great American if they couldn’t organize 
to be of some use in doing patriotic work. That nucleus of five girls 
started the Daughters of Veterans which now has a membership of 
30,000 in the United States. 
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The great progress that has been made since the beginning of the 
history of our country is the result of sacrifice, according to Mrs. Carrie 
Courter, president of the Ladies of the G. A. R., who responded for her 
organization. 

Following her speech at the special request of Mayor Hartman, the 
Fife and Drum Corps played another selection, and they had to oblige 
with an encore before the audience would cease its applause. 


Flag Day Program Given 


Following the reception, the annual Flag Dag exercises of Pendle- 
ton Lodge No. 288, B. P. O. E., were held with the officers of the chapter 
in charge. Following the ritualistic program, the address of the even- 
ing was made by Lieutenant Colonel Charles Wellington Furlong, U.S. R. 


Colonel Furlong’s theme was “Americanism,” and he dwelt on the 
necessity of preserving the spirit and ideals of the country. Experiences 
that befell him as an intelligence officer in the Balkans and in the Near 
East were recounted by the speaker to show that honesty and fair dealing 
have not been characteristic of the settlement of European problems. 


The formation of foreign “blocks” in our country should be discour- 
aged, the speaker declared, and politicians who are the tools of foreign 
influences should be spurned by the American voter. 


The Parade 


Men who fought on the bloody fields of Gettysburg; men who were 
with General Wheaton at the Battle of Malabon, and men who felt the 
deadly peril of the Argonne fight made up the three generations of 
America’s defenders who marched today in the great G. A. R. parade. 


The fitful sunlight gleamed on scores of G. A. R. men marching with 
a firmness which belied their years and on members of the Veterans’ 
Drum Corps, some of whom played at Lincoln’s funeral, and all of them 
brave in uniforms of blue. The clear notes of the fife and the roll of the 
drum mingled with the music of the Pendleton band and furnished cadence 
for the scores of veterans who marched or rode. Over a thousand flags in 
the hands of the crowds who lined the streets waved in salute and again 
and again ripples of applause from the sidelines caused the old fellows 
to bow in acknowledgement. . 


Each Wears Rose 


Some were in civilian clothes; others wore the brass buttoned garb of 
war time, but all were decorated with Pendleton roses, and all were 
smiling. Those too feeble with the weight of years to march with their — 
comrades waved hats or flags from automobiles. The slow steps of one 
aged ey were guided by his little granddaughter, who marched by 
his side. 

Commandant Perry Idleman of the American Legion, in uniform and. 
on a spirited mount, led the procession, with an advance guard of four 
uniformed Boy Scouts. 


-Many Women in Parade 


Seores of women, some carrying the flag of the Daughters of Vet- 
erans, some the standard of the Ladies of the G. A. R. and still others 
that of the Women’s Relief Corps, and singing ‘““‘We’re Glad We Are 
Here,” marched behind the veterans. : 

Representing the Daughters of the American Revolution, Mrs. Mary 
Lane, first regent of Umatilla chapter, carried the D. A. R. flag in the 
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first of the red-white-and-blue decked machines of that organization. 
Mrs. Lane well remembers Lincoln and the parade today recalled to her 
the victorious return of her brother, Colonel W. L. Lathrop of the First 
Missouri light artillery, to his native state of Maine after the surrender 
of the South. 


Spanish War Veterans in Line 


Veterans of the Spanish American War marched in civilian clothes 
and represented Malabon Camp. With them was George Hartman, mayor 
of Pendleton, who was lieutenant of the Pendleton company during war 
days. A carload of members of the Women’s Auxiliary of the Spanish 
American War Veterans followed. 


Tom Murphy, a member of the medical corps of the Rainbow Division, 
carried the standard for the scores of soldiers, sailors and marines of the 
World War who marched next in line. Some were in civilian clothes and 
others in uniform, among them Dr. Fred Lieuallen, who as a member of 
the medical crops, received a Distinguished service cross for conspicuous 
bravery. Dr. Lieuallen, alone and unaided, conducted a dressing station 
under fire while in the service. 


Youngsters in Parade 


Young America was represented by the khaki-clad Boy Scouts and 
Camp Fire girls who marched, and by the youngsters who rode in the 
attractive W. C. T. U. float. The Salvation Army, which did great ser- 
vice for America in the recent world war, was represented by members 
of the local post, with Captain Jennie Conrad in command. The Pendle- 
ton fire truck and a long line of automobiles draped in the national 
colors completed the parade. 


As a fitting climax to the parade, the Women’s Relief Corps, the 
Ladies of the G. A. R. and the Daughters of Veterans presented beautiful 
flags and a large picture of Abraham Lincoln to the Pendleton Boy Scouts 
the Pendleton Grade and high schools, the ceremonies taking place at 
Pioneer Park. After breaking ranks, the G. A. R. men and the visiting 
women were taken for motor rides around Pendleton by local motorists. 


Bidding good-bye to Pendleton at the conclusion of their encampment, 
veterans of the Grand Army of the Republic, and their wives and friends 
left in large numbers today on No. 17 and other trains. Two extra 
coaches for the accommodation of the delegates were attached to No. 17. 
Others who were not ready to go will leave this evening, and in a few 
instances, veterans who have friends here will remain over for a number 
of days. All express great gratitude for courtesies shown while here. 


A touching mark of courtesy was paid by C. A. Williams, newly 
elected department commander and S. P. Hutchinson, senior vice com- 
mander, to the comrades in Pendleton who because of illness have been 
unable to attend the meetings of the encampment. During the after- 
ay the two officers visited at the homes of these men and their 
amilies.

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ADDRESS OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER 


Comrades: For the forty-first time the Department of Oregon, 
Grand Army of the Republic, gathers in council. We assemble in 
this beautiful city by the sunset sea on invitation from the com- 
rades of Phil Sheridan Post, its splendid auxiliary, the W. R. C., and 
the efficient Community Club backed by the good citizens of the 
town. 

We come to renew the old comradeship and the old fraternity, to 
learn of the welfare of our noble organization, and to plan for 
carrying on the work which still remains to us. 

While the year has been one of turmoil and unrest, of tossing to 
and fro, we have possessed our souls in patience, confident that the 
Providence which has protected us and the land we love for so 
many years will not lose sight of us. 

Many of our comrades whom we have been wont to meet at 
these annual reunions are not here today, but have passed to tha 
“undiscovered country” “where beyond these voices there is peace.” 
We miss their hearty hand clasp, their kindly greeting. But, 
though we miss them from our ranks today, we cherish their 
memories in our hearts, and wait “until wé go to meet them where 
they are.” 

Among the many good and true men who have passed on from 
our ranks in the year now closing, let me mention Past Department 
Commander David H. Turner, and the vice commanders of last year, 
senior, Robert N. Abbott, and junior, Daniel B. Clark. 

The report of the assistant adjutant general indicates that the 
membership of the department is holding up well, in comparison 
with other departments of our order. Our losses are mostly by 
death, while those from suspension, delinquent reports, and sur- 
render of charters compose a large percentage of loss in some of 
the departments. . 

December 31, 1920, there were 1,538 comrades borne upon the 
roll of the department. On December 31, 1921, the date of the last 
report, we mustered 1,440 men, a net loss of 98. The number of 
deaths reported for the same period was 130. 

The report of the assistant quartermaster general shows the 
finances of the department to be in a satisfactory condition. 

We have lost one post by surrender of charter during the year. 
Graham Post No. 76 of Canyonville, mustered on November 9, 1899, 
after a record of honorable service, surrendered its charter on 
March 31, 1922, the few remaining comrades receiving transfer 
certificates, which they will deposit with Reno Post at Roseburg. 


MEMORIAL DAY 


It is gratifying to note that Memorial Day was more generally 
observed in Oregon this year than ever before, fewer cases of 
desecration of the day than usual being reported, and the atten- 
dance upon the exercises and the interest taken in them greater 
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than in previous years. The younger organizations of veterans 
joined with us in observance of the day and it is a matter of 
congratulation that the proper observance of the Memorial will be 
attended to by these loyal and patriotic comrades of the later wars 
of the republic. : 


GENERAL GRANT CENTENNIAL 


The one hundredth anniversary of the birth of General Grant 
was observed by the posts of the G. A. R., assisted by the auxiliary 
and affiliated societies and many of the good citizens of the state. 


VISIT OF COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 


On May 15 the department was honored by the presence of our 
commander-in-chief, Comrade Lewis S. Pilcher, accompanied by his 
good wife. The efficient committee in charge of his entertainment, 
under the chairmanship of Henry E. Dosch, department chief of 
staff, ably assisted by Margaret Becker, department president of 
the W. R. C., extended the hospitality which Portland knows how 
to bestow upon its guests, and our distinguished visitors departed 
on the morning of the sixteenth for Tacoma, with many expressions 
of appreciation of the welcome extended to them. 


FIFTY-FIFTH NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT 


The Grand Army of the Republic met at Indianapolis, Indiana, 
for its fifty-fifth annual session on September 25 to. 29, 192): 
While the encampment was not as largely attended as previous 
ones, yet it proved a very enjoyable occasion. 3 

The business sessions were very harmonious, the people of the 
city were kind and hospitable and the weather was pleasant and 
comfortable. Oregon was ably represented by ten comrades, and 
it is worthy of note that each was in his seat promptly at the 
opening and remained till the close of every session. The thanks of 
the commander are tendered to these comrades as well as to the 
fourteen comrades who marched under “Old Glory” and the flag 
of the department in the parade. 


VISITS TO-POSTS 


It has been the great privilege of the department commander 
to visit each post in the department, fifty-eight in number, during 
his term of office, and he takes this opportunity of extending his 
heartfelt thanks for the kindly welcome and most fraternal com- 
radeship received everywhere. 

The meetings were, as requested by the commander, just a 
getting together of the comrades and the ladies’ organizations 
assembling in a social way, and sitting down to get acquainted and 
talk things over. In this way the commander has gained a new 
vision of the loyal comradeship of the Grand Army and the wonder- 
ful work of the auxiliary and affiliated organizations. 
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Many of the posts are small in numbers, and the comrades are 
bending under the burden of the years, but while the bodies fail 
under the infirmities of age, the fires of patriotism burn in their 
hearts as of old, and everywhere is the same determination to 
remain in the Grand Army of the Republic till the last comrade is 
mustered out by the Great Commander of all.

The circles of this splendid organization, under the efficient 
leadership of Mrs. Eva Barhite, department president, have been 
active in good works for the veteran and his dependent ones during 
the year, and the thanks of the Grand Army of the Republic are 
richly deserved by them. 


DAUGHTERS OF VETERANS 


Youngest of the noble trio of helpers of the veterans in this 
department we find “Our Daughters,” who are so loyally and lov- 
ingly caring for us in our declining years. From the small be- 
ginning of five Illinois girls, met on Memorial Day, 1885, it has 
erown into a nation-wide organization, with thousands of members 
and a wonderful record of patriotic devotion. 

To Mrs. Frances McLeod, the department president, the com- 
mander tenders the grateful appreciation of the comrades for the 
loyal devotion of the “Daughters.” 


SONS OF VETERANS AND AUXILIARY 


It is a source of regret that this grand organization has not 
succeeded as yet in establishing a division in Oregon, but is obliged 
to comprise a part of the Division of Washington and Oregon. The 
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camps within our borders are doing excellent work, in assisting by 
every means in their power the aged and infirm veterans, and in 
carefully and tenderly helping to lay away the mortal remains of 
the departed comrades. 

The grateful acknowledgments of the Grand Army are due to 
these sons of ours and to their excellent auxiliary. 

It is expected that the efforts now being put forth by the camps 
now in existence in the department will result in the organization 
of a division before the meeting of the Forty-second Encampment 
of the G. A. R. 

It is earnestly recommended that the various posts of the de- 
partment encourage the formation of the Sons of Veterans and 
auxiliaries in their respective localities. 


YOUNGER VETERAN ORGANIZATIONS 


The commander would not fail to make mention of the many 
courtesies and kindly comradeship of the soldiers of the later wars 
of the republic; the United Spanish War Veterans, the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars and the American Legion. They have shown them- 
selves ready to cooperate with us in all patriotic endeavor and it is 
earnestly advised that the comrades of the Grand Army join with 
them in their work whenever practicable. 

The United Spanish War Veterans and Veterans of Foreign 
Wars welcome the veterans of the civil war to their ranks as hon- 
orary members, and it is recommended that as many of the com- 
rades avail themselves of this privilege as are able to do so. 


OREGON SOLDIERS’ HOME 


One of the most pleasant duties of the year was my Visit to the 
Soldiers’ Home at Roseburg. The commandant, Comrade Geo. W. 
Riddle, and his good wife are doing splendid work, and deserve the 
thanks of all the old soldiers and their friends. They are indeed 
making it a “home” rather than an “institution.” 

Notable among the improvements on the grounds are the central 
heating plant, which warms all the buildings in cold weather, 
making them comfortable and removing the danger of fire which 
existed when the heat was furnished by furnaces in each building. 
Good fire escapes have also been attached to each of the buildings. 

The.cemetery, which had been very much neglected, has been 
completely renovated and, instead of a disgrace to the home and the 
state, is now a credit to both, and will be cared for as the final 
resting place of so many brave defenders of their country. 

It has been suggested that the Grand Army and the auxiliary 
and affiliated societies take steps looking to the erection of a 
suitable monument in the cemetery in honor of our comrades who 
sleep there, “life’s fitful fever over.”

I desire to most heartily thank the comrades for the high honor 
they conferred upon me a year ago, and for the innumerable kind- 
nesses and courtesies of the fifteen years in which I have had the 
great privilege of serving them in an official capacity.

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MEDICAL DIRECTOR’S REPORT 
Newport, Oregon, June 27, 1922. 
To the Commander and Comrades, Department of Oregon: 


While the return of the “good old summer time” brings hay 
fever with it, very few comrades are victims and the rest of us 
fortunate in escaping. 

We are greeted these days, by persons wishing to be friendly, 
with the title of “Dad” or “Grandad,” and by others as “Uncle,” 
which titles seem to come from an impression by the user that we 
are getting old. Perhaps we do show some such symptoms but may 
congratulate ourselves that medical authorities assure us that old 
age in itself is not a disease or a cause of death, and in order to keep 
living it is only necessary that we escape disease and avoid accident. 
To the present time we have been fortunate in getting the better of 
both disease and accident, and our hearts keep pumping away with 
more or less regularity in consequence. Some of these hearts are 
said to have leaky valves but each heart having served its owner 
through the perils of past days will expect kind treatment and, 
receiving it, will do its best to prolong the life of its owner that 
his friends may be either delighted or disappointed, and the man- 
agement of the pension office surprised at his gift of continuance.

Wherever possible seek the cooperation of the ex-service men 
of all wars, and especially of the teachers and pupils of the schools. 

A program for the public school exercises has been prepared by Comrade 
Levi Longfellow, national patriotic instructor of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, which is issued by Hon. J. A. Churchill, superintendent of public 
instruction, and sent to all the schools in the state. The governor has also 
issued a proclamation asking that the day be fittingly observed by the citi- 
zens of Oregon. ; 

The sincere thanks of the Grand Army of the Republic are due to Gov. 
Ben W. Olcott and Superintendent J. A. Churchill for their hearty cooper- 
ation in securing proper observance of this anniversary. 

II. The commander-in-chief of the G. A. R., Lewis S. Pilcher, is expected 
to reach Portland, on his tour of the coast departments, about May 15, and he 
will receive a cordial welcome and suitable entertainment. The department 
chief-of-staff, Comrade H. E. Dosch, is appointed as chairman of the com- 
mittee on reception and entertainment. The names of other members of the 
committee together with date of arrival of our distinguished guest will be 
announced in later general orders. 

Ill. The forty-first annual encampment of the department will be held 
at Newport, on June 20-21-22, and the comrades of Phil Sheridan Post No,

At this late day it ought not to be necessary to call attention of 
the comrades of the G. A. R. to that portion of our rules and regulations 
relating to political action by posts. While our laws allow the largest liberty 
in political matters to the individual, the organization is absolutely non- 
partisan, and endorsement of candidates for political office, and discussion 
of partisan questions in post meetings are strictly prohibited. Post com- 
manders will see that this rule is strictly observed. 

While certain self styled “patriotic societies” and “invisible empires” 
are endorsing candidates, and seeking their selfish ends by un-American and 
underground methods, let it be understood by all that the Grand Army of the 
Republic is not that kind of a “patriotic society,’ but a real American organi- 
zation, doing its work in the open, and standing, as it has stood for the last 
half century, for a square deal for every man.

Commandant Riddle and his good wife are certainly doing good work 
in caring for the comrades under their care, and are making the place a 
“home” rather than an “institution.” 

VIII. Graham Post No. 76 of Canyonville, with but four comrades on 
its roll closed its long and honorable record as a post of the G. A. R. by sur- 
rendering its charter on March 31. The comrades will receive transfer cer- 
tificates from the department headquarters, and will deposit the same with 
Reno Post at Roseburg, thus remaining in the ranks of the G. A. R. 


With profound regret the commander records the passing of one of his 
predecessors, a comrade known and loved all over the Department, David H. 
Turner, who died at his home in McMinnville on February 6, 1922, at the 
age of 76 years.

On account of the change in‘dates of the Rose Show in Portland, the meet- 
ing of the encampment occurs one week later than previously announced. 

II. The various railroads of the state announce a round trip rate from 
all points in the department of two cents per mile, each way.

Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic: 


In accordance with action taken at Indianapolis, September 25, 1921, by 
the National Encampment, April 27, the one hundredth birthday of General 
Ulysses S. Grant, will be observed with special services and publicity. The 
noble monument erected to his memory by the nation in Washington will be 
dedicated on that day with imposing ceremonies. President Harding, as 
honorary chairman, will direct the exercises, and Vice-President Coolidge will 
deliver the memorial address. 


The Grand Army of the Republic, acting through the Society of the 
Army of the Tennessee, of which Generals Grant, Sherman, McPherson, Howard 
and Logan were in succession the honored commanders from 1862 to 1865, 
has for eighteen years been pressing forward the construction of this monu- 
ment which will remind present and future generations of as noble a group 
oF professional and citizen soldiers as can be named from the pages of military 

istory. 

The G. A. R. is expected to use utmost endeavor to make this a notable day in 
our national life; and the Spanish War Veterans, the American Legion, and 
all other organizations of American soldiers with the various auxiliaries of 
these several organizations, are earnestly requested to unite with the Civil 
War men in doing signal honor to our great general-in-chief. 


Governor Olcott calls attention to this event by special proclamation, as 
do also the governors of other states; and the superintendent of public in- 
struction has prepared and sent to all of the public schools in Oregon an excel- 
lent and suggestive program with the purpose and hope that the day may be 
one long to be remembered. It is expected that comrades of the Grand Army 
will by all means possible encourage and aid teachers and schools in their 
efforts to carry out this program. 

The intelligent world years ago gave General Grant a very high and per-_ 
manent place among its great men, and nothing could be more appropriate 
than for our schools to make careful study of his campaigns and victories, 
his calmness and personal courage in places of danger, the simplicity of his 
life, the purity of his character, his loyalty to his flag, and the sacredness 
of the soldier’s oath. Such a study must make deep and lasting impression 
on young minds. , 

General Grant seems to have acted at all times on certain principles that 
assumed in his mind the form of military axioms, such as the following 
culled from his own words—merely a few out of scores available: “The art of 
war is simple enough. Find where your enemy is. Get at him as soon as 
you can. Strike as hard as you can, and keep moving on.” “The general who 
will never take a chance in battle, will never fight one.” “If Lee is in my rear, 
I am in his rear.’ “Seeing the camp of the enemy deserted and no enemy in 
sight it at once occurred to me that Harris had been as much afraid of me as I 
had been of him. This was a view of the question I had never taken before, 
but it was one I never forgot afterwards.” In the light of these axioms it is 
suggestive to read what is perhaps the most remarkable display of military 
genius recorded during the war: 

On May 4, 1864, General Grant crossed the Rapidan with the Army of the 
Potomac, moved south into the Wilderness and bivouacked along the direct 
road to Richmond. The next day the Confederate army in full force came 
down from the west by three parallel roads to attack the Union army, confi- 
dent of doing what Lee is reported to have said would be done—compel Grant 
“to get back across the Rapidan within three days.” The Union army was on 
the March when the enemy’s approach became known and immediately halted, 
faced to the right and accepted battle. For two whole days and far into 
the nights the fierce attack raged but failed to drive the Union forces from 
the road along which they were marching. The losses were frightful on both

sides, the Confederate proportionally the greatest. It is conservatively esti- 
mated that in a space less than one mile wide along that battle line 22,000 
men were killed or wounded. | 

That night Lee drew back nearly a mile and threw up fortifications, while 
Grant ordered his troops to attack at daylight. When Grant discovered that 
Lee was not disposed to renew his attack, at half past six a.m., May 7, he 
gave orders for his whole army to move that night by the left to Spotsylvania, 
which they did after dark promptly, taking the Richmond road. From the 
Wilderness to Appomattox the Confederate army was never again, as a whole, 
thrown against the army of the Potomac. Four days later Hancock stormed 
Lee’s center, and held it, with 4,000 prisoners, fighting the “Bloody Angle” 
battle, probably the deadliest struggle of the war. (See a little book entitled 
“Hitherto Untold,” by Dr. Galusha Anderson, a professor in Chicago Univer- 
sity, for the following story told to the professor by a reliable and intelligent 
Virginian who vouched to him for its truth): After dark on the day of the 
Bloody Angle fight, a council of war was held at Lee’s headquarters at 
which he called for a statement from each general present as to the condition 
of affairs on his part of the field. As the reports were being made Lee’s lips 
were seen to quiver and tears coursed down his cheeks at times. When all 
had reported he said: “J have tried all day to break the line of the enemy, 
but I have not force enough to do it. I fear that as a result of this day’s 
fighting we shall be forced back upon Richmond and be compelled to sur- 
render.” That was precisely what Grant intended and Appomattox closed the 
contest. In view of results that order issued to the Army of the Potomac at 
half past six a. m., May 7, 1864, indicates a grasp of the complications and 
the responsiblities of military problems such as neither Napoleon nor Wel- 
lington ever surpassed, if they ever equaled it. To this let General Lee give 
testimony. In Colonel Smith’s book, “Grant. the Man of Mystery,” page 338, 
the late well known writer, General James Grant Wilton, is quoted as author- 
ity for the following fact: Shortly after the Civil War some one remarked 
to General R. E. Lee that Grant was a mere military accident whose success 
had been the result of fortuitous circumstances. To this Lee replied: “Your 
opinion is a poor compliment to me. We all thought that Richmond, pro- 
tected by our splendid fortifications and defended by our army of veterans, 
could not be taken. Yet Grant turned his face toward our capital and never 
turned it away until we surrendered. Now I have searched the military 
records of both ancient history and modern, and I have never found Grant’s 
superior as a general. I doubt whether his superior can be found in all his- 
try.’ This was a very high compliment—some will say there could be no 
higher. 

General Grant gave utterance to many thoughts that revealed the results 
of keen observation and experience. Indeed, few public men, except Abraham, 
have contributed so many sayings that snap like the shutting of knife blades. 
A few examples are suggested: 

“No terms but unconditional surrender.” 

“T propose to fight it out on this line if it takes all summer.” 

“Let no guilty man escape.” 

“I want Sheridan to put himself south of the enemy and follow him to the 
death.” 

‘Wherever the enemy goes let our soldiers go also.” 


Grant to Meade: ‘“Lee’s army will be your objective. Wherever Lee goes 
you will go.” 
Sheridan to Grant: “I think the enemy will surrender if things are 


pushed.” Grant to Sheridan: “Push things.” 

“The humblest soldier who carried a musket is entitled to as much credit 
for the results of the war as those who were in command.” 

“Although a soldier by education and profession, I have never had any 
fondness for war, and I have never advocated it except as a means of peace.” 

Grant to President Johnson: “I will resign command of the army rather 
than execute any order directing me to arrest Lee or any of his commanders 
so long as they obey the laws and the terms of their paroles.” 
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Grant to Bismarck: ‘There had to be an end of slavery. Thus we were 
fighting an enemy with whom we could not make peace. We must destroy 
him. No convention, no treaty was possible, only destruction.” 

“Nothing would afford me greater happiness than to know, as I believe: 
will be the case, that at some future day the nations of the earth will agree 
upon some congress which shall take cognizance of international questions of 
difficulty, and whose decisions will be as binding as the decisions of our 
supreme court are on us.” 

“Laws are to govern all alike—those who oppose as well as those who 
favor them. I know of no method to secure the repeal of bad or obnoxious 
laws so effectual as their strict execution.” 

Comrades, the Grand Army joins in this notable celebration with the same 
spirit of loyalty with which they moved when following the great commander 
whose centennial birthday it commemorates, and greets a troubled world with 
his benediction—“Let us have peace.”

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ADDRESS AND REPORT OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER 


Through the courtesy of our Comrades, members of the Gen. Ransom 
Post and the hospitality of the citizens of Hillsboro, we are gathered 
here to enjoy the Forty-third Annual Encampment of the Department of 
Oregon, Grand Army of the Repubiic. 


One year ago, by your election, you conferred upon me the high 
and honorable position of Department Commander. I have tried to 
be worthy of your trust and have endeavored, in all things to try to 
bring to pass that which I felt was for the betterment of the Department 
«nd its members. In spite of some slight friction and the sadness caused 
by losing for a time, those comrades who have answered the final bugle 
call, to join that silent company which we all will soon join, the year’s 
work has been one of pleasure and benefit to me. 


At this time, I wish to thank for their kindness and helpful counsel 
and brotherly interest, the members of my staff. Especially my Adju- 
tant-General, C. A. Williams, who was always thorough and competent 
in the many duties that fell upon him, yet always ready and helpful when 
be saw an opportunity to help an officer or comrade. 


I commend the Woman’s Relief Corps for the loyal support they are 
constantly giving the Grand Army and for the aid they rendered the 
needy veterans.

I realize that ere long, our work will be carried on and the memory 
of the Boys in Blue and what they did, will be perpetuated in the minds 
of the coming generation by the loyal teachings of these auxiliaries. 
Their faithful loyalty in the past has proven to us that when we have 
answered the final summons, they will “carry on.” 


In this connection I wish to express my appreciation, for the kindly 
co-operative help and untiring labors of Miss Myrta James, Department 
Fresident of the Oregon Woman’s Relief Corps. She with her helpers, 
has done much during the year for the comfort and help of the Depari- 
ment and its members. 


Through correspondence with Comrade Cragin, Department Com- 
mander of Washington and Alaska, and with the General Passenger 
Agent at Spokane, we secured a special train through to the National 
Encampment held at Milwaukee, Wis., over the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Railroad. The Special Agent of the Road accompanied us, doing 
everything possible to make the trip one of pleasure for us. 


Accompanied by my wife, I boarded at White Salmon, the special 
coach assigned the Portland delegates. Our coach was. connected with 
the special train at Spokane. Everything was done by the road officials, 
employees and the delegates to make the trip a memorable one. We 
had the use of a diner, also a vacant day coach in which to hold meet- 
ings. Delicious ice cold watermelon was served us as a special treat. 
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At Aberdeen, Dakota, where we made a four-hour stop, we were 
royally entcrtained by the city, met by autos, driven over the city 
and surrounding country, then given a luncheon which proved to be a 
feast. 


At Milwaukee we were assigned Headquarters at the Republican 
Hotel, the charge being $12.00 a day. We were escorted there by Boy 
Scouts. On the trip we had enjoyed speeches and singing and on Sunday 
a fine sermon by Rev. Brouilette of Portland, in the day coach I have 
spoken of. 


The meetings of the encampment were held at the Auditorium, which 
was only two blocks from our Headquarters. All that first day and 
long into the night, there was a perfect din of music—fife and drum and 
band as delegates from nearly every state in the Union were welcomed. 


Oregon made a good showing in the parade on parade day. But the 
parade grows shorter every year. I attended all sessions of the Hn- 
campment with the exception of the Installation of the Officers, at that 
time my wife and I attended the reception given the Commander-in-Chief. 
Here we met many prominent people from the states and the city. 


From the Encampment we went to Lawton, Mich., accompanying my 
sister and husband, Mr. and Mrs. Longcor. Mr. Longcor and I were 
comrades of Co. H, 12th Inf. of Michigan and marched side by side in 
army days.

Mr. Riddle and his wife seemed to be 
very well liked by all, which was very conducive to harmony and con- 
tentment in the home. 


As I returned from Roseburg, I stopped at Albany and called upon 
Mr. J. L. Bray, Commander of McPherson Post. At Salem I called upon 
Mr. Gideon Stolz, a member of the Council of Administration, and to- 
gether we called upon the Board of Control, at the State House, to whom 
I reported my findings of conditions at the Soldier’s Home, which co- 
incided with theirs on their recent visit. 

At Eugene { visited R. E. Eastland, Commander of the J. W. Geary 
Post No. 7. ‘These Commanders I have mentioned and others with whom 
I have visited during the year have given me good reports of the various 
Pasts. 

We are all very much disappointed that the Bursum Bill, after pass- 
ing both House and Senate with such large majorities, should be vetoed 
by our President and that Congress did not pass it over his head. 


I was very shocked and grieved when I learned of the death of 
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Comrade Cragin, Department Commander of Washington and Alaska. 
My associations with him were very pleasant and he tried so hard to 
make everything comfortable and pleasant for the delegates on the 
eastern trip last fall. 


I have enjoyed the work with you during the past year, getting more 
intimately in touch with the different Posts and Corps, making new 
friends, seeing new Comrades, knowing that each division was perform- 
ing its duties loyally and well, and feeling the support and kindly regard 
oz my friends and helpers.

MEDICAL DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


Hillsboro, Oregon, June 1924. 


Commander and Comrades, Department of Oregon: 


The Medical Director wishes again to congratulate surviving Com- 
rades, and to assure you that the absence of the bloom of youth on our 
countenances is not to be deplored, but comes in the natural order of 
events when our blooming time is passed. After the bloom however comes 
the fruitage and it is in commemoration of part of the fruitage of our 
lives that brings us together in these annual gatherings to exchange 
greetings, to compare reminiscences, to sing America and shout for the 
flag. Some of us may be thought of as going to seed but the plant that 
goes to seed usually holds its head the highest and has its advantage 
in getting recognition. 

Among us the crutch and cane are more noticeable as aids to physical 
progress, and occasionally the use of a wheel-chair is convenient to give 
a Comrade the benefit of air and sunshine in the open when pushed by 
another person, but it has some compensation in allowing him to get 
outside views of a portion of the land he once fought to save and has 
a right to enjoy as long as he lives. 


During the past year several Comrades have been compelled to seek 
full pension based on their sworn statement corroborated by a physician 
and others that they are no longer able to care for themselves and re- 
quire the constant aid of another person. This looks like a confirmation 
of the old adage that individually we are “Once a man, twice a child.” 
If these dependent Comrades or any of them were safely brought through 
the perils of infancy by the use of a carefully prepared bottle, it seems 
appropriate for the medical director to caution those caring for them 
in their second childhood that nothing be permitted to get into their 
bottles except such contents as are known to promote physical comfort 
without producing mental confusion and an improper use of the tongue. 
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Fortunately a disabled companion receiving full disability pension 
generally is given good care in order that he may be remembered from the 
ration’s capital as often as possible, and it is noticeable that in a few 
instances this good care has brought about sufficient improvement to 
allow the Comrade to be seen on the street or to attend a meeting of 
his Post. 


A certain disabled person, not surely known to be a Comrade how- 
ever, was being wheeled along a road near the base of a very ragged 
looking hill and made the remark: “O look at that scarred old hillside!” 
Yes, said his companion that shows where it was operated on for gravel 
and the scars have not healed yet. It is reported that one of us in 
office work was heard to complain that he laid awake nights thinking of 
kis work, then when he was at work kept going to sleep. It may be so, 
we slept a considerable portion of the time in infancy, and those of us 
cld enough to approach a second childhood may get back to the old 
habit. 

Some of us think we can do a lot of work yet and it may be that 
we can, but it is not likely to be a very big lot, and while trying 
to do it we may well remember the fate of the following careful man: 


“He boiled the water that he drank, 
By rule he slept and ate, 
He wore hygienic underwear 
To get the bulge on fate; 
Thus science served him faithfully 
And made him microbe proof, 
But yesterday he met defeat 
By falling from a roof.” 


With our sincere wish that no such accident may happen any Com- 
rade, and that we may meet in the blissful home beyond when our earthly 
career is ended, we close another year of grateful and not very laborious 
service

been called upon to mourn the loss of an honored Past Com- 


mander in the person of Comrade Martin Luther Pratt, to 
whom the summons came suddenly while addressing his Com- 
rades at a meeting of Sumner Post No. 12 of Portland, Oregon, 
August 25th, 1923. 


Borne in Ohio, November 11th, 1847, he enlisted when less 
than 16 years of age in Co. B, 130th Infantry from his native 
state and was mustered out with his regiment. Following his 
military service he became interested in educational work, 
teaching for a while in Michigan, and coming to Oregon 40 
years ago, taught for a short time in Astoria, then in Port- 
land, was engaged in school work either as teacher or principal 
for several years. When the office of Patriotic Instructor was 
established by the school board of his city, he was selected to 
perform the duties of the office and was so engaged until sum- 
moned from earthly activities. His G. A. R. Post elected him 
its commander and he continued to serve his comrades in 
other capacities while he lived. Pupils of his during his teach- 
ing activities were pleased to greet him and were assured an 
interested response with useful advice when deemed necessary, 
and his comrades were cheered by the genial influence of his 
cheery remarks and fraternal interest in their welfare. The 
very large attendance at his funeral services by Comrades, 
Masons, of which body he was a member, and other citizens, 
testified to the respect in which he was held by all who knew 
him. A widow alone is left as an occupant of the house where 
for many years an attractive home welcomed visitors who were 
greeed by the joint cordiality of husband and wife. 


Comrade Pratt was elected Department Commander at 
Astoria in 1902, and presided over the next annual encampment 
held in Portland in 1903.

IV. The Fifty-seventh Encampment lately held at Milwaukee, Wis., 
adopted the following amendment to the Rules and Regulations: 


“So much of the Rules and Regulations as is necessary is so amend- 
ed as to provide for the admission of members of the organization of the 
Sons of Veterans to the regular meetings of Posts, without vote on 
Grand Army affairs.” 


It is understood that only members of a Camp, in good standivrg, 
are entitled to admission, that they will not be given the countersigns 
of the G. A. R., that they may take such part in discussions and exer- 
cises as the Post may permit, but do not have the right ~f voting on Post 
matters.

GENERAL ORDERS No. 7, Series 1923-24. 


I. Since the year 1868 the Grand Army of the Republic, assisted by 
its Auxiliary and allied organizations, with the loyal patriotic citizens 
of the country, has annually observed the 30th day of May as sacred 
te the memory of the Comrades who have passed from the ranks of the 
living to that “undiscovered country from which no traveler returns.” 


In compliance with this custom and the orders from the Commander- 
in-Chief, the Department Commander directs that Friday, May 30th, be 
observed by every Post in the Department of Oregon as Memorial Day, 
and he cordially invites the Comrades of the later wars of the Republic 
tc unite with us in a proper celebration of that day. 
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Let us remember always that Memorial Day is not a holiday, but 
rather a holy day, set apart and dedicated to the memory of our patriotic 
dead, and the decoration of their graves with the flag they loved, and 
the choicest blossoms of the spring time. . 

Every true Comrade of the Grand Army of the Republic, every man 
who has at any time touched elbows with other Comrades in defense 
oi the flag, should on this day leave the busy walks of life, the attractions 
of home, the sports of the fields and the allurements of the speedway, 
and with bowed head and loving heart, pay tribute to the dead, and give 
a passing thought to those about to die. 


Il. The Department Commander is assured that the Grand Army 
will have the hearty co-operation of the Auxiliary and allied organiza- 
tions, and especially invites the active co-operation of the Comrades of 
the United Spanish War Veterans and the Veterans of Foreign Wars and 
the American Legion in the proper observance of this Memorial Day. 

Let no soldier’s grave in this fair state of ours be neglected or for- 
gotten, no matter in what war he served his country. 


Ill. Sunday, May 25th, mill be observed as Memorial Sunday, and 
it is expected that all Comrades, accompanied by their families and 
friends, will assemble in their respective places of worship, for divine 
service, and that the clergy of the state will deliver sermons appropriate 
to the occasion. 


IV. The Comrades are especially requested to remember the im- 
portant duty of visiting the schools on some convenient day before 
Memorial Day. No greater work is committed to our hands than this 
of teaching patriotism to the boys and girls who in our schools are 
preparing for citizenship. It is not necessary that the Comrades should 
Geliver long speeches, their very presence will be an inspiration and an 
object lesson of patriotism to our young people. 


V. Let the beautiful custom of strewing flowers upon the waters, 
in memory of those who sleep in the “‘deep unfathomed caves of ocean” 
be everywhere observed. 


VI. Blanks for reports of Post Chaplains are enclosed with these 
General Orders. It is expected that every Post in the Department will 
fill out and forward to Department Headquarters these Memorial Day 
reports immediately after the exercises of the Memorial occasion, in 
crder that the Department Chaplain may prepare his report to the De- 
partment Hncampment. 

VIl. The 43d Annual Encampment of this Department will convene 
at Hillsboro on June 24th, continuing its sessions until the 26th.

: I. The Forty-third Annual Encampment of the Department of Ore- 
gon, Grand Army of the Republic, will be held in the City of Hillsboro, 
Oregon, Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, June 24-25-26, 1924. 


Gen, Ransom Post No. 69, G. A. R., with its faithful and efficient 
Auixiliary, Gen. Ransom W. R. C. No. 47, and the Chamber of Com- 
merce, backed by the loyal citizens of Hillsboro are preparing a royal 
welcome for the Comrades and their Auxiliary and allied organizations. 
The Railroad Passenger Association covering the Department of Oregon 
has granted. one and one-ninth fair for the round trip, from all points 
in Oregon, on the Identification Certificate plan, for Comrades of the 
Grand Army, their wives and widows only. For members of the Auxiliary 
and allied organizations and dependent members of the families of 
veterans, other than their wives, and the dependent members of 
families of such associations the fare will be one and one-half the 
current fares, on the certificate plan.
